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200,000 families would qualify 
6-county voluntary housing plan readied 


by KAREN BLEC1IA 


A plan urging distribution of low and 


moderate-income housing throughout the 
Chicago area will be disclosed Monday 
by the Regional Housing Coalition. 


The voluntary housing plan is the re- 


suit of nearly two years of effort by sub- 
urban mayors and housing officials look- 
ing for an alternative to court-ordered 
distribution of low and moderate-Income 
housing In the suburbs. 


Cook, McHcnry, Lake, Will, Kane and 


DuPago counties are included in the 
plan. The coalition has been working 
with the Leadership Council for Metro- 
politan Open Communities and the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion. 


The group, which includes a 12-mem- 


bcr mayor steering committee, has re- 
fused to release details of the plan until a 
Monday afternoon press conference. The 
Herald, however, has learned 
from 


sources the following: 


• The plan Is expected to urge con- 


struction of a certain number of low and 
moderate-Income housing units through- 
out the Chicago metropolitan area.

• The six-county area will be divided 


into 11 geographic sectors and a percen- 
tage of the recommended number of 
housing units will be allocated on a vol- 
untary basis to each sector, according to 
Jack Pali!, NIPC commissioner who 
formed the coalition. 


• Cook County has been divided Into 


six sectors and the other five counties 
each represent one sector. In Cook Coun- 
ty, Chicago is a single sector and the sub- 
urban area has been divided geogra- 


phically, so that the Northwest suburbs 
also form one sector. 


• That sector

•Northwest Municipal Conference, accor- 


ing to Mount Prospect Mayor Rob- 


- ert Teichert, a member of the steering 


committee. Conference members are 
Arlington Heights, Barrington, Buffalo 
Grove, Des Plalnes, Elk Grove Village, 
Hanover Park, Hoffman Estates, Mount 
Prospect, Nlles, Palatine, Park Ridge, 


Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg, Stream- 
wood and Wheeling. 


• No sites will be designated in the 


plan, Pahl said. 


• A municipality's resources will be 


taken into account, Pahl said, but It Is 
not known exactly what factors will be 
used to determine distribution. Other vol- 
untary low and moderate-income housing 
plans In the country have used land 
availability, capacity of local school sys- 
tems to absorb more students, number of 
low and moderate-income housing units 
already existing, availability of jobs and 
travel distance to jobs as factories. 


• An estimated 200,000 families in the 


six-county area would qualify for low and 
moderate-income housing, according to 
Henry Zuba, a coalition coordinator. At a 
meeting of the League of Women Voters 
earlier this month, Zuba said 3,000 fami- 
lies and 3,500 elderly would qualify for 
housing under the plan In the Northwest 
sector alone. Eight hundred new low and 
moderate-income units are needed each 
year In the Northwest suburbs, he said. 
He defined low-Income as $6,000 a year 
for a family of four and moderate in- 


come as $9,000 for a four-member fami- 
ly-• Zuba said the coalition plans to be- 
gin a massive educational program 
throughout various communities after 
the plan Is announced. 


THE PLAN IS voluntary, but the coali- 


tion hopes communities will cooperate. 
"We are not telling anybody what to do," 
Pahl said. "We're depending on local 
leadership and local responsibility to an- 
swer a regional need," Pahl is former 
Elk Grove Village Mayor. 


Teichert said he would not consider the 


plan a final one. "I consider It a proposal 
that requires some dialogue in individual 
communities," he said. "I think it will be 
well received as a working tool by the 
majorities of the communities I believe 
that the public basically should be leery 
and reticent about any plan in which 
they haven't had an active part." 


The coalition is going ahead with its 


efforts despite the refusal Sept. 10 of a 
federal judge to order construction of 
low-income housing In the suburbs. 


The American Civil Liberties Union 


had asked in its suit against the Chicago 


Housing Authority that suburbs be forced 
to build low-income housing equal to two 
per cent of existing housing units. If they 
refused, under the ACLU proposal, the 
CHA would have been authorized to build 
low-income units in the suburbs equal to 
four per cent of existing units.

BUT U.S. DISTRICT Court Judge 


Richard Austin limited his order to CHA 
construction in white Chicago neighbor- 
hoods and would not go along with the 
ACLU effort to expand the case to the 
suburbs. 


"Another suit can always be filed,"1 


Pahl said after the Austin decision, re- 
flecting the belief of coalition officials 
that suburban communities are better off 
planning low-income housing on their 
own than under the pressure of a court . 
order. 


Teichers said the coalition hoper to 


avoid fighting among communities within 
sectors over where the housing would be 
built. "These percentages are not magic- 
numbers," he said. "But we ha\e to have 
something to work with. I have reason to 
believe the figures that are put out will

High building costs blamed 
Financial woes for 3 junior highs?

21's three junior high schools 
may be a problem due to high building 
costs. 


Bids for the construction of the addi- 


tions to accommodate new vocational 
programs were opened this week. Six 
base bids were received, ranging from 
the high bid of $2,052,063 from the Egyp- 
tian Construction Co. to the low bid of 
$1,839,839 from Walson Construction Co 


Administrators say the projected costs 


arc more than funds currently available. 
The district had hoped to begin construc- 
tion of the additions next month, com-

plctlng the work in/ time for the 1074-75 
school year, but that timetable Is not 
definite. 


"They (tho bids) are higher than we're 


prepared for," said Dist. 21 Supt. Ken- 
neth GUI. "The first thing we'll do Is see 
what, If anything, can be trimmed out." 


GILL SAID there arc also several al- 


ternative ways of funding the construc- 
tion that will be explored. Because some 
special education classrooms will be In- 
cluded in the new additions, Gill said the 
district may be able to use monies from 
the special education levy. 


Funds may also be gained from a new 


capital assistance program 
recently 


signed Into law by Gov. Daniel Walker, 
Gill said. 


The amount of money Dist. 21 would be 


able to get from the capital assistance 


program for the junior high '-""Ions Is 
not known at this time.

Although Gill did not entirely rule out 


the possibility of conducting a referen- 
dum to finance the additions, he stressed 
that it would be used only as a last re- 
sort. 


GUI said If a referendum were con- 


ducted, It would probably be for between 
$200,000 and $300,000. He pointed out that 
under the new state formula for school 
aid, local tax rates will drop over the 
next three years, somewhat minimizing 
the effect of a tax increase for the addi- 
tions. 
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Prospect Hts. levy ordinance OKd 


The Prospect Heights Park District 


has approved a tax levy ordinance that 
Is up $11,075 over last year's, but It is not 
expected to raise taxes. 


Supt. Ron Grcenbcrg said yesterday 


the levy was increased, mainly In the 
general and recreation funds, because of 
an anticipated raise in the district's as- 
sessed valuation He cited several new 
apartment projects as the reason for the 
higher assessed valuation. 


"We expect the same tax rate or less," 


Greenberg said. The current tax rate is 
$22 40 per $10,000 assessed valuation. The 
$71,975 levy was adopted unanimously, 
• with one commissioner absent.

Student in Chile—fate unknown

Tho fate of a Des Plalnes resident who 


had been a student in Chile when the mil- 
itary took control of the country brought 
conflicting reports from the U.S. State 
Deportment yesterday. 


A spokesman for the State Depart- 


ment's Chilean Task Force said the U.S. 
embassy in Santiago Is trying to clarify 
the "status and welfare" of Frank R. Te- 
ruggi Jr., 23 of Des Plalnes. 


The parents of Tcruggi told The 


Herald that they had last heard from 
their son on Sept. 17. The young man's 
father said he was told by a Chicago 
newspaper that his son was stilt being 
held In Santiago. The family resides at 
731S. Third Ave., Des Plalnes. 


INQUIRIES MADE to the offices of 


U.S. Senators Charles Percy and Adlai 
Stevenson provided little new informa- 
tion on the situation. 


The State Department official said that 


up until yesterday morning, the U.S. be- 
lieved that eight Americans released 
Wednesday by the military junta now 
controlling the country, were the only 
U.S. citizens being held.

The government, however, has with- 


drawn that statement because of the in- 
formation concerning Teruggl and anoth- 
er man from New Vori. 


Teruggl's father, Frank, said his son 


had been a student In Chile for about two 
years and that he had planned to return 
to this country later this month. 


TERUGCI HAD been studying econom- 


ics at the University of Chile. A graduate 
of Notre Dame High School In Nlles, he 
had also studied electrical engineering at 


the California Institute of Technology. 


"Frank called on Sept. 16 and 17 and 


told us that he was safe and that he 
thought that he could leave the country 
through Argentina," the father said. 


"I guess he had some trouble, but we 


really do not know anything definite at 
this time," he added. 


THE YOUNG MAN'S father said he 


did not know if his son had been Involved 
in any political activities while In Chile. 


"All I know Is that he is a student 


there. He may have taken part in other 
activities, but I do not know," the father 
explained. 


The father said that after he had not 


heard from his son for more than a 
week, he began to make inquiries to gov- 
ernment offices and to local congress- 
men and senators. 


"I am a concerned parent and I really 


would like to know the whereabouts of 
my son," Teruggi said. 


The State Department spokesman said

THERE ARE SEVEN student teachers 


at Longfellow School, four at Irving, one 
each at Field and Poe and two student 
teachers In special education speech in- 
struction who travel to various schools in 
the district. 


According to Steve Stavrakas, Dist 21 


administrative - assistant for staff and 
public relations, student teachers are 
gradually asked to take over the full re- 


sponsibility for a class under the guid- 
ance of a supervising teacher. 


The student teacher observes the regu- 


lar instructor for a short time and then 
begins working with small groups of stu- 
dents, Stavrakas said. Eventually, she 
teaches the whole class with help from 
the supervising teacher. 


"This is a great opportunity for student 


teachers to really teach a total group of 
children and put Into practice what they 
have been attempting to learn at the uni- 
versity," Stavrakas said. 


He feels having student teachers in the 


district benefits everyone involved. 


"THE STUDENT teacher brings in 


new refreshing thoughts and ideas, plus 
she can capitalize on the excellent expe- 
rience of our teachers," he said. 


Stavrakas added that the district bene- 


fits by participating in the program be- 
cause administrators have a chance, to 
view a field of prospective job candi- 
dates hi action.

Asked about the case of Vice President 


Splro T. Agnew, Thompson said he be- 
lieves It is the correct decision to allow 
the courts to hear the case rather than 
referring It to the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives. "I don't buy the case that 
widespread coverage means you can't 
get a fair trial," he said. 


The police code of silence was attacked 


by Thompson. This has "perverted the 
fraternal spirit" into a coverup In in- 
vestigations of police corruption, he said.

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Russians in space after 2-year gap 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet Union 


got its crippled manned space program 
off the ground Thursday for the first 
time in more than two years, sending a 
pair of rookie cosmonauts aloft on a two- 
day mission. 


Western experts said the flight, Soyuz- 


12, appeared to be aimed at testing a 
revamped spacecraft in preparation for 
a July, 1975, flight In which two Soviet 
cosmonauts and three American astro- 
nauts will rendezvous in space. 


The Soyuz program suffered two major 


tragedies before the Soviets suspended 
manned space flights In 1971. 


Cosmonaut Vladimir Komarov was 


killed in the crash of Soyuz-1 In April, 
1967. On July 10,1971, three cosmonauts 
died when the hatch on Soyuz-11 started 
leaking just before they re-entered the 


earth's atmosphere. 


The Tass news agency said Soyuz-12 


was piloted by Lot Col. Vastly Lazarev 
and flight engineer Oleg Makarov, both 
making their first flights. Neither was 
among the eight cosmonauts selected 
last May as candidates for the U.S.-So- 
viet mission. 


During the two-day mission, Tass said, 


the cosmonauts will test improved flight 
systems, check automatic and manual 
controls In various flight conditions and 
photograph separate sections of the 
earth's surface "with the object of ob- 
taining data for the solution of economic 
problems." 


Until the launch, some American ex- 


perts had begun to have doubts about the 
ability of the Soviets to carry out the 1975 
joint project. 


Astronauts go home to Houston

The three Skylab 2 astronauts — ex- 


pressing confidence their 59-day space- 
flight will contribute to a better world- 
flew home to Houston yesterday for re- 
unions with their families. 


Alan L. Bean, Owen K. Garriott and 


Jack R. Lousma left the recovery ship 
USS New Orleans in San Diego in mid- 
afternoon and flew to Johnson Space 
Center. 


Dr. Royce Hawkins, the astronauts' 


chief physician in Houston, said the 


three were in excellent shape and pre- 
dicted they would complete their rca- 
daptlon to gravity faster than the Sky- 
lab 1 pilots, who had stayed in orbit 
half the time. 


The astronauts will have to stay In 


semi-isolation until Tuesday to build up 
their Immunity to common e a r t h 
germs. 


The next Skylab flight — to last eight 


weeks — is scheduled for Nov. 11, and 
will be the last manned American flight 
until the 1975 joint mission with the 
Soviet Union. 


SOVIET-AMERICAN space coopera- 
tion is advancing toward a joint 
mis- 


sion in 
1975. These 
cosmonauts, 


studying a multiple docking adapter 
at the Johnson Space Canter in 
Texas, were members of a 34-man 


delegation on a three-week training 
stay in the U.S., and the Soviet satel- 
lite launched yesterday was seen as 
part of the preparation for the joint 
mission. 


Jury begins Agnew probe 


(From Herald News Services) 


History was made In Baltimore Thurs- 


day, as for the first time evidence 
against a vice president of the United 
States was presented to a grand jury. 


Meeting In strictest secrecy, a federal 


grand jury began hearing the case 
against Vice President Splro Agnew, 
whose lawyers said they would still try 
to block the inquiry on constitutional 
grounds. 


At the direction of Attorney General 


Elliot L. Richardson, U.S. Attorney 
George Beall and his team of federal 
prosecutors began presenting the grand 
jury with evidence gathered in their in- 
vestigation of Agnew for possible tax 
fraud, extortion, bribery and conspiracy 


violations. 


The grand jury has been meeting since 


January considering allegations of a 
widespread scheme of cash kickbacks to 
Maryland political figures from state ar- 
chitectural and engineering firms in re- 
turn for contract favors. 


The 22 members of the grand jury 


went through a seven hour, 20-mlnute 
session, before recessing until next week. 


They were understood to have heard 


four witnesses, one of whom — Agnew 
friend and former Baltimore City Council 
vice president William Muth — said he 
refused to testify and was excused. He 
said it was a "fishing expedition" and 
federal prosecutors never told him what 
it was about. 


Judah Best, one of the vice president's 


lawyers, said it might be Monday before 
he could file suit in U.S. District Court 
seeking to block the grand jury's work 
on the constitutional ground that a vice 
president cannot be indicted unless be is 
first Impeached by Congress and re- 
moved from office. 


Best said the tuning of the suit was not 


particularly relevant and that he was in 
"no hurry" to go to court. 


Agnew had no new comment on his sit- 


uation Thursday, as he spent a routine 
day In Washington and prepared for a 
long weekend In California at the home 
of Frank Sinatra and a Saturday speech 
in Los Angeles to a group of Republican 
women. 


The vice president sat hi as President 


Nixon presided over a meeting on legis- 
lative matters with Republican Congres- 
sional leaders and cabinet members. One 
participant said Agnew's legal problems 
were not discussed, and that he didn't 
say a word, but seemed calm and "pre- 
possessed as always." 


Later, Agnew was at the Capitol stand- 


ing by in case his vote was needed to 
break a tie hi the Senate vote on the 
Trident submarine program. 


White House press secretary Gerald 


Warren said there would be no comment 
on the Agnew situation, but did say — 
while refusing to elaborate — that rela- 
tions between Nixon and Agnew "are not 
strained." 


Pilot error blamed in Midway crash 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A flight captain's 


failure to properly manage cockpit activ- 
ities of his crew caused a United Air 
Lines jetliner to crash while approaching 
Chicago's Midway Airport last Dec. 8 
killing 45 persons, a government report 
said Thursday. 


The National Safety Transportation 


Board (NTSB) said in a 38-page report it 
could find no evidence of "foul play or 
sabotage." It also noted there was no 
evidence of any medical condition that 
could have incapacitated the crew. 


Both questions had been raised in the 


wake of the crash which number among 
its victims, Mrs. E. Howard Hunt, wife 
of the convicted Watergate burglar, and 
Rep. George Collins, D-lll. 


Sherman Skolnick, a Chicago court 


critic, contended the plane had been 
sabotaged to "hide evidence" of the Wa- 
tergate break-in. There also was specula- 
tion that high levels of cyanide and car- 
bon monoxide found in the victims' bod- 
ies indicated foul play. 


The NTSB report said that both toxic 


substances were produced hi the fire 
which swept through the plane after it 


crashed in a residential area and dam- 
aged or destroyed five houses. 


"The captain's failure to exercise posi- 


tive flight management earlier during 
the approach resulted In a rush of cock- 
pit activities during the final descent that 
caused a breakdown of the safeguards 
Inherent In the task-sharing of a crew," 
the report said. 


The Boeing 737 missed the runway on 


its first approach on a murky afternoon 
and stalled when its engines were revved 
up in an attempt to ascend and start a 
new approach. 


The report said none of the flight crew 


remembered to retract raised panels on 
the wings when Instructed to make a 
fresh run at the airport. The panels, or 
"spoilers" are raised during an approach 
to ease the plane's descent.

Senate votes return of 110,000 troops 


Jewel pizzas among foods 
recalled in botulism scare 


In B nighttime session, the Senate 


Thursday voted to order the adminis- 
tration to bring 110,000 U.S. troops home 
from abroad within 2M: years. The vote 
was 48 to 36. 


Just 30 hours earlier the Senate had 


voted against a proposal to order 200,000 
troops brought home although six hours 
before that It had voted to bring the 
200,000 home. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Mlnn., 


sponsor of Thursday's successful amend- 
ment, said it was aimed at troops "pri- 
marily and entirely in the Pacific and 
scattered areas" rather than Europe. 


Earlier the Senate, near the halfway 


point in consideration of a $21.9 billion 
military procurement authorization bill, 
had defeated by a mere two votes an 
effort to slow down the Trident subma- 
rine program. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Food and 


Drug Administration said'Thursday that 
five companies are recalling, or have 
completed recalling, products ranging 
from frozen pizza to egg rolls made with 
mushrooms involved in a botulism scare. 


All of the food products Involved, the 


FDA said, contained mushrooms canned 
by Avondale Industries Inc., Avondale, 
Pa. That firm began recalling its In- 
stitutional, or large-sized, cans of mush- 
rooms after botulinum poison was found 
In one can. 


The recalls Included "Chefs Kitchen 


Poultry Dressing," in several sizes, and 
"Jewel Kitchens Pizza," 14-lnCh mush- 


room-sausage pizza, both distributed by 
Jewel Companies Inc., Melrose Park, to 
its groceries In the Midwest. The FDA 
said all 350 pounds of the poultry dress- 
ing has been used or destroyed while an 
unknown number of the pizzas, made for 
Jewel by Specialities Co. Inc., Beaver 
Dam, Wis., may still be on the market. 


Other products ordered recalled either 


were already out of distribution chan- 
nels, or were not being distributed hi Illi- 
nois. 


The FDA said any consumer who may 


have one of the products Involved should 
return it to the store where they were 
purchased. 


House panel gives Nixon trade power 


The House Ways and Means Com- 


mittee approved legislation, Thursday 
granting President Nixon broad powers 
to negotiate new trade agreements, but 
tying his hands hi dealings with Commu- 
nist countries until they liberalize their 
emigration policies. 


The bill would give Nixon power to 


raise or lower tariffs, make agreements 
on non-tariff trade restraints, and to take 
emergency action when the nation suf- 
fers balance of payments problems or in- 


flation. 


The committee, however, voted to 


place limits on how-much and how fast 
Nixon could change tariff barriers, such 
as quotas. 


The most controversial section of the 


bill would deny Nixon the power to grant 
"most favored nation" trade status to 
the Soviet Union and other Communist 
countries until he certifies to Congress 
that the nation allows free emigration for 
all Its citizens. 


Electoral College flunking out? 


The administration expressed support 


for abolishing the Electoral College, but 
warned that a proposed emergency pro- 
vision allowing Congress to decide the 
outcome of a national election would un- 
dercut the "Independence of the presi- 
dency." 


Robert Dixon Jr., an assistant attorney 


general, told the Senate Constitutional 
Amendments subcommittee that the ad- 


ministration opposes a proposal to allow 
Congress to select the President If none 
of the candidates receive at least 40 per 
cent of the popular vote. 


Dixon said that provision could "place 


the President under obligation to those 
members of Congress who voted for 
him." Any contingency proposal, he 
added, .must maintain the independence 
of the presidency." 


Yule mail to How well-'or else 


Postmaster General Elmer Klassen 


said Thursday he is determined to keep 
mall flowing smoothly this Christmas, 
and will make spot checks of the system 
soon to seek improvements. 


Klassen told UPI that if there is a re- 


peat of last Christmas' delivery jam-up 


"there are a lot of us who won't be 
around in January." 


It Is hoped by Klassen that his unan- 


nounced visits around the country over 
the next several weeks would help im- 
prove the operations of the 600,000 postal 
employes who handle 90 billion pieces of 
mail a year.

a refinanced. 


First, the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 


that property tax la a legal way to fi- 
nance school* In response to a Texas suit 
which some school officials hoped would 
revolutionize the whole system. 


Then, this week, the Illinois Supreme 


Court ruled against a suit filed by Nlles 
Mayor Nicholas Blase which argued that 
when the Illinois Constitution says the 
state has "primary" responsibility for 
education, It means the state must pro- 
vide at least 50 per cent o( the money for 
schools. 


The court ruling has a few strange 


things about it - as pointed out by Blase 
after the decision was handed down. The 
court seems to be saying the word 
"primary" In the constitution doesn't 
mean anything and that's a curious sort 
of thing for a court to say about a con- 
stitution. 


That problem, however, Is something 


that will be left to the courts and the 
lawyers, and the most Immediate Issue 
facing citizens who are Interested In 
their schools Is what effect the ruling 
. will have on the Illinois General Assem- 
• bly, the group that decides how much the 
state school aid there will be each year. 


REACTIONS FROM Blase and from 


S t a t e Rep. E u g e n i a Chapman, 
' D-Arllngton Heights, to the decision this 
• week proved there are two ways to look 
at the decision. Blase said he thought the 
state would provide even less money for 
schools because of the decision, while 
Mrs. Chapman said she thought the legis- 
lature has committed Itself so far to edu- 
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cation that this decision will make little 
difference. 


The opinions, of course, are as far 


apart as any two opinions can be — and 
It's probably a little early to tell for sure 
who's right. 


But It Is not too early to look at what 


might Influence the legislature now that 
the legal heat to assume SO per cent 
funding of schools Is off. 


To begin with, the legislature has 


passed a new state aid formula this year 
which means many districts will get sub- 
stantial Increases In money from the 
state this year. For example, High 
School Dlst. 214 wlU get about $1 million 
more next year than It got this year (not 
$1 million less as reported by a couple of 
newspapers during the past week). 


THE NEW FORMULA Is designed to 


phase in over a period of years, with dis- 
tricts receiving progressively more mon- 
ey from the state and with some districts 
being asked to roll back property taxes 
as they receive the money. 


No one knows for sure how much the 


new formula will eventually cost the 
state, but State Rep. Gene Hoffman, 
R-Elmhurst, has said he and other back- 
ers of the new formula have counted on 
receiving large shares of the state's In- 
creased sales tax revenues and big 
chunks of the state's future revenue 
sharing money In order to finance the 
formula over the years. 


In short, one thing everyone knows Is 


that the new formula will cost a bundle 
— and the closer the state gets to the 
magic SO per cent funding of schools, the 
more money the state treasury Is going 
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to have to come up with. 


WHICH BRINGS US to the two pos- 


sible results of the court ruling. In one 
scenario, the legislature may decide to 
ignore the commitment it made in pass- 
Ing the new formula. 


After all, there are lots of good things 


the state can spend Its money on — and, 
If supporters of the new formula start 
thinking they've won the battle, the legis- 
lature may just fail to provide enough 
money to fund the new formula over the 
years. (Passing good programs and then 
not funding them is an old legislative 
trick that extends -right up to the U.S. 
Congress. That lets everybody vote for 
motherhood and apple pie while balanc- 
ing the budget at the same'time. 


On the other hand, If the proponents of 


the new tormula keep reminding legisla- 
tors they have made a commitment and 
have a duty to MfllTlt, the outcome 


may be entirely different. In that case, 
court decision or no court decision, the 
state will move Inexorably toward pick- 
Ing up a larger share of the bill foe, 
schools, and property taxpayers will 
hopefully get some relief. 


MY PERSONAL bet will be that the 


legislature will make good on its promise 
— because I just can't see all the groups 
that lobbied successfully for the new 
state aid formula giving up at this point. 


In fact, I suspect the legislators are 


going to get plenty of reminding about 
what they have promised — and in that 
case Mrs. Chapman will have been right 
when she said Blase's suit had already 
succeeded In its purpose. 


The threat of a court ruling and some 


strenuous lobbying have changed the 
way schools are funded In Illinois. To 
quote Mrs. Chapman, "Sometimes you 
can win by losing."

a person to change his service plan. 


"THE CUSTOMER who does not keep 


himself Informed Is the customer who Is 
probably spending too much money," 
said Mary Lambldles, Bell business of- 
fice supervisor. 


The eight different service plans avail- 


able to residents are outlined In the call- 
guide In the front of telephone direc- 
tories. If this Information isn't clear, Illi- 
nois Bell has several service representa- 
tives trained In helping homeowners pick 
the service plan best designed to meet 
their Individual needs. Additional bro- 
chures explaining the various service 
plans are also available from Illinois 
Bell. 


The metropolitan service plan which 


costs less than a dollar more than the 
local plan is usually recommended by Il- 
linois Bell service representatives be- 
cause It more than doubles the area 
which can be called toll free, said Mrs. 
Lambldles. 


IN ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, home- 


owners who may pay an additional 60 
cents for the metropolitan service plan 
are able to call IB additional telephone 
exchanges toll free. Paying an additional 
00 cents for the metropolitan service plan 
In Elk Grove Village enables home- 
owners to dial 26 additional exchanges. 


For the person who calls Chicago 


frequently "call-pak unlimited" Is avail- 
able at a cost of $22.50. This enables a 
person to call Chicago and several subur- 
ban municipalities without racking up 
additional unit charges. The deluxe ser- 
vice plan Is "super call-pak unlimited" 
which allows persons to make an unlimit- 
ed number of phone calls to an area ex- 
tending north to the Wisconsin state line, 
south to Pcotone, west of Oswcgo and 
cost to the Indiana state tine. 


Once the area to be Included In the 


service plan has been determined, the 
question of how many calls will be made 
autlsdo the toll free area arises. Calls 
dialed outside the toll free calling area 
ore charged as units and vary according 
to distance. Persons with the local or 
metropolitan service plan arc charged 
six units for the first four minutes on a 
call to Chicago and additional unit for 
cnch additional minute. Hence, a seven- 
minute call from Rolling Meadows to 
Chicago would be charged as nine units. 


The charge for units varies with the 


different 
service plans. The initial 


charge Is Stt cents per unit but under 
some plans as many as the first 240 units 
are free, the next 50 units are charged at 
a rate of 5U cents each and all addition- 
al units are 4*i cents each. The unit 
charge for areas outside the toll free 
calling area Is listed In the call guide. 


Since everyone's calling habits arc dif- 


ferent there Is no one best plan. Illinois 
Bell representatives suggest persons 
keep track of the number of units they 
arc using over a few months before 
changing their service plan. There is no 
charge to change a residential service 
plan.

State promises to pay its bills quicker 


Illinois merchants who do business 


with the state can expect to get paid 
much quicker In a few months through a 
new accounting procedure. 


The prediction of quicker payment was 


made yesterday by Illinois Comptroller 
Gcorgo Undberg. Llndberg, who took 
over the newly created post at the begin- 
ning of 1973, said the program Is among 
several new accounting procedures being 
put Into effect In the state. 


"Right now the typical merchant who 


does business with the state has to wait 
between 32 and 108 days to be paid. Un- 
der the new system, we hope to pay ev- 
eryone within 30 days," Llndberg said. 


HE SAID THE new system has come 


about because of a desire by the state to 
keep closer tabs of their expenses and 
because the Internal Revenue Service is 
beginning to more closely scrutinize 
state accounts. 


Llndberg said It might not bo possible 


to pay all bills within 30 days bccauso 
some state agencies require more com- 
prehensive Inspections than others. 


"We are projecting a 30-day average, 


LINDBERG, WHO drafted the current 


state ethics' legislation, said his office 
will provide a strong new accounting 
procedure. 


"In the past the state has had a type 


topsy-type growth In regard to new pro- 
grams and we hope to make things more 
orderly," Undberg said. 


He explained the main goal of the new 


comptroller's office is to make state 
spending practices more understandable 
to the average citizen. 


"If we can accomplish this the pro- 


gram will be successful," he noted. 


Outdoor track concerts OK 


A 1968 precedent apparently would al- 


low Arlington Park Race Track officials 
to routinely schedule outdoor concerts. 


The annexation agreement between Ar- 


lington Heights and Arlington Park obli- 
gates the village to approve activities 
that were established uses of the track 
property prior to annexation on Oct. 20, 
1969. 


A precedent for outdoor concerts was 


set on June 19, 1968, when Herb Alpcrt 
and his Tijuana Brass played a one-night 
stand before a crowd of 14,000. 


Despite their apparent right to.hold 


concerts, track officials up to now have 
booked live musical entertainment on 
only certain ocasslons. 


But a stereo high fidelity show opening 


today at the track includes a three-day 
line up of folk, folk-rock and classical 
music shows, sponsored by Pacific Ster- 
eo. 


THE FREE CONCERTS will be ampli- 


fied from an outdoor stage set up In front 
of the race track grandstand. 


The decision to approve the weekend of 


concerts was made by the village admin- 
istration without village board con- 
sultation. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh said yesterday that, while he had 
no personal objections to tills weekend's 
concerts, he did not know what basis had 
been used In deciding that a special use 
permit was not needed. 


"We have to follow the rules In tho an- 


nexation agreement and I am assuming 
the village administration used those 
rules as guidelines in making its deci- 
sion," Walsh said. 


IN THE PAST the village board has 


required public hearings and special use 
permits for such track events as the 1971 
motorcycle race, snowmobile rentals at 
the Arlington Park Towers Hotel and the 
Future of America Fair which included 
nightly entertainment shows. 


"We could create such obstacles as 


to make It very difficult for the race 
track to operate," Walsh said; adding 
that he thought the village had to be rea- 
sonable In its requirements for special 
use permits. 


He called the questions of a special 


permit for concerts connected with a 
stereo equipment trade show "one of 
those funny ones that probably could 
have been decided either way."

No leaf burning, despite state law

LEAF-BUHN1NG buffs may be dis- 


appointed that the end to the statewide 
ban on this practice as of Monday will 
not bring back the fall ritual to Cook 
County. 


The present state regulations say loaf 


burning is Illegal in towns of 2,500 or 
more resident*-. On Oct. l, a new law will 
take effect which prohibits the Illinois 
Pollution Control Board (PCS) from 
banning leaf burning except when It 
poses a threat to health, or during an air 
pollution emergency. 


Most Northwest suburbs have their 


own ordinances banning leaf burning. In 
communities that don't, Cook County's 
air pollution taw takes effect so that leaf 
burning is Illegal everywhere within the 
county limits. 


"Bag those leaves, don't burn them," 


says Robert Soudan, manager of enforce- 
ment for the county department of envi- 
ronmental control "We definitely will not 
permit any open burning at all, except 
when permits are obtained for special 
purposes as a disposal of diseased 
trees." 


Cook County recently won a circuit 


court decision allowing It to enforce the 
county air pollution ordinances within 
the boundaries of municipalities that 
aren't enthusiastic about enforcing their 
own ordinances. 


Soudan says most people appreciate 


the clean air benefits resulting from leaf 
burning bans. Tickets may be Issued to 
perrons and firms who violate the regu- 
lations, with maximum fine of $500 and a

County to dispose of dead trees 


The Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 


trict will begin accepting dead and dis- 
eased trees at its Wheeling disposal site 
again on Monday. 


The site had been closed after ex- 


periments with a special incinerator last 
year proved too expensive. Local munici- 
palities and landscapes have been 
forced to turn to sanitary landfills to dis- 
pose of the trees. 


In August, the county board authorized 


a private construction company to install 
a sawmill complex at the site, which is 


on the west side of Portwine Road, north 
of Dundee Road in the forest preserves. 


Although the sawmill equipment has 


not been completely installed, the site 
will begin to accept large logs Monday to 
help provide partial relief. 


Information' on the size and condition 


of logs that will be accepted at the site 
until all the recycling equipment has 
been installed Is available from the coun- 
ty forest preserve district or from Rossi 
Construction Corp., which is operating 
the disposal site.

TWO PUBLIC hearings are scheduled 


by the PCB on a new plan to ban leaf 
burning in areas of the state where air 
pollution exceeds federal "primary" 
standards. 


Only four cities are consistently above 


the standard, according to acting state 
Environmental Protection Agency direc- 
tor Jack Marco. These Include Chicago, 
Peoria, East St. Louis and Granite City. 
Another seven marginal cities might be 
subject to the ban on some days. All but 
two of the 11 cities already have ordi- 
nances banning leaf burning. The EPA 
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proposal includes monitoring air quality 
throughout the state. 


Hearings on the proposal will be con- 


ducted by the PCB on Oct. 12 in Peoria 
and on Oct. 19 in Urbana. The sessions 
will start at 10 a.m.

This involves logging whole mountainside 
areas of timber rather than selective cut- 
ting.

damage due to timber harvesting appear 
to be "unfounded, misleading or exag- 
gerated," the President said. The 
analysis of national forest Inventory data 
Indicates possibilities for a whopping 50 
to 100 per cent boost in the old growth 
cutting rate. The panel also recommends 
negotiation with Japan to curb its mas- 
sive log buying In the northwest. Among 
those applauding the report is the Na- 
tional Forest Products Association. 


But a Forest Service spokesman count- 


ers that the designation of commercial 
timber production as top priority use for 
more than 80 million acres of national 
forest lands is a mistake, if not illegal. 
The Sierra Club and other conservation 
groups say the stepped-up logging plan is 
an attack on precious land resources.

John Haas, whom the Herald has 
endorsed. The governor is ex- 
pected to appoint the 17 member 
board soon. 


However, lurking in the state leg- 


islature, which will reconvene next 
month, is a proposed constitutional 
amendment which would strip the 
board of much of its importance. 
The amendment, 
contained in 


House Resolution (H.R.) 16, would 
force a return to the system of an 
elected state school superintend- 
ent. 


This resolution should be allowed 


to die in the legislature for we be- 
lieve it would be a step backwards. 
The constitutional convention and 
subsequently the 1970 constitution 
called for the formation of the 
.state school board, which would 
then appoint a state superintend- 
ent, a move widely supported by 
educators and interested citizens 
around the state. 


Now, however, H. R. 16 is propo-

sing a constitutional 
amendment 


which would revert back to an 
•elected superintendent while re- 
taining- the state board. The resolu- 
tion was introduced during the ' 
spring while the legislature was 
embroiled in a debate about wheth- 
er state board members should be 
elected or appointed by the gover- 
nor. 


If the resolution passes, the pro- 


posal would be placed on the No- 
vember ballot for approval by the 
voters. It could be defeated then, 
but we believe the legislature 
would not in this case be serving 
the people to let the proposal get 
even that far. 


The voters, after all, already 


have spoken on the issue of an ap- 
pointed superintendent when they 
approved the new constitution in 
1970. And the idea that a state 
board would be called upon to func- 
tion with an elected superintendent 
who is therefore politically respon- 


sive to his own constituency strikes 
us as unreasonable. 


One of the reasons for having a 


state school board which hires a 
professional state superintendent is 
to remove the superintendent from 
the political arena. Instead the 
state board will hopefully function 
as a citizen-watchdog group over- 
seeing the job the superintendent is 
doing and the whole state operation 
will thus be at once efficiently re- 
sponsive to the needs of education. 


E v e n the most enthusiastic 


proponents of the state board agree 
there may be some problems with 
the system — and in fact, no sys- 
tem can be perfect in the way it 
operates. 


However, amending the con- 


stitution now would not even give 
the voters a chance to find out how 
the new system will work. It would 
be undoing the reform before it has 
a chance — and so the General As- 
sembly should prevent it.

school. Dr. Altergott was quoted In the 
Herald as saying that having more than 
a few foreign students In a school would 
weaken the foreign exchange program 
there.

An Agnew exit?

WASHINGTON - Just a few short 


months ago, he was considered a star of 
the Republican party and a likely candi- 
date to carry its banner into the 1976 
Presidential campaign. 


Now, it appears that Splro T. Agnew 


faces political oblivion and may not fin- 
ish out the term he was elected to serve. 


In the words of his press secretary, 


Marsh Thomson, who conceded that the 
Vice President looked worn and drawn 
when he emerged from a meeting with 
President Nixon last week, "the arrows 
are coming hot and heavy." 


In a series of leaks and counter leaks 


last week, it was variously reported that 
Agnew, under investigation for allegedly 
accepting kickbacks from contractors 
while governor of Maryland: 


—Would resign. 
— Was balking at suggestions from 


President Nixon that he resign. 


— Would waive any type of immunity 


from criminal prosecution that might at- 
tach itself to the vice presidency and vin- 
dicate himself In the courts. 


Agnew himself took the lead in his own 


defense at midweek by asking that the 
House conduct an investigation of allega- 
tions against him. This announcement 
followed disclosure that a grand jury 
would consider evidence against him, a 
move that Agnew challenged on con- 
stitutional grounds. But House Speaker 
Carl Albert denied Agnew's request. On 
Wednesday, the White House disclosed 
Nixon and Agnew had discussed the res- 
ignation issue and the President had left 
the decision-making to the vice presi- 
dent. 


Reacting to the spate of rumors, some 


of which had their origin in the White 
House, friends and associates of Agnew 
have countered with the claim that Nixon 
simply wants to shift talk of Impeach- 
ment from himself to the vice president. 


Among the most outraged of Agnew's 


supporters is Victor Gold, formerly the 
vice president's press secretary and now 
a political columnist. According to his 
scenario, Nixon realizes that neither the 
Congress nor the nation would want to go 
through the trauma of removing both 
men from office and figures better him 
than me. 


Whatever the validity of the rumors, 


relations between the President and vice 


president, always more formal than cor- 
dial, are now at a low ebb. 


The two have met privately four times 


since it was disclosed that federal in- 
vestigators were looking into charges 
against Agnew. 


The first was on Aug. 7, the day before 


Agnew went on national television to 
brand the allegations "damned lies." 
The second was Sept 1, the day after 
Nixon flew back unexpectedly from Cali- 
fornia. 


The third was Sept. 21 a day after the 


Washington Post bannered a story quot-

CARACUS — An Industrial complex in 


the heart of Venezuela's Guayana, a Cal- 
ifornia-sized jungle wilderness, Is on the 
verge of becoming a $1 bllllon-a-ycar ex- 
porter of Iron, steel, aluminum and other 
products. 


Now In Its third decade of devel- 


opment, the complex at the confluence of 
the Orinoco and Cnronl Rivers, 462 miles 
southeast of Caracas, is getting a capital 
injection of over $1 billion. 


Scheduled over the next five years arc: 
• U.S. Steel's $30 million Iron briquette 


plant \vllh a 1-mllllon-ton yearly output 
of 88.5 grade enriched ore. 


• A state and private capital venture 


for eventual annual production of almost 
2.5 million tons of enriched Iron ore. 


• A $300 million investment to in- 


crease aluminum output to 26S million 
tans annually. About 150 million tons aro 
earmarked far export to Japan. 


• Almost $90 million for production of 


Industrial glass, ferroalloys and am- 
monia. 


GEN. RAFAEL Alfonzo Ravard, lead- 


ing the development In Guayana for two 
decades as head of the Vcnzuclan Guay- 
ana Corp. (CVG), estimates that exports 
from the complex will bo around $1 bil- 
lion by the end of the decade. 


He foresees annual export volumes of 


500,000 Ions of aluminum, six million tons 
of enriched Iron ore and 23 million tons 
of non-processed Iron ore. 


Reaping profits from this mineral 


treasure chest In the heart of the 332,150- 
square mile Guayana has been n long 
process. It dates back half a mlllcnlum 
when Columbus sailed Into the sweet- 
waters of the 1,280-mllo-long Orinoco 
River that flow Into the Atlantic, on his 
third trip to the new world. 


• TODAY. ONLY a fraction of the area- 
about half of Venezuela's total territory 
— hai undergone any real development. 
The Orlnoco-Caronl Industrial center was 
n natural starting point because of two 
billion tons of high grade iron ore In a 
100-mile radius of cheap hydroclcctrlcal 
power and South America's third largest 
river system. 


Additionally, Guayana Is bordered to 


the north by the Orinoco heavy oil belt 
estimated to hold 700 billion barrels and 
enormous natural gas reserves. 


The first 44 centuries of development 


In the area, which still has only around 5 
per cent of Venezuela's II million popu- 
lation, uas limited to sporadic gold and 
diamond mining. 


It «ns only In the IDJO's Hint two U.S. 


firms, Bethlehem Steel and US. Steel, 
began developing the region's Iron ore 
reserves. At the same time, the Vene- 
zuela government started to harness the 
Cnronl River and Its 10.5 million KW po- 
tential. 


ARGNIS GAMBOA. head of a steel 


mill which became profitable in 1068, ex- 
pects lo hit three million tons per year in 
1080. 


Hub of the complex Is the city of Ciu- 


dad Guayana, planned on the drawing 
boards of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and Harvard 
University 


Joint Center for Urban Studies. In- 
augurated In 1961, the city has grown 
from an Initial 42,000 to 150,000 in 1971. 
Its population Is expected to reach a 
quarter of a million by 1075. 


With its great natural resources and 


Investment support from industrialized 
nations seeking raw materials, the Ve- 
nezuelan government feels that Guayana, 
practically forgotten for 450 years, will 
be the Venezuela of tomorrow.

He said the current state ceiling on 


mortgage rates (8 per cent) would elimi- 
nate Illinois buyers from the housing 
market. An upward change or elimina- 
tion of the celling will be coming up for 
consideration In the state legislature this 
fall. 


A number of area real estate brokers, 


builders and individuals have mortgage 
money based on commitments made ear- 
ly In the year. But this limited supply is 
running out. 


What is left for home purchases In the 


area? Many Northwest suburban associ- 
ations still take mortgage applications 
from their long-time customers. Selling 
or buying a home on contract Is an al- 
ternative. Insurance companies In gener- 
al back out of the mortgage business 
during a money crunch. 


WHEN A BROKER tells you about 


mortgage money that's available, what 
he may be talking about is a Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA) govern- 
ment backed plan. This means a delay In 
the processing time for a mortgage ap- 
plication — up to two months, rather 
than a few years for a conventional loan. 


The maximum loan under FHA financ- 


ing is $33,000. Morton said "this doesn't 
do as much good In Arlington Heights, 
where there a lot of $50,000 to $60,000 
homes. But we made FHA loans In the 
1969-1970 (shortage) period and we'll do 
it again now." 


The going rate for FHA loans is B(i per 


cent plus 6 points. The buyer pays 8Mi 
per cent plus an Insurance cost of V'j per 
cent. A seller must be willing to foot the 
bill which varys from week to week, for 
the points. Each point is 1 per cent of the 
mortgage amount. 


THE MORTGAGE squeeze began July 


5, the date the Federal Reserve Board 
announced higher allowable savings In- 
terest rates for commercial banks. "The 
S&Ls had to go along," says Morton, 
"and more important, they (Fed) tight- 
ened the money supply. They have to 
take the blame for this whole thing." 


The higher savings rates put a squeeze 


on S&Ls as banks touted their wild card 


savings accounts. Added competition for 
savings dollars comes from Treasury 
bills and other Investments. 


The overall result was a massive out- 


flow of funds from S&Ls In July, followed 
by a loss of more than $1 billion during 
August. The August report Is a marked 
contrast to typical patterns of savings 
gains.

by Harrlsburg Tech (Pa.) for 12 games 
In 1919. Their opponents didn't score. 


Ernie Pcrea of Los Lunas, N. M. didn't 


have a bad game In 1967 against Ft. 
Wlngote. He scored 77 points in his 
team's 78-6 victory. And, remember, this 
Is football. 


Randy Hendricks of Sherman High (W. 


Va.) passed for nine touchdowns in a 
game lost fall for another national mark, 
and Peter Dcmmerle of New Canaan 
High (Conn.) pulled down 18 passes for 
318 yards In a 1969 outing. 


The Mid-Suburban marks In those aeri- 


al categories hold up well. John Macdon- 
aid of Conant passed for six touchdowns 
In a 1970 game against Glenbard North, 
and Casey Ruth of Prospect caught 13 
passes in • game against Glenbard In 
19(9. 


Dave Bowden of Kathleen High In 


Lakeland, Fla.'threw for 87 touchdown 
passes in his three-year prep career that 
ended in 1969, and Bob Thomas of Upper 
Merlon (Pa.) grabbed 92 passes'in a 
•ingle season for 1432 yards. 


The longest field goal by a high school 


player Is 60 yards by Ross .Caputo of 
Judge Memorial (Salt Lake City) in 1970. 
Kim Braswell of Avondale High (Ga.) 
kicked 134 consecutive extra points from 
1965 through 1988. , 


Here is one to think about: The most 


points by a player In a single season Is 
361 by Kenny Hall of Sugarland, Tex., In 
19S3. By comparison, the Mid-Suburban 
League record is 117 by Jack Bastable of 
Wheeling in 1968. 


Joe Ferguson, the Arkansas All-Ameri- 


can last fall, was a high school phenom 
in Louisiana, throwing for 40 touchdowns 
and 3293 total yards in 1968. Ferguson 
passed for 6726 yards as a prep. Arling- 
ton's Steve Allen is the area record-hold- 
er with 2,668 career passing yards. 


Elk Grove High School Is working on a

(Tenn.) from 1943-50. Bedford ran off M 
straight wins In the streak which Includ- 
ed four ties.

Although there Is no record available 


on single game rushing statistics,,the ca- 
reer rushing record for preps'Is 5,500 
yards in three seasons by Joe Wylie of 
Henderson, Tex. Wylle went on to star at 
Oklahoma. 


If you're looking for comparisons with 


Mid-Suburban performers,' Jim McGraw 
of Conant rushed for just under 2000 


yards In his career, and he's our all-time 
leader.

A youngster named Herble Phelps of 


Old Kentucky Home High School (Brads- 
town, Ky.) didn't have a bad two-year 
career.

Creativity in kids 
Diana Mundt unleashes it

WHEN DIANA MUNDT wants to re- 
lax, the takei out her iketeh board. 
Barnt and sunflowers are favorite 
subjects.

Diana Mundt was too busy to talk over 


the phone. She was right In the middle of 
finger painting, she said, and judging 
from the shrieks and giggles spilling out 
of the receiver, lota of kids were doing it 
too. 


But that isn't surprising. Having seen 


Mrs. Mundt's brightly-colored hand pup- 
pets attract swarms of children at week- 
end art fairs held locally this summer, I 
realize that painting follows her expected 
pattern. It's another creative outlet for 
youngsters. 


The former elementary school art 


teacher enjoys working with children 
even though she is no longer in charge of 
a classroom. She caters to three of her 
own, Eddie, S; Debbie, 4; and Cathy, al- 
most 2; and whoever else in the neigh- 
borhood happens by. The project isn't 
I m p o r t a n t , but the process 
Is ... unleashing the imagination. 


"Not enough of that is being done with 


children today," Mrs. Mundt declares 
with conviction. 


"I'M MORE INTERESTED in creativ- 


ity, not the finished product," she contin- 
ued. "When I -was teaching I didn't be- 
lieve in using an eraser. If you make a 
mistake, make it Into something else I 
would tell my kids." 


Her puppets, she readily admits, 


evolved on their own. Her kids join In 
this relaxing pastime by helping her sort 
buttons, felt and yarn. 


Mrs. Mundt has been known to turn out 


walruses, hippies, dogs and dragons. But 
then that just depends on which child has 
chosen which puppet and what he person- 
ally decides to make of it. 


Having made puppets for herself as a 


child, Mrs. Mundt started up again by 
making several for her three children. 
Then someone suggested she exhibit 
them along with her pen and Ink draw- 
Ings. 


NOT ONLY do they sell well, but 


adults, led in hand by their children, are 
often then attracted to her drawings. 


"I love watching the kids at fairs dis- 


cover them," she said. 


(Mrs. Mundt will never separate kids 


from her puppets unless they expose dir- 
ty hands.) 


"But you know what I found out? A lot 


of adults like to try them on too. One 
airline pilot bought one because he said 
It would be great for parties. An ortho- 
dontist bought one for his patients." 


Imagination also plays a big part In 


Diana's pen and Ink drawings. She pur- 
posely leaves some lines out. 


"I consider my work more impression- 


ist, rather than true and realistic," she 
said. "I never like to fill In'all the lines. 


That way people can see what they want 
In them."

MRS. MUNDT enjoys sketching old 


farms and barns and much closer to 
home, the giant sunflowers that line her 
backyard. 


Like puppet making, sketching comes 


easily to the Wheeling housewife and re- 
quires little concentration. Often she 
draws while keeping one eye on the kids 
playing outside. 


It is only when Diana Is working with 


oils that she needs the peace and solitude 
of her own room devoid of distractions 
and continual interruptions. For this rea- 
son, her oils- have been neglected of 
late ... though she really doesn't mind. 
She'd rather spend extra time with the 
kids. 


Mrs. Mundt suggests several simple 


ideas for implanting creativity In chil- 
dren. Cutting out cookies can stimulate a 
child's imagination, particularly the dec- 
orating part. And Play Dough, she feels, 
Is a great invention. 


"OF COURSE it makes a mess, but 


messes don't bother me. Neither does 
noise. 


- "And the kids have fun. If they learn 
to appreciate the world around them and 
like art, that's what Is important. If they 
also prove to be talented artists, so much 
the better." 


A MEMBER OF the Community Arts 
League of Buffalo Grove and Wheel- 
ing, Mrs. Mundt exhibited her pen 


and ink drawings in numerous ar 
fairs this summer. 


A Paddock review 


'Brief Lives' exceptional fare 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Never before have the likes of such an 


engrossing, stimulating theatrical offer- 
Ing as "Brief Lives" passed this way. 


The remarkable one-man show at Ar- 


lington Park Theatre, casting an almost 
eerie presence over the entire night, suc- 
cessfully hurls one back to the Elizabe- 
than era, to the year 1697. 


Musicians and 
make-believe town 


criers In period costumes beckon ticket 
holders to their seats where a carefully 
Induced musty odor already begins to 
prepare the audience for a rapid trip 
back In time. 


The lights dim and the transformation 


Is Instantaneous. Welcome to old John 
Aubrey's decaying quarters strewn with 
a bevy of antiques, clutter and years of 
castoffs and layered filth. 


A RAGGED toothless man, waning In 


years, wakes up, smiles out at his silent 
company, 
and proceeds to 


ramble . . . from one anecdote to the 
next taking In former acquaintances, ex- 
periences and small philosophies on life, 
refreshing everyone with his memories 
of the past. 


The awe-inspiring performance Is the 


result of one man's effort alone on stage, 
R o y D o t r i c e , t h e r e n o w n e d 
Royal Shakespearean Company actor 
who breathes life into the deceased diar- 
ist, John Aubrey, and presents a more 
rounded, flavorful picture of one histori- 
cal era than ever could be accounted for 
in a written text. 


I will hence remember the British bi- 


ographer not so much for the grandeur 
of his works which, for the most part, 
are delightful tidbits of gossip, but for 
the character of Aubrey as presented by 
Dotrice. 


AUBREY, relatively unknown In his 


own lifetime, did much of his writing for 
others, though following his death, sev- 
eral of his own works were published. 


Most of the material for "Brief Lives," 


first presented by Dotrice In 1968, was 
taken from Aubrey's "Book of Lives." 


It takes the Shakespearean actor three 


and a half hours each night to apply the 
makeup necessary to create the deterio- 
rating yet most comical figure of Aubrey 
who at 71, in the last year of life, comes 
across with several scholarly bits but 


much more often, salty, off-color tales 
related with a chuckle and a great deal 
of mirth. 


At other times small signs of senility 


show through as Dotrice feigns forgetful- 
ness, and occasionally stumbles. Though 
almost crude in stature and movement, 
Aubrey Is indeed warm and likable as 
he immodestly belches or wrinkles his 
nose. 


THE STAGE Is set across one entire 


side of the theater where seats have been 
removed just for this production. In 
place of the usual center stage, burlap 
cushions have been thrown on the floor 
to allow students to sit up close where 
there Is opportunity to interact with the 
aging eccentric. 


More than 2,000 antiques and props are 


reportedly used in the setting that in- 
cludes the actual jawbone of Thomas 
More and the .petrified kidney of Sir 
Thomas Harcourt. There's also a real log 
fire. 


No curtain is used so when it Is time, 


for intermission Dotrice yawns, apolo- 
gizes for losing his train of thought and 
drifts off Into a light slumber. 


He remains on stage the entire Inter- 


mission while curious theatergoers take 
the opportunity to more closely scruti- 
nize both the props and the tired old man 
who appears as central figure in a 
priceless aged painting. 


ONLY DOTRICE, slumped In his 


chair, must have been secretly psyching 
out the audience during that Intermission 
too, for Intimacy is even keener drulng 
the second act as he refers more often to 
the presence of the audience ... a sign 
that everyone is pleased, actor and pa. 
Inns. 


And then, like the final grains of sand 


slipping through an hour glass, Aubrey 
wheezes and coughs sickly. Death is 
near. 


"You see In me the ruins of time. Glad 


of It, I desire not to live, in this corrupt 
age." His head nods and he's gone. 


ROY DOTRICE 


But not Roy Dotrice, who returns to 


receive a standing ovation. Few perform- 
ances have ever been as deserving of 
special recognition as his.

'Italia Mia' 
Photographed by Gina Lollobrigida 


ACTRISS GINA LOUOHKHDA has 
more than en* talent. She visited 
Woodffald recently to autograph 


copies of her new book that shows 
off her knack as a photographer.

What would motivate a famous actress 


like Gina Lollobrigida to roam the Italian 
countryside for two and one-half years 
taking 20,000 pictures while disguised in 
a frizzled wig, a baggy blouse and blue 
jeans? 


"I wanted to tell a story about Italy, 


about the spirit of Italian people of all 
ages," said the famed actress who has 
appeared In some 60 films during her 
cinematic career. 


That "story" unfolds in Miss Lollobri- 


glda's new book, "Italia Mia," a collec- 
tion of photographs by the actress which 
portray much that is Italy — from a ma- 
jestic coastal sunrise along the city of 
Naples to the austerity of a typical Sun- 
day in Rome's Piazza Barfaerinl. 
. "I wanted to snow Italian life In such a 


way that when people look at the book 
they might see themselves In the pages," 
said Miss Lollobrigida during an appear- 
ance to promote the book at Wakten II 
bookstore In Woodfield Shopping Center, 
Schaumburg. 
, 


IN A POSTSCRIPT to tbe book she 


says, "... I neglected famous monu- 
ments in order to focus my lens on ges- 
tures', behavior: on men and women, the 
humble and the famous, the gypsies 
along the roads, the streetwalkers on 
their cold nightwatches..." 


' The book begins with a portrait of a 
sizable segment of the population of the 
city of Subiaco, where the actress was 
born in July of 1929. The photographic 
journey goes on to capture people and 
things — the faces of playful Roman chil- 
dren or the meticulous touch of the arti- 
san working to restore a world-famous 
piece of art damaged in Florentine 
floods. 


Sicilian folkdancers captured in full 


color and native regalia stepping out a 
lively Tarantella before the ruins of an 
ancient temple and the balcony that in- 
spired Shakespeare to write "Romeo and 
Juliet" are among the 191 photos. 


The book, In essence does not attempt 


to immortalize the historical landmarks 
or tbe artifacts of Italy but rather to im- 
mortalize those people around them. 


cognito was not all foolproof, the actress 
admitted. "I didn't always feel secure in 
the disguise and was afraid of being rec- 
ognized," said Miss Lollobrigida, who 
added she had put plum stones In her 
mouth to alter her facclines. 


Sometimes, however, she would ven- 


ture out to snap a few shots without the 
disguise. "A few times I had to run when 
people recognized me and began to 
crowd around." 


To Miss Lollobrigida, a one-time stu- 


dent of painting and sculpture at the 
Rome Academy of fine arts where she 
was offered her first film role in 1946, 
photography is actually a "substitute" 
for her love of artistic expression. 


Miss Lollobrigida said her film career 


regulated tbe amount of time she has 
been able to spend pursuing her artistic 
interests. "I have missed art and paint- 
ing while acting and had to discover a 
substitute. Photography is very inter- 
esting and very creative. One can say 
much more with pictures than with 
words." 


TRAVERSING HER homeland in- 
!JI CAN EXPRESS myself completely 


with photography and it is good to get 
satisfaction from doing the things one 
really wants," she said. Miss Lollobri- 
gida feels creativity In acting is some- 
what stifled because there "are so many 
other people Involved with you." 


Rising rapidly to success in motion pic- 


tures in the 1950s, Miss Lollobrigida star- 
red in such films as the 1952 release of 
"Beat the Devil" with Humphrey Bogart," 
"Trapeze" In 1955 with Burt Lancaster 
and "Solomon and Sheba" in 1958. 


She has also played with David Niven 


in "King Queen and Knave" and in 
"Come September" with Rock Hudson, 
not to mention a long list of Italian films. 


She feels film-making is generally bet- 


ter today fa the United States than in tbe 
early days of her career despite an abun- 
dance of what she called "commercial 
pornography and other stuff." . 


"What makes motion pictures better 


these days," she said, "Is tbe way film is 
made to tell a story rather than what is 
conventional" 


It's also the way "Italia Mia" is made 


to tell a story — tbe story of Italy and its 
people. 
- 
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We travel hundreds of miles to viilt a 


historic site or a museum, while many of 
the local residents have never taken no- 
tie* at all. It's the same in the Chicago 
area, of course — I have talked to mayy 
persons who have never seen the fine 
museums of art or natural history, the 
Chicago Historical Society or the Uz- 
zadro Museum In Elmhunt (lapidary 
arts.) 


Just a few minutes from us, In East 


Dundee, 111., Is the largest art pottery in 
the world, and I must confess I have vis- 
ited it only twice. 


Haeger Potteries has been In business 


for more than 100 years and has become 
world famous for Its utility and decora* 
tlve wares which were first brought Into 
prominence at the Century of Progress 
World Fair held In Chicago in 1933. 


A VISIT TO the pottery today Is a re- 


vealing look at a modern adaptation of a 
centuries-old craft, computerized and 
mechanized to turn out thousands of 
molded products a day. Starting with a 
combination of clays from Kentucky and 
Tennessee mostly, automatic stamping 
machines press out tho forms, which are 
then partially dried and smoothed by 
hand, glazed and baked on automatic 
slow-moving racks through an enormous 
kiln. 


This is the process used for such flat 


pieces as ash trays and bowls. For vases 
or other hollow wares, liquid clay Is 
poured automatically into molds, allowed 
to start to form, then turned over and 
"dumped" to remove the excess clay. 
Partially dried, the molds are removed 


and they go through the same clean-up 
and baking process as the pressed arti- 
cles. 


Designs and special color effects are 


sprayed on with air guns; then the pot- 
tery is glazed and baked once or several 
times, depending upon the type of finish 
desired. 


IN ADDITION to all the automation, a 


bow is made to the age-old craft of the 
potter's wheel. Behind a glass window In 
a special museum room at the pottery 
stands a master potter turning out his 
own designs on the wheel (which Is run 
by electricity, not foot power). Demon- 
strations are held dally and lessons of- 
fered at $4 an hour,-if your thing is 
throwing pots. (My husband's thing may 
be throwing pots, if I don't stop brining 
them into the house.) 


With the company producing thousands 


of articles a day, there is little likelihood 
that these products will escalate in value 
to become collectibles, but it might be a 
good idea to watch for the older Haeger 
pots and vases at garage and resale 
shops. They are practically ignored by 
the antiques world at present, but are 
probably next on the list tor the big push, 
just as Hull and McCoy pottery was a 
few years back. A friend of mine found a 
pink pottery lady .flower vase at a ga- 
rage sale for 25 cents which was identi- 
fied at Haeger as a 1938 piece, and I'm 
sure she can soon sell it to a collector for 
several dollars.

"THE WAR AT HOME," 
by THOMAS POWERS

It seems so long ago, yet it was only 


the mid-1960s. Violence and blood on 
campuses across tho country. The build- 
up of troops In Vietnam. The optimistic 
s t a t e m e n t s from the administration 
about winning the war any day. The 
huge, complacent number of Americans 
who backed tho war with unrestrained 
enthusiasm. 


Even tho liberals were convinced that 


tho demonstrators were only making 
things worse. "They are not promoting 
peace but postponing It. They are not 
persuading the President or the Congress 
to end the war but deceiving Ho Chi 
Mlnh ... into prolonging it." 


So wrote New York Times columnist 


James Reston in 1065. Later, he became 
one of the most bitter and most vocal 
critics of the war. In those confusing 
yean of war, such spellbinding switches 
of position came to characterize a pre- 
ponderance of the U.S. population. 


As author Powers, a Pulltlier Prize 


winning reporter who was closely associ- 
ated with many of tho events and atti- 
tudes recounts, wrote In the preface, 
"The war In Vietnam is a huge event, 
the central fact in the life of an entire 
generation." 


In clear, precise prose, Powers sets 


forth (he events that led to tho toppling 
of a president of the United States. It Is a 
dramatic story of a period Americans 
oven now find hard to believe occurred. 
Worthwhile and engrossing reading.

A British official, "The Honorary Con-, 


sul," Is kidnaped by revolutionaries 
who mistook him for the American am- 
bassador but threaten to execute him 
anyway if 10 imprisoned men are not 
freed. Dr. Eduardo Plarr, an old ac- 
quaintance, Is drawn Into the mess after 
he calls to treat the consul. 


As usual Greene writes superbly and Is 


generally gloomy about the human condi- 
tion. Also, as usual, the contradictions of 
religion and Injustices of life are essen- 
tial elements In the story. "In a wrong 
society," one of the revolutionaries tells 
Dr. Plarr, "the criminals are the honest 
men." 


The dialogues between Plarr and the 


various characters often are tedious. 
There is just a lot of talk. But the book's 
people are rounded, full human beings 
with the unexpected twists of character 
that Is Greene's forte. 


Particularly interesting is the suffering 


priest who Is struggling with his decision 
to kill the consul to save the 10 men dy- 
ing in prison. "A saint would only have 
to pray, but I have to carry a revolver," 
he says in explanation.

Pat Paulsen, Wildflower 


to entertain at Harper 


Well worth the wait. 
That sums up Art Garfunkcl's first solo 


album, on album that wasn't released 
until his former partner, Paul Simon, 
had issued two brilliant albums. "Angel 
Claro" (Columbia KC-3H74) Is brilliant 
in Its own way (though Simon retains on 
edge because most of his songs are origi- 
nal). 


At times it b beautiful nnd nt others 


fragile, but the album always delights. 
The songs arc mostly ballads — what 
Carfunkcl always sang best — with most 
of the variety in the musical arrange- 
ments which arc uniformly excellent. 
Garfunkcl's delicate singing (including 
those notes that start small and just 
seem to overwhelm at the end) and crisp 
phrasing are present in most songs. 


TUB ALBUM Is not a rock album, 


however. You'll find no flngcr-snappln' 
tunes. Rather the songs were very care- 
fully chosen from the works of such 
songwriters as Randy Newman, Paul 
Williams, Jimmy Webb, Oslblsa, Albert 
Hammond and J. S. Bach. 


Tho highlights arc his version of Van 


Morrison's "I Shall Sing" with Its reggae 
boat and voice multi-tracking for harmo- 
ny (there Is quite a bit of multi-tracking 
used throughout the album), Webb's "All 
I Know" and the melodic "Wcynya." 
"Traveling Boy" has a very nlco in- 
strumental ending and the traditional 
"Barbara Allen" is done well. 


A long-awaited album that satisfies as 


well as this leaves one with the wish that 
Garfunkcl doesn't wait so long until his 
next album. Garfunkcl and Roy Halce 
co-produced. Among the musicians arc J. 
J. Cnle, Paul Simon and Jerry Garcia.

COUNTRY ROUNDUP: Last week, 


Merle Haggard hod another No. 1 coun- 
try album, "I Love Dixie Blues ... So I 
Recorded 'Live* In New Orleans" (Capi- 
tol ST-11200). 


Haggard Is a good entertainer and this 


Is a fairly good performance from him. 
Since ho was in New Orleans, he added 
tlio Dixieland Express brass section to 
his regular backup band, the Strangers. 
The Dixlo sound doesn't dominate, but 
there la enough to give the album a nice 
flavor. 


Two things bother me about this other- 


wise good album. The crowd Is much too 
boisterous and rowdy and Haggard 
repeatedly makes reference to the per- 
formances being recorded. It makes it 
all scorn a bit too stagey. 


The best cub ore "Big Bad Bill (Is 


Sweet William Now)," "I Forget You 
Every Day" ond "Lovesick Blues." 
Among the half dozen of his own songs 
that he does Is another round of "Okie 
From Muskogcc." 


SOUL SINGER Joo Simon now has a

"Simon Country" (Spring SPR-5705) Is a 
smooth, easy-going collection of country 
standards. But it lacks excitement — 
there is neither enough soul or C & W 
sound. The result is pure pop, sort of 
lukewarm at that. 


The best of the nine songs arc "Five 


Hundred Miles" and "You Don't Know 
Me." The songs are selected from those 
written by Bobby Bare, Eddy Arnold, 
Billy Shcrrlll and Ben Peters, among 
others. 


Simon Is best In the soul sound. This 


album should be considered a "time-out" 
experiment. If he ever docs decide to re- 
peat, ho should put more of himself Into 
tho next album. 


"All I Ever Meant To Do Was Sing" 


(Mercury SRM1-GB6) shows that Johnny 
Rodriguez has not fallen a victim to the 
sophomore jinx. Lost winter's "Rookie of 
the Year" of country music has given us 
another solid album, Including six more 
original songs. 


IN MANY WAYS this album Is better 


than his initial "Introducing Johnny Rod- 
riguez." The music is very entertaining, 
although the lyrics still don't shine on 
occasion. The best songs are his me- 
lancholy "I'll Just Have To Learn To 
Stay Away From You" and his "Jimmy 
Was A Drlnkin' Kind of Man." His two 
cover versions of "Release Me" and "I 
Really Don't Want To Know" don't add 
much to the songs and apparently were 
only included because part of each is 
sung In Spanish. 


There is enough talent here however, 


to mark Rodriguez as a performer with a 
future.

Kaufman and Broad Homes, Inc., has 


Instituted an innovative tree four-week 
instructional program to teach its home- 
owners how to maintain their homes and 
make routine repairs, according to David 
M. Brown, president of the Illinois Divi- 
sion. Called the K&B Home Maintenance 
Seminar, the program is being offered in 
cooperation with the College of DuPage. 


"A home is not only the most ex- 


pensive product the average family will 
purchase in a lifetime, it is also the most 
complex. More than 80 per cent of all our 
buyers have never owned a home before 
and often do not realize the extent of re- 
sponsibility that comes with the territory 
of homeownership," said Brawn, whose 
company has built 6,300 homes in 16 
communities in the Chicago metropolitan 
area in the last eight years. 


According to Brown, the person who 


has lived in an apartment and has be- 
come dependent on his landlord for 
maintenance and repairs sometimes 
transfers this dependence to the builder. 
"As a result, builders receive many cus- 
tomer service requests that stem from 
lack of proper care," he said. "But you 
can't just throw up your hands and walk 
away from a buyer even though his com- 
plaints are not your responsibility. I feel 
the Industry must do something to coun- 
teract the problem and this how-to pro- 
gram is a step in the right direction," 
said Brown, whose background Includes 
city management, teaching and customer 
relations programs in the building In- 
dusrs, 


In January, the program was first 


tested one evening a week for four weeks 
in Sugarbrook, a single-family devel- 
opment in Bollngbrook, and met with 
such success, It was taken to Barrington 
Square, a townhouse and condominium 
complex in Hoffman Estates. Plans call 
for the program to eventually be offered 
in all of K&B's developments. 


"I believe the building industry has a 


responsibility to help buyers understand 
the nature of their homes and these sem- 
inars represent our attempt to chart that 
course," said Brown who believes that 
the problem will become more and more 
pronounced as the society becomes more 
specialized. 


"It used to be that a person who owned 


a home was handy with tools and consid- 
ered time spent on home repairs well 
worth the savings, but today many buy- 
ers prefer to spend their leisure time in 
recreational pursuits or simply do not 
have the propensity to tackle repairs." 
He points to the growing popularity of 
maintenance-free townhouscs and con- 
dominiums and the inclusion of extensive 
recreational facilities as proof of his the- 
ory. 


"But I don't think It Is good enough to 


come to this conclusion and drop it. 
When you buy a new car, you receive a 
thick driver's manual, but what do you 
get when you buy a new home? I believe 


that if people viewed home repairs as a 
hobby and learned bow to make them, 
they would enjoy it and certainly It 
would drastically reduce the number of 
builder service calls," he said. 


K&B TOOK ITS idea for the seminars 


to D. Richard Petrizzo, associate dean of 
instruction at the College of DuPage in 
Glen Ellyn. "The idea caught our imagi- 
nation because we were the first college 
in this area to offer a building and con- 
struction program for our students and 
because of our philosophy as a commu- 
nity college is to take education to the 
people," he said. 


"I felt too that if people understood, 


for example, how their homes were con- 
structed, that a home is an imperfect 
man-made product, that the natural ma- 
terials used in a home cause problems 
that should be considered normal and 
learned which problems are the responsi- 
bility of the builder and which ones are 
theirs, the very least we could accom- 
plish is to Improve communication be- 
tween buyer and builder," said Petrizzo 
who assigned Roger W. Liska, a profes- 
sional engineer and coordinator of the 
college's building and construction pro- 
gram, to design the format and teach the 
seminars. 


"My first job was to become acquaint- 


ed with K&B's homes, learn the specifi- 
cations, talk to the customer service 
staff and decide what level of instruction 
to use," said Liska, an experienced 
educator who had never before taught 
homeowners'. "Since then I'nave learned 
that the meat of the seminar is question- 
arid-answer discussion 
and hands-on 


workshop training — not the traditional 
classroom atmosphere," he said. 


Liska went one step further. He wrote 


a 75-page manual for homeowners cov- 
ering the basic categories of foundations, 
s a f e t y , moisture and condensation, 
weather-stripping, window care and 
maintenance, screen maintenance and 
repair, walls and ceilings, floors, stair 
r e p a i r j , doors, cabinets, plumbing, 
simple electrical repairs, heating, adjust- 
ing the gas burner, garage doors and an 
elaborate preventive maintenance sched- 
ule. Each section lists the tools required 
for the job and step-by-step instructions. 


"THE K&B HOMEOWNER'S Manual 


resembles a cookbook and is written In 
layman's language, thus, it makes a 
good reference book," said Liska. 


Do K&B homeowners enjoy putting on 


work clothes and getting their hands dir- 
ty? Paul Plikaitis, a 25-year-old Barring- 
ton Square resident, does. "I haven't had 
any repair problems yet, but there's al- 
ways the possibility of one occurring. Be- 
sides, Liska is an Interesting teacher an 
that makes it worthwhile," he said. 


Leonard ZarembsM, who lives in Sug- 


arbrook and attended the seminar, said, 
"I went to get some new Ideas and ended 
up saving a lot of money by remodeling 
my own bathroom." Mrs. Juno. Drew had 
never been handy with tools and went to 
thi courses because she spends so much 
time in her home. "I have since shown 
my husband how to fix nail pops, wall 
and ceiling cracks, paint chips, founda- 
tion cracks and even the toilet. At least I 
am now able to recognize n major prob- 
lem from a minor one and I don't have 
to run to K&B with every little com- 
plaint," she said. 


Evelyn Barson thinks the seminars ex- 


plain what naturally occurs when a new 
home "settles." "A lot of people In Bar- 
rington Square are homeowners for the 
first time and don't know a thing about 
the small problems that can crop up. I 
like the way the manual is written — 
step by step," she said. "Right now I 
have a drywall crack and, you know, I 
think I'll fix It myself. It will be fun." 
said Mrs. Barson. 


According to Brown, there is a certain 


amount of satisfaction to be gained by 
making home repairs. "It Is like any- 
thing else worthwhile — you can get a 
great feeling of accomplishment. I've 
even had some of the younger home- 
owners tell me they don't feel so helpless 
and dependent on the builder," he said.

tome bright apota, Eugene H. Adam*, 
president of the American Banker* As- 
•ociatlon (ABA), said recently. 


Adam*, citing the largest report re- 


leased by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD), pointed to major increases by 
the nation'* 14,000 bank* In five area* 
of mortgage lending for one-to-four 
family home*. 


According to HUD figure*, bank*: 
• Originated 69 per cent more in 


long-term loan* for the first six month* 
of 1973 compared to the tint half of 
1972. 


• Originated .11 per cent ($12.4 bil- 


lion) of total mortgage loans for the 
first six month* of this year. 


• Increased their acquisition of con- 


struction loan* by 14 per cent over the 
same 1972 period, from 93.75 billion to 
$4.28 billion. 


• Put new commitment* on the 


book* during June '73 of $1.5 billion for 
construction and long-term loan* — an 
Increase of 6 per cent. 


• Had outstanding commitments of 


$7.3 billion for construction and 
long-term loana at the end of June "73, 
some 38 per cent above the June '72 
total. 


Adam*, who I* also president of The 


Pint National Bank of Denver, said It 


i* "particularly gratifying to know that 
commitments to make future loans are 
holding up extremely well, since this is 
a good measure of loans actually being 
made today." 


BANKS AGAIN rank No. 1 on 


HUD's compilations of holdings of con- 
struction loans through June '72 by the 
major lending groups. 


In order were: bank*, $14.4 billion; 


savings and loan association*, $11.7 bil- 
lion; mortgage Investment trusts, $7.2 
billion; mutual saving* bank*, $1.3 bil- 
lion; state and local credit agencies, 
$843 million, and life insurance com- 
panies, $389 million. 


Adams further said that ABA sur- 


veys show that banks have more than 
$90 billion invested In municipal bonds. 


"Some $60 billion of these are bonds 


for roads, sewera, waste treatment facil- 
ities, schools, tire and police depart- 
ments, city hospitals — all the facilities 
necessary for a community to func- 
tion." Adams pointed put. 


In addition, nearly 10 per cent of 


banking's $60 billion in commercial 
loans outstanding at the end of 1972 
was in mobile home loans. According to 
the ABA, mobile homes now account 
for 20 per cent of all single-family hous- 
ing In the U.S. and 76 per cent of all 
single-family housing costing less than 
$20.000.

interest rate 
hiked to 12% 


The Veterans Administration has an- 


nounced that It is increasing the max- 
imum interest rate for its insurance pro- 
gram on mobile homes to 12 per cent. 
The change from the previous interest 
rate of 10.75 per cent was made on Aug. 
25. 197.1. The recent spiral of Interest 
rates caused the increase. 


In conversations with Veterans Ad- 


ministration officials. MHMA learned 
of their concern that current high inter- 
est rates might slow down VA insuring 
of mobile homes. The raise In the max- 
imum interest rate coincides with recent 
changes in regulations and proposed 
amendments to the VA mobile home 
legislation encompassed in H R 9576. 


"The Veterans Administration and 


the Veterans Affairs Committees of 
Congress are concerned that insuring of 
mobile homes by the VA has not pro- 
gressed as fast as anticipated when this 
legislation was created. They are now 
very interested In improving and in- 
creasing the use of the VA mobile home 
insurance program." said John Trask, 
chairman of MHMA's Washington Af- 
fairs Committee, speaking on behalf of 
MHMA. TCA and SEMHI. 


Trask also said another recent change 


in the VA law should improve the use of 
VA's mobile home insurance program. 
He referred to the amendment reinstat- 
ing all unused and expired housing 
benefits for veterans of both the Korean 
conflict and World War II.

Water that drip* from a faucet unless 


the handle Is turned tightly Indicates a 
worn washer. 


A rumbling, banging noise when you 


turn on a particular faucet incidates a 
loose or worn washer. 


Water ttiat OOZM out from around 


the item back of the handle indicates 
worn packing. 


Taking care of these problems Is not 


difficult. Call a plumber for the com* 
plicated plumbing problems. Washer 
and packing replacement are chores you 
can learn to handle yourself. 


The tools are those you probably 


have around the house right now — 
adjustable wrench, screwdriver, possi- 
bly a pair of pliers. Replacement wash* 
era are inexpensive and you should keep 
spares on hand. 


DON'T WAIT until uncontrollable 


dripping starts before you replace a 
worn washer. Just as soon as It takes an 
unusual amount of pressure to close a 
faucet without having It drip is the time 
to make repairs. The tight closing and 
the worn washer will combine to make 
the faucet seat (the brass rim against 
which the washer closes) becomes rough 
and worn. 


Washers are made of hard rubber or 


neoprene or similar materials. You can 
purchase a variety pack that has the 
most popular sixes plus a couple of 
brass screws. This is O.K. for starters. 
Once you know what size washer each 
faucet requires, buy them by size and 
have a few extra in each size. 


Before you can begin any plumbing 


repairs you must turn off the water 
supply. Newer homes have a shutoff 
valve for every faucet. These will be 
below the faucet to be repaired or on 
the line leading to the faucet with the 
valve located in the basement. 


Sometimes one valve will control sev- 


eral faucets. Lacking these you must 
turn off the main valve, which you will 
find where the main water line enters 
the house. 


MOST FAUCETS are the com- 


pression type. They may look a little 
different from each other but they work 
the same. 


A typical compression faucet is taken 


apart by loosening the cap nut with an 
adjustable wrench. This is done after 
first removing the handle which may be 
held on with a machine screw. With the 
nut off, twist out the long stem or 
spindle — to get a grip, put the handle 
back on without the screw. The washer 
Is on the end of the spindle, held in 
place with a brass screw. Remove the 
screw and pry out the washer. 


If the washer is beveled, Install with 


the beveled side out. Replace the screw 
and tighten. 


FAUCETS may look more com- 


plicated due to decoration. An orna- 
mental chrome cap may have to be re- 
moved. Protect the cap with tape be- 
fore putting a wrench on it. 


That nut you removed is a packing 


nut. Examine it and you will see how it 
holds packing on the stem, often 
against another nut. If this is worn, 
replace. Packing comes in string form 
and Is wrapped around the stem. 


If dripping continues with a new 


washer, the brass seat Is, worn. An in- 
expensive tool, called, a valve seat 
grinder, is used for smoothing the seat. 
This is set In the faucet and twisted 
gently against the seat to smooth it.

Check your 
furnace and 
save cash 


Have you looked at your heating bills 


lately? If so. you know that it's getting 
more expensive to stay warm. This goes 
tor all fuels. That's why the National 
Better Heating-Cooling Council urges 
you to keep your heating system in top 
working order. If you have a major 
problem, call your contractor as soon as 
possible. 


For smaller problems, however, here 


are a few tips from the Council, which 
will help to keep you comfortable on 
chilly days. 


For modem hydronic (hot water) sys- 


tems, add a few drops of oil to the 
circulator. This should be done only 
once a year, so if you haven't done so. 
do It now. If you find that some 
baseboard panels are cold while others 
are warm, it's a sign that there is air In 
the system, and It should be "bled." 


To do this, find the air vent — usual- 


ly located at the point where the system 
returns to the boiler. Place a saucer 
under It, turn up the thermostat, and 
using • small screw driver, loosen the 
vent until water comes out. Tighten the 
screw. The problem should be solved. 


With warm air systems, keep the fil- 


ters clean by brushing them or tapping 
the dirt from them over a newspaper. 
Make certain you are not choking off 
the heat by blocking the registers with 
draperies or furniture. (In hydronic sys- 
tems, you can let draperies and furni- 
ture touch the baseboard heating pan- 
els, the Council says.) 


For the sake of economy, lower the 


thermostat when retiring for the night.

The grapes have to be fertilized and a 


good fertilizer is Ortho Gro Liquid 
Plant Food (12-6-6). In order to pre- 
vent mildew, the vine leaves should be 
dusted with Flotox garden sulphur — 
especially after rain. Each year the dor- 
mant vines must be pruned. 


Patience is a necessity for any wine

After the fourth 
year you should get a good crop.

He Is re- 
searching various growth-regulating 
hormones that disrupt the normal de- 
velopment of Insects, thus causing their 
death or sterility. 


The NU professor said that some of

tend to develop an immunity to chem- 
ical pesticides and that It is less likely 
that thoy would be able to form resis- 
tance to their own hormones.

Colors can 
be emotional 


Colon are emotions. They are sad, 


jubilant, or restful. They can make you 
happy, uneasy, or doleful. Red is stimu- 
lating and vibrant. Happiness exists as 
a bunt of yellow. Blues and greens are 
subtle and cool. 


If single colon are capable of exciting 


such definite responses, consider how 
important it is to coordinate groups or 
combinations of colors in decorating 
your home. A few basic rules on color 
harmony offered by the National Paint 
and Coatings Association can turn the 
most color unconscious person into a 
decorating genius. The basic tool is the 
color wheel which is made up of the 
primary, secondary, and intermediate 
colon. 


Monochromatic harmony is the most

a hole at Icnit a foot wider and deeper 
than the ball, container or spread of 
hare roots Soak the hole with water 
before planting and filling in the noil. 
Pack the noil in around the roots as the 
hole i» refilled to help eliminate air 
pockctn. Make a ridge of soil around the 
rim of the hole to help hold water when 
watering. 


A word of caution — make sure the 


plant is planted at the same level It was 
originally grown. If not, the plant may 
not he able to establish itself and thus 
die. 


Finally Schuster savs that plants 


should be staked if needed. Protect the 
tree where the rope or wire comes in 
contact with it. Enclose the rope or wire 
with a section of rubber hose or rolled 
newspaper slipped through an old nylon 
or nock.

A cooler house? A colored roof? The 


two are synonymous thanks to alumi- 
num roof coating. Colored aluminum 
roof coating selections give the home- 
owner a variety of colors from which to 
choose his roof coating. The metallic 
surface keeps the roof cooler. Interior 
temperatures are reduced 16-25 degrees 
by the large percentage of the sun's 
rays reflecting off the coating's surface. 


These cooling coatings can also be 


counted on for long-time service if a few 
tips, offered by the National Paint and 
Coatings Association, an kept in mind. 


First, after a coating is applied, care 


and inspection of roofs is very impor- 
tant. Occasionally a weak spot may de- 
velop, or during application a small 
area may have been overlooked. Period- 
ic examination twice a year is recom- 
mended to catch and repair any imper- 
fections. 


One generous application of roof 


coating will usually provide a wa- 
ter-repellent roof that will last several 
yean. The care used in the coating's 
application and the preparation of the 
surface to which it is applied, influence 
the life of the coating. For this reason, 
time guarantees made by the coating 
manufacturer — who has no control 
over application factors — are prac- 
tically valueless. Extravagant claims 
should be examined with caution. Gen- 
erally, a high grade roof coating, ap- 
plied properly and recoated every three 
or four years, will give long-term ser- 
vice.

Constantly being exposed to 
intense heat, summer rains, and night- 
time moisture, it is a likely victim for an 
attack by rust. Start now and renew it 
for the outdoor cooking season. Sand 
down the rusty spots to the bare metal 
and clean off all dirt and grease with a 
good solvent. Protect from further rus- 
ting by coating with a rust-inhibiting 
primer. Finish with a flat black paint. 
Caution! Restore the sheen and lustre 
to the grill part which holds the food 
only by a good scrubbing. Never paint 
this part of the grill.

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Mechanical skills a must 
for women living alone

Although he know* the ntntcment 


may K(t him into hot water with wom- 
an's libben, William D. Sally of Boird 
& Warner, Inc., says that most women 
are at a definite dinadvantnge If they 
live alone. 


Sally is vice president and general 


manager of Baird & Warner's property 
management division, responsible for 
the management of thousands of apart- 
ments In Chicago and suburbs. 


"Aside from security threats that a 


lone woman faces, there's her general 
inability to cope with the simple me- 
chanics of living in an apartment," Sal- 
ly says. 


Not that there's anything innate 


•about a woman's Inability to deal with 
household mechanics. It's just that 
most women haven't learned to make 
simple repairs, and many ore afraid, to 
tackle a job as uncomplicated as replac- 
ing a broken light bulb (tip: turn off the 
light switch, then use a pair of pliers 
with Insulated handles to remove the 
base of the bulb from the socket). 


Learn where the circuit breaker or 


fuse box is and how to restore an inter- 
rupted circuit. In the new buildings, the 
circuit breaker is located in a closet in 
the apartment. In on older building, the 
fuse box may be In the hallway or base- 
ment. 


An overload on the electrical system 


— caused by having too many lights or 
appliances on at the same time — will 
trip the circuit breaker or blow the fuse. 
Disconnect some of the appliances or 
turn off some of the light switches. 
Then push ,th* circuit breaker button to 
restore service. 


Replacing a fuse may be more diffi- 


cult. You must have a replacement fuse 
of the same amperage to begin with 


Buy and use a 'plumber's helper,' 


and Insert the new one. It's as simple as 
replacing a light bulb. 


"When you move into the apartment, 


•tk the janitor or custodian to show 
you where the circuit breaker or fuse 
box is, and how to work them," Sally 
says. "This may save you minutes or 
hours of waiting in darkness until help 
comes," 


One further tip: Have a flashlight 


with fresh batteries handy at all times 
in case of a power interruption. 


Jiggle the toilet handle. Simple as it 


may seem, this little maneuver is often 
all It takes to silence a running toilet. 


"If the toilet continues to run, lift off 


the top of the tank and sec if the rubber 
valve is stuck. This valve looks like a 
•awed-off rubber ball, and fits over a 
hole In the bottom of the tank. It may 
get stuck In a lifted position, permitting 


water to continue flowing out of the 
tank. If you poke around with your 
finger, that may be enough to let the 
rubber ball fall into place. Then the 
tank will fill up and be quiet." 


Should the toilet continue to run, 


then notify the janitor or custodian. 


Buy and use a 'plumber's helper'. 


This is a toilet plunger — a big rubber 
suction cup on the end of a handle 
about three feet long. Every home 
should have one. If a toilet bowl gets 
stopped up, put the plunger in the bowl 
and work it up and down quickly a few 
times. Usually this will be enough to 
dislodge whatever is causing the stop- 
page. 


"In the face of a toilet that's running 


over, most women are helpless," Sally 
said. "Usually there's a valve under- 
neath the tank. The first thing you do 
is turn it off to shut off the water. Then 
use the plunger to remove the stoppage. 
It's a simple job and saves time as 
well." 


Learn to use appliances properly. 


"Because a person is a woman doosn't 
mean she's born with kitchen appliance 
know-how." Sally said. "Her first task 
is to read the instruction book or get 
the custodian to tell her how to operate 
the equipment. In some cases, she 
might want to write to the appliance 
manufacturer to get an extra copy of 
the instruction manual." 


Appliances should be kept clean and 


in operating order; this is a tenant re- 
sponsibility. If you misuse or damage 
an appliance, you may forfeit a portion 


ot your security deposit to pay for re- 
pairs. 


Keep sink drains free of .grease, fat, 


and hair. One of the .most common 
causes of stopped-up kitchen 
sink 


drains is congealed cooking grease and 
fats in the U-shaped trap beneath the 
sink bowl. 


"The best way to avoid this trouble 


is to rim a stream of hot water in the 
sink after you pour down any grease or 
fat." Sally said. "Hot water will keep 
the grease and fat fluid moving and 
permit it to to be washed out of the 
trap. If you use cold water, the grease 
or fat will congeal and stick there." 


Tub and shower drains are another 


matter. These are usually clogged by 
hair. Messy though it is, it's a simple 
matter to remove the drain stopper and 
remove the hair. Then replace the stop- 
per. 


Regular use of a drain cleaner will 


also keep drains clean, but be sure to 
read and follow directions carefully. 
Most drain cleaners are extremely caus- 
tic and dangerous chemicals. 


Keep a set of simple tools around the 


apartment, and learn how to use them. 
A minimum includes a hammer, screw- 
driver, and pliers. .Ask your local hard- 
ware store for the recommended size 
and type. 


"The woman who knows how to use 


these tools can take care of most small 
fix-it jobs herself, including tightening 
loose handles and switch-plates, hang- 
ing pictures, and even replacing an elec- 
tric cord plug," Sally said.

Be patient with fruit bearing trees 


A fruit tree must be healthy and ma- 


ture enough to bear fruit. In addition 
adequate pollination is also necessary 
says James E. Schuster. Assistant Ex- 
tension Adviser. Horticulture at the 
DuPaite County Cooperative Extension 
Service office in Wheaton. 


The following are the ages (from 


planting time) at which fruit can be 
expected: apple (4 to 7 years): sour 
cherry (4 to 5 years): peach (3 to 4 
yean): pear (4 to 6 year*): plum (4 to 6 
yean): and quince (5 to 6 yean). Dwarf 
apple and pear tend to bear 1 to 2 yean 
sooner than standard size trees. 


An abundance of blossoms does not 


necessarily mean there will be a lot of 
fruit. The flowers still have to be polli- 
nated. Many fruit trees need two differ- 
ent varieties to pollinate each other. In 
other words, one fruit tree or two fruit 
trees of the same varieties will usually

Autumn's a fine time 
to do some yardwork 


Pruning during winter 
has some advantages

NEW YORK UPI - As "the days 


dwindle down," there's still time for a 
lot of yardwork. 


But forget the breakneck pace needed 


in spring and summer to keep up with 
garden planting schedules, to keep 
ahead of fast-growing weeds and pesky 
bugs and blights. Fall is take-it-easy 
time on the home turf for all you green- 
thumbs. 


You can start a rockgarden, trans- 


plant, finally get all the weeds up- 
rooted-and all without working up a 
continuous sweat or getting winded. In 
fact, the chill of a fall morning or eve- 
ning makes yardwork seem hardly a 
chore. 


Among things to put on your 


"might-do" list: trees, leaves, lawns, 
flower and vegetable beds. On your 
."must" list: overhauling and winteriz- 
ing the motorized implements and ma- 


chines lawnmowers, clippers, sprays. 
Also cleaning the tools. Scrape mud 
from hoes, rakes and such. Sand rust 
sports and coat the metal parts with 
petroleum jelly. 


The fall is a time to plant'and trans- 


plant, among other things. In go tht 
spring flower bulbs. In go those new 
bushes you want to screen a corner of 
the yard or hide an eye-sore. Down 
come trees that are diseased or dead. In 
go replacements. But fall is not a time 
to plant fruit trees. Authorities say 
these are best planted in spring. 


If you want to renovate the lawn get 


in touch with the local nurseryman or 
local county agricultural agent for guid- 
ance. The tips depend on your particu- 
lar growing region and soil conditions. 
Renovating the lawn is a major under- 
taking, so the sooner you get started 
the better. Don't start it if you can't 
finish. 


Mid-winter i* an excellent time for 


pruning tree* and shrubs, and with 
*omi< cxtrii day* during the holidays 
thi* >ciir. you may find time to do some 
outdoor work. 


There arc notne advantage* to prun- 


ing during winter. Plant* are dormant 
in winter, there I* no bleeding. There i* 
lew likelihood of di»euse transmission. 
The dftidtiou* plant* are bare *o the 
brmiihiiiK can easily be seen. 


First 11 word of caution. Spring flow- 


ering shrub* and tree* have already set 
flower hud*. Pruning on these plants 
*hould lie restricted to repair so that 
flowem urv not sacrificed.

Peonies date back 
lo ancient Greece 


In addition to their fabulous beauty, 


peonies have u fascinating history. 
Greek mythology tells that the flower 
was believed to have magical power, 
and In fact, a mythical Greek physician 
used the flower to cure wounds Pluto 
received from Hercules'. Ifwas this phy-; 
slclan. Paeon, whose name was given to 
the flower wt> know as the peony. 


The Greeks also believed the peonv 


was it charm against evil spirits. They 
never picked thi I loner during the day 
for feur that the woodpecker, guardian 
of peonies would attack the picker. 


The peonv flourished in China as far 


back as IfiiiO BC. was a favorite in 
garden* of the mnperor* and was used 
extensively in temple gardens. Catalogs 
of Chinese nurserymen in the late 
IfiOO's AD listed numerous varieties of 
peonies. 


The peony grew wild in many parts 


of Europe and because of Its beauty and 
lmmunlt> to disease was a European , 
countryside favorite. There is a Eu- 
ropean record dated 1636 that describes 
a double red and a white peony. 


Some of the Chinese garden peonies 


were brought to England in the late 
1700V but the real popularity began in 
France when in the early 1800's the 
first serious work began to develop new 
varieties. 


There is a record of a peony brought 


to this country In 1946 and plants were 
carried westward by settlers. The 1846 
peony was divided and handed down 
thru generations, and one of the descen- 
dants was known to be blooming as late 
as the IWO's.

Pruning i* an important part of the

Don't trv to overpower plant* 
with pruning. U*c judicious pruning to 
guide the natural growth of your plant*.

Maple* end oiks are probably the 


most desirable yard tree* we have, but 
the roots of these tree* often cause 
problem* In the lawn. 


Tree rooti are living organisms, and 


they need air for respiration just a* 
much as they need water. 


Aa a tree grows, the feeder roots de- 


velop at the depth In the soil where 
they get the proper ratio of air and 
water. In the tight clay soils common to 
this area, roots often form just below 
the soil surface. As the roots Increase In 
diameter, they may raise above the sur- 
face Interfering with mowing, lifting 
sidewalks, or patios, and creating a gen- 
eral nuisance. 


Where this situation occurs, the 


temptation Is to try some corrective

Peony botrytla can be controlled fair-

DETROIT (UPI) - Whether you're 


buving a new 1974 auto or Maying with 
your old cor. it will nerve you better 
and longer if you take care of It. Here 
are some tip* on car care from auto 
Industry experts: • •• 


Turn 
off 
all accessories and 


headlight* before darting a car. They 
add to the heavy current drain of the 
starter, reducing the power in the bat- 
tery needed for the hot spark to start 
the engine. 
• •• 


Turn on the courtesy lights inside 


your car when uning headlights en route 
to work on a foggy or overcast morning.' 
They will serve as a reminder to turn 
off Headlights when parking the car. 


Cars with automatic transmissions 


should never be shifted Into the "park" 
position 
until completely stopped. 


Shifting into "pork" while the car is in 
motion could snap off the lock pin. 
causing a costly transmission repair bill. 
••• 


Car air conditioners should be oper- 


ated at least 10 minutes every week, 
even In the winter, to keep the system 
lubricated and in good condition. Most 
factory-Installed units can be used as 
heaters by simply moving the tempera- 
ture control to the desired heat posi- 
tion. 
• •• 


A slipping power steering belt can be 


detected by a pulsing feeling in the 
steering wheel when turning. All fan 
belts should be kept tight and In good 
condition. 
• •• 


If a car's steering wheel turns more 


than two Inches in either direction be- 
fore moving the front wheels, the wheel 


alignment should be checked. Loose 
steering often is accompanied by "wan- 
dering" or difficulty in keeping the car 
traveling In a straight line. 
••• 


When • steering wheel starts vibrat- 


ing, especially at speeds above 45 to 50 
miles per hour, it is a good indication 
that front wheels need balancing. The 
vibration or "shimmy" also can be 
caused by front end misalignment. 
••« 


The leading edges of hood and fend- 


ers of a car take a beating from grit and 
bugs at turnpike speeds. To avoid rust, 
watch out for and touch up these areas 
and keep a good coat of paste wax on 
these surface*. 
••• 


Vinyl car tops can be restored to 


like-new condition with special color 
matching waxes available at most auto 
supply stores. Black shoe polish can be 
used to brighten and waterproof black 
vinvl tops. 
•*• 


Inexpensive chrome or plastic mold- 


ing available at auto supply stores will 
help prevent chipped paint on door 
edges. The molding slips over the door 
edges and stops paint from chipping 
when the doors are opened against a 
garage wall or adjacent can. 
••• 


Voltage regulators on new cars are set 


for the average driver who puts about 
12,000 miles a year on his car. Drivers 
who average substantially more miles 
should have the regulator adjusted to 
the annual mileage to avoid over- 
charging the battery. 
• •• 


Vapor lock in the fuel line on a hot 


day can prevent a car engine from 
starting by blocking the flow of gasoline 
to the carburetor. Raise the hood to 


permit the engine to cool and the 
fuel-blocking vapor bubbles in the fuel 
line to condense. ««» 


Keep the fluid level in an automatic 


transmission at the proper 'level but 
never above it. Overfilling causes foam- 
ing, resulting in slippage and the fluid 
spattering out through the vent. 
• •• 


A car badly in need of a tuneup can 


waste up to 20 per cent of a tankful of 
gasoline. Most cars should be tuned 
once a year, or every 10.000 to 12.000 
miles. 
• •• 


Spark plugs are considered the most 


important item in an engine tuneup. 
New. properly gapped plugs result in a 
7 to 10 per cent gain in engine efficiency 
and fuel economy.• •* 


Heavy stop-and-go driving tends to 


foul spark plugs quickly, requiring 
cleaning or replacement more often 
than the recommended 10.000 miles. A 
roughness or break in the engine's 
rhythm generally indicates a misfiring 
spark plug. 


Shock absorbers should be inspected 


periodically — for example, when a car 
is placed on a lift for lubrication — to 
look for leaks and wear. Unlike a bad 
muffler or worn tire, they generally are 
overlooked during normal maintenance. 
• •• 


The most noticeable characteristics of 


bad auto shock absorbers are severe 
body sway, a bouncing ride and front 
end dipping when braking. Shock ab- 
sorbers normally need replacing after 
20.000 to 25.000 miles. 
• •• 


Never drive a station wagon with 


only the rear window open. The airflow

Open a front window 
as well, or the air-iiitake vents in the 
heater system, to break the suction ef- 
fect. 
••• 


Gasoline consumption increases sub- 


s t a n t i a l l y when 
dirving on 


snow-covered roads. Scientific driving 
tests show a car's gasoline consumption 
can increase as much as 50 per cent on 
snow-covered roads.•*• 


For faster engine warmup in cold 


weather, avoid turning on the heater for 
several minutes, after starting the car. 
The heater's cold air intake will prolong 
the time required to heat up the engine. 
• •• 


Check air pressure in car tires only 


when they are cold or after the vehicle 
has been parked for at least two hours. 
Hot tires will show as much as six 
pounds higher than recommended pres- 
sure. 
• •• 


Car owners should always see that 


valve stems are replaced when buying 
new tires. Old valve stems could be 
weakened with age and leak, or they 
could fail on the road with results sim- 
ilar to a blowout. 


Pan belts should be examined occa- 


sionally when checking oil. battery and 
radiator. If the belts appear frayed, 
glazed on inner surfaces, or stretched to 
thin they ride on the bottom of pulleys. 
replace them.- 
••• 


Noise created when a car's steering 


wheel is turned as far as it will go 
frequently can be eliminated with a 
drop of oil on the pressure relief valve 
of the power steering system. 
••• 


If a car's engine stalls when shifting 


to "drive" immediately after starting, it 
is probably starved for fuel. The choke 
butterfly may be stuck in the open posi- 
tion. If it is not stuck, the choke con- 
trols should be checked by a qualified 
mechanic. . 
•*• 


A hesitation in an engine when step- 


ping on the gas pedal usually can be 
traced directly to the accelerator pump 
in the carburetor. The stroke may need 
adjustment to insure the proper amount 
of fuel is entering the carburetor. 
••• 


A light ticking noise when accelera- 


ting a cold car engine usually indicates 
a worn or loose manifold heat control 
valve in the "at rest" or "cold" posi- 
tion. The ticking should disappear when 


the engine warms up and the thermal 
spring expands to rotate the butterfly. 


••• 


Black smoke when racing a car's en- 


gine indicate* an excessively rich 
air-fuel mixture. Remove the air cleaner 
and check for a sticking choke but- 
terfly. 
• •• 


Motorists should never mix radial 


tires with any other type tires. Mixing 
radials with other types can adversely 
affect handling and performance to a 
degree that is unacceptable from a safe- 
ty standpoint. 
• •• 


Check the level of your car's battery 


every two weeks in hot weather. High 
temperatures under the hood evaporate 
electrolyte quickly, leaving plates ex- 
posed and in danger of buckling and 
sulphatinK if water isn't added in time. 
••• 


The cleaning ability of a worn or 


hardened windshield wiper can be im- 
proved in an emergency by the use of a 
knife or the striking part of a match- 
book cover. Rub the edges of the wiper 
blades to scrape away the hard surface 
rubber and expose the softer rubber un- 
derneath.

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DuBrow on TV ...by Rick DuBrotv 
Writer strike makes it 
easy to sift out slop 
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HOLLYWOOD - The piecemeal ar- 


rival of the new television season is an 
indication of how powerfully the recent 
writers' strike hit the networks. 


New series are merely drifting in as 


they become ready, and the result is 
that there has not been, and really can- 
not be, the kind of blockbuster cam- • 
paign the networks like to use to launch 
a season. 


Viewers, however, are beneficiaries of 


the situation because they don't have to 
watch the various new series all at once 
— and opposite each other on com- 
peting networks — in the usual 
one-week premiere period. 


SO THIS 1973-74 season is, in one 


sense, bowing in with a certain civility 
— allowing us the leisure to watch the 
debuts of freshman entries over a rea- 
sonable period of time. 


The new semester began, technically, 


on Sept. 10, and the networks tried, 
publicly at least, not to make much of 
an ado about the fact that shows would 
be late in arriving. 


If anything, television 
executives 


tried to maintain a business-as-usual at- 
titude, and, for the most part, simply 
allowed viewers to become aware of this 
season's fragmented start as they tuned 
in. 


As. someone has noted, the first im- 


portant thing about the new television 
' season is finding it. 


THIS DEVELOPMENT does not 


make the networks happy at all. Since 
so many of their regular new series are 
always dreadful, big promotion cam- 
paigns are important corporate weapons 
in conning viewers through the garbage 
that is presented with great promises of 
quality. 


A logical question, of course, is why

the networks don't concentrate more on 
getting quality into their series, and less 
on promotional coverup. 


And the answer seem* to be what one 


constantly hears in regard to much cor- 
porate thinking about new series! The 
networks, as cautious as possible in pro- 
tecting their ratings flanks, generally 
Select new projects more on the basis of 
what is least apt to fail rather than on 
the basis of what may be exciting. 


THIS IS defensive programming, 


pure and simple, and that is a euphe- 
mistic description of it. While there 
have been breakthroughs here and 
there, the attitude behind most of the 
programming does not often enough 
live up to the promotion, which, to no 
one's surprise under the circumstances, 
has become an enormously important 
protective weapon in the networks' cor- 
..porate structure's. 


In short, promise them anything, but 


give them, for the most part, the usual 
slop in the weekly series. 


And one of the salutary effects of the 


writers' strike is that, by enabling us to 
see the new series more leisurely and 
carefully, we can avoid the promotional 
con,jobs and see much of the slop for 
exactly what it is.

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National 6no fault' program 
gaining speed in Congress 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - The con- 


cept of a national lystem of "no fault" 
car innurance finally is picking up speed 
in CunnrtM. more than half • century 
after It was first proposed. 


For the second time in two yean, the 


Senate Commerce Committee has ap- 
proved a bill which would establish 
broad minimum standards for the 
state*. 


The committee in undecided, how- 


ever, whether to refer the bill to the 
Senate Judiciary Committee for further 
study but with Instructions that it must 
be reported by n given date. 


The Senate voted 49 to 46 last Au- 


trust to send "no fault" legislation to 
the judiciary group. The committee 
took no action and the legislation died 
when the 92nd Congress expired. 


The movement is mostly In the Sen- 


ate. No House hearings have been held 
and there appears little chance a bill

THE "NO FAULT" concept of 


automatic insurance protection regard- 
led of blame dates back to at least 
1919, when two articles suggested auto 
accidents might be treated like work- 
men's compensation. 


In 1925, a judge, Robert S. Marx, 


proposed eliminating any need to fix 
negligence In car accidents in favor of 
some system of automatic protection. 


In 1946, the province of Saskatche- 


wan in Canada instituted the first "no 
fault" plan. Although sharply revised 
over the years, It still is in effect. 


After being bombarded in the 1960s 


by consumers irate at insurance prac- 
tices, Congress first requested a study 
of the idea by the Transportation De- 
partment. In 1970 Sen. Philip A. Hart, 
D-Mich., introduced legislation. The 
following year Hart and Committee 
Chairman Warren G. Magnuson, 
D-Wash., joined to introduce a revised 
version. 


The states have been moving at a 


faster pace. As of June, all state legisla- 
tures had considered no fault or other 
reforms of car insurance programs. 


ALTHOUGH 19 states'.have 


enacted such laws, the committee con- 
siders only 11 to be genuine no-fault 
insurance. They are Massachusetts the 
pioneer state, Florida. Connecticit, New 
Jersey, Michigan, New York, Utah, 
Kansas, Nevada, Colorado and Hawaii. • 


Only the Massachusetts, Florida, 


Connecticut and New Jersey plans are 
already in effect. The others become 
effective between now and July 1,1974. - 


The Commerce Committee bill would 


require no-fault programs set up by the 
states to meet these minimum stan- 
dards: 


• Coverage of all reasonable charges 


for medical treatment and care of acci- 
dent victims, emergency health services 
and medical and vocational rehabilita- 
tion. 


• Compensation for lost income up to 


$16,000, provided the insurer is notified 
in advance of the potential liability. 


• Reimbursement for loss of services 


ordinarily performed by. the accident 
victim such as cooking and other house- 
hold chores. The states would decide 
the limitations on such payments. 


• Up to $1,000 in expenses for funeral 


services and burial. 


• Compensation to survivors, again 


subject to limitations set by the states. 


The bill does not deal with auto or 


other property damage. It would leave 
states free to adopt more far-reaching 
no fault insurance programs. 
. ACCIDENT VICTIMS would be 
allowed to file damage suits only if their 
economic losses exceeded basic benefits 
provided under the law or if a victim 
died, suffered serious or permanent in- 
jury or disfigurement or was totally dis- 
abled for more than six months. 


A state would come under a different 


section of the proposed law if it failed to 
enact a no-fault program during its first 
legislative session after passage of the 
bill. 


In that case, accident victims would 


get payments similar to those set by the 
minimum standards. But there would 
be no ceiling reimbursement for loss of 
income or personal services and survi- 
vors benefits would be limited to $200 a 
week. 


In arguing the need for "no fault," > 


the Commerce Committee said the pre-

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The puzzling factor car warranty 


By EDWARD 8. LECHTZIN 


DETROIT • One of the things that 


putiles those shopping for a new family 
car is the matter of warranty. 


Moat owners don't read it and don't 


know how good—or bad—it is until 
they have problems with the automo- 
bile. 


Even if the car is repaired, the own- 


ers often are less than completely happy' 
with the hassle they had to go through, 


A recent survey by a Boston College 


marketing clasa of 609 new car owners 
In the Boston metropolitan area found 
22 per cent of the owners who used the 
warranties on their cars were not satis- • 
fled. The one bright spot was American 
Motors' 101-word "Buyer Protection 
Plan." 


WHILE AMC didn't get a 100 per 


cent ratjng by the owners of its cars, it 
fared much better than its bigger com- 
petitors. While not perfect, AMC's war- 
ranty at least is setting an example the 
rest of the Industry might imitate, con- 
cluded Dr. John Hasenjaeger, assistant 
professor of marketing at Boston Col- 
Itge. 


A warranty Is supposed to assure the 


purchaser of a new automobile that de- 
fects in the car will be repaired within a 
specified time. But the consumer com- 
plaint logs attest to the fact that auto 
warranties have fallen far short of being 
an assurance of minimum level of cus- 
tomer satisfaction. 


The Federal Trade Commission has 


proposed a "Quality Control Pact" to 
assure customers receive can without 
defects and there are proposals to li- 
cense mechanics.

Just over half of the 609 drivers sur- 


veyed did have to use their warranty 
coverage. Of these people, almost 
one-third had trouble with the war- 
ranty work that was performed and had 
to seek further remedies. Of all those 
who did have warranty work per- 
formed, 73 per cent eventually did get 
the oroblems resolved 
satisfactorily. 


Approximately 12 per cent could not 
settle their problems with the deal- 
ership and had to go up the ladder to 
the zone office, directly to the manufac- 
turer or use the company hot line. 


IN TERMS of overall customer sat- 


isfaction, an average of 22 per cent of 
these new-car owners who used their 
warranties said that based on their ex- 
perience, they were definitely not satis- 
fied with the performance of their new 
car warranty. 


That's about one of every 10 new car 


buyers or one million owners unhappy 
with the service they received. Whether 
the carmaker was at fault or not, the 
customer might go for another manu- 
facturer's model when it's time to buy 
another car. 


AMC got the best ratings and this 


probably has helped its sales. 


In its most basic form, the AMC war- 


ranty says that if anything goes wrong 
and it's AMC's fault, it will be fixed.

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The Doctor Say« ... by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 
To prevent tapeworm, 
prepare food properly 


In on* of your column*, will you 


talk about the problem of tape* 
wormi. I know an older person 
who has tapeworms. What'will the 
tapeworm finally do to her? I 
thought In recent years something 
might have been found for tape- 
worms. 


Before writing a syndicated column I 


hsd no idea how many people had 
worms, or at liast thouuht they had 
worms. There are three type* of tape- 
worms that commonly affect man: the 
fl»h tapeworm, the beef tapeworm and 
the pork tapeworm. 


Infection with the fish tapeworm is 


not uncommon in the New York Jewish 
housewife. As she makes her own gefilte 
fish there is a tendency to sample it 
during preparation, and the 
in- 


completely cooked fish is the source. 
The fish tapeworm can be prevented by 
freezing fish for 48 hours or more at a 
temperature of minus 10 degrees cent!* 
grade or by being sure the (ish is thor- 
oughly cooked before It in eaten. 


The fish tapeworm is unique. It ab- 


sorbs the B-12 in a person's food in the 
intestine and may cause pernicious 
anemia. Neither the beef tapeworm nor 
pork tapeworm does this. 


BEEP AND PORK tapeworms may 


cause some mild, nonspecific abdominal 
pain and digestive disturbances which 
may go unnoticed or be attributed to a 
variety of digestive disorders. Most 
tapeworms don't cause 
significant 


symptoms. This is surprising since a 
beef tapeworm may be from five to 10 
yards long. Rarely the worm may block 
the duct that drains the pancreas or 
even block the opening to the appendix 
and cause appendicitis. 


The proper method of prevention is 


eating meat free of infestation and 
properly cooked. One should avoid eat- 


ing raw or rare meat in areas where the 
beef is infected with tapeworm larvae, 
or the areas where the beef tapeworm is 
prominent. This includes Mexico, South / 
America and Russia. 


The head of the tapeworm is at- 


tached to the wall of the Intestine with 
hooks or suckers. The segments of the 
long ribbon-like tapeworm literally use 
the food material within the intestinal 
tract that's already been processed by 
our own enzymes to feed Itself. The 
pork tapeworm can also invade the 
muscles, brain and other organs of the 
body and cause other problems. This 
characteristic is .not shared with either 
the fish or beef tapeworm. 


WHILE THE fish and beef tape- 


worm segments that are expelled by 
man are not contagious (you get the 
infection by eating the fish muscle or 
beef muscle that contains the larvae), it 
is true that the pork tapeworm is con- 
tagious and a person who has the pork 
tapeworm can pass on the Infected ma- 
terial to another person by failing to 
observe strict rules of cleanliness. 


As you see, there are certain practical 


points about tapeworms — you should 
be careful to eat only uninfected fish, 
beef and pork; second, fish, beef and 
pork should be properly cooked before 
it is eaten (this includes in the kitchen); 
and third, in reference to pork tape- 
worm, proper sanitation is an absolute 
must for anyone who is infected, if the 
problem isn't to be passed on to others. 
The diagnosis has to be established by 
examinations, and, finally if such a 
problem exists it can, and should, be 
treated.

Blink North 
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Jurist watches our Constitution

The Watergate investigation has 


reached that level of permanence Amer- 
icans usually attach only to such sub- 
jects as offensive football tactics, horror 
movies and civics. It is going to be the 
subject of a college course. 


Philip B. Kurland. a University of 


Chicago law school professor, editor of 
the "Supreme Court Review" and one 
of the nation's best-known 
Con- 


stitutional authorities, is going to move 
into the university's undergraduate 
school to teach "Constitutional Aspects 
of Watergate" this fall. 


One reason, he says, is that he wants 


"to teach these students what the law is 
really about, to dispel any notions of 
idealism they might nave about it." 


Another reason is Kurland's concern 


with distinguishing the Watergate crisis 
as it affects the country from the crisis 
as it affects the individual government 
officials involved. 


"The Watergate affair and every- 


thing associated with it mark a water- 
shed and we don't know yet in what 
direction we're going to move," he says. 
"It wouldn't make a helluva difference 
to our future if all these guys never are 
brought to trial as individuals. But we 
have to learn never to let power ac- 
cumulate in one place as it has in the 
White House since the New Deal be- 
gan. 


"There are a lot of interrelated Con- 


stitutional questions involved: separa- 
tion of powers, executive privilege, 
search and seizure, the function and 
scope of legislative inquiry, the presi- 
dent's power to set up his own in- 
vestigative unit, among others. 


"But the main question is whether 


the Constitution allows such central- 
ization of authority." 


Kurland believes the answer to that 


question is "no" and his sympathies 
clearly lie with the Senate Select Com- 
mittee investigating the Watergate bur- 
glary and its geometrically expanding 
ramifications. He is a consultant to 
both the committee's chairman. Sen. 
Sam Evin, D-N.C.. and the Judiciary 
subcommittee on separation of powers 
and a friend of the Watergate panel's 
chief counsel, Sam Dash. 


But he is nevertheless highly critical 


of the committee's performance during 
the first round of public testimony in 
defining the relevant constitutional is- 
sues isolating them and collecting useful 
information about them. 


"This is essentially a fox hunt and 


nobody likes a fox because he's a var- 
mint," Kurland says. "That doesn't 
mean you have to like the fox hunters. 


"The way the hearings were con- 


ducted, there was a danger that the 
American public would see them as a 


summer replacement for the soap oper- 
as and take them just as seriously. 


"The 
committee overall has not 


shown itself to be exceptionally capable 
or bright. 


"There is no questioning Ervin's hon- 


esty or dedication. But Dash, while he 
is brilliant, doesn't really have the killer 
instinct for that job. And the others all 
have axes to grind — presidential aspi- 
rations, personal glory campaigns or po- 
litical positions to protect. 


"So you didn't see any of the ques- 


tioning that skillful prosecutors use to 
elicit information, where question B is 
carefully built on question A, C is built 
on B and so on until you get to Z and 
have really learned something. Here by 
the time they got to D, the gavel was 
being rapped to turn the questioning 
over to someone else. Or just when 
somebody had a witness going and you 
thought ne was nght in the middle of 
an especially penetrating line of ques- 
tioning, he would say. "That's all I 
have, Mr. Chairman." 


Kurland says he advised Ervin to 


limit the committee to three members 
and also to put a much shorter time 
jimit on the first phase of public hear- 
ings so that the information gathered 
could be more sharply focused. 


Now he is hopeful that President 


Nixon will appear before a joint session 
of Congress to discuss the Watergate 


crisis. And while he does not expect his 
University of Chicago class to come up 
with any revelations, he says the study 
of Constitutional history should lead his 
students to a better understanding of 
the essence of the problem. 


"For democracy to work, the people 


have to have faith in their government 
but here now cynicism is the rule," 
Kurland says. "You assume that every 
act by a government official is a ma- 
levolent one and you find two sides in 
the political argument justifying their 
behavior by the behavior of the other 
side. The radicals say they have to be 
disruptive because the administration 
acts the way it does, the administration 
says it acts the way it does because the 
radicals are so disruptive. 


"We just can't have any more of this 


ends-justifying-the-means business. We 
have to measure the means against 
some standards of morality and ethics. 


"The Constitution and our laws are 


not just sets of written directions for 
specific occasions. They also concern 
the patterns of behavior condoned by 
society and in that sense Watergate is 
not strictly a legal matter at all. 


"What is really have to do is find out 


exactly what the rules are."

Urban sprawl is turning off the stars. 
Street lights, skyscrapers, road signs 


and billboard* are turning night to day, 
preventing huge telescopes from observ- 
ing faint celestial object*. 


The problem — astronomers call it 


JJght.polluIjon — is most obvious in. the 
Southern California megalopolis, where 
boomtown development is eroding the 
wilderness around observatories. 


Even Kltt Peak National Observa- 


tory In Arizona, Yerkes Observatory in 
Wisconsin, and Harvard Observatory in 
Massachusetts find true dark Increas- 
ingly rare. 


"At Palomar. the sky is 20 percent 


brighter in the west than the east," says 
Astronomer J. B. Oke of the California 
Institute of Technology and associate 
director of the famed Hale Observa- 
tories at Mount Palomar and Mount 
Wilson. 


It'a even worse at Mount Wilson, 


with the Los Angeles Basin to the south 
•nd San Fernando Valley and Pnlmdale 
to the north. Virtually all study of faint 
celestial objects has ceased at the WIN 
ton Observatory, Oke says. 


"There are three or four highway 


signs near Palomar with lights that 
shine up Instead od down." Oke says, 
"and Palomar is surrounded by flat, 
Inhabitable valleys. The potential is 
there for more problems. 


"We built a new 60-Inch telescope at 


Palomar to take over the work wiped 
out by light pollution at Wilson. The 
Wilson telescopes aren't lost, but the 
emphasis had to change." 


Astronomers now use Mount Wilson 


to study the number and composition of 
•tan. But delicate work, including rese- 
rich Into newly discovered guqsars and 
pulsars, is confined to the Pnlomnr tele- 
scopes'more than 100 miles to the 
south. 


Some solutions suggested by astrono- 


mers are surprisingly simple. Hoods to 
reflect light toward the ground would 
reduce sky brightness half or more. 
Shades have another benefit. 


"In this era of energy shortage, 


shades put more light on the ground 
where It's needed, which means you use 
lets power." Oke points out. 


Minor changes in glass around street 


lights would filter out some light that 
Interferes with star observations. Tuc- 
son pasted a city ordinance controlling 
lights to help Kitt Peak. Oke says sim- 
ilar moves are needed in California. 


Astronomers are looking to outer 


space for future observation*. Experts 
at TRW Inc. In Los Angeles are design- 
ins; and building a High Energy As- 


tromony Observatory (HEAO) for 
NASA. This new astronomy tool will'go 
into orbit in 1977 to provide new looks 
at the universe free from the filtering 
effects of the atmosphere. 


The space agency also asked industry 


to study a Large Space Telescope 
(1ST), a 120-Inch scope to be orbited 
about 1981 and be operated as a nation- 
al observatory. 


"You can do things with a large 


space telescope that you" can't do on 
Earth." says Astronomer Oke. "The po- 
tential is very impressive for answering 
basic questions." 


In the meantime, astronomers see 


stars by night, and more land devel- 
opment by day. Astronomer Oke 
recently stood on a mountalntop in 
Chile, site of a major new international 
observatory. 


"Even there, with barren desert as 


far as you can see, there are lights," he 
says. "It's incredible, but there are 
people almost everywhere."

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At last, a store for teacher

educational entnhlinhrnent need a kind 
of clniwroom department store where 
teachers, principles and school board 
members can go to shop? 


Yes. according to former National 


Education Awn. president George Fis- 
cher and the financial angels who are 
putting up more than $30 million for 
the 
Educational 
Facilities 
Center 


(EFC) here. 


Only maybe, according to a number 


of other school hands who are treading 
•lowly as they approach the new idea. 


Fischer EFC board chairman, says: 


"For a long time we have needed a 
place for people Interested in education 
to come where they could see new de- 
velopments in the education world — 
new materials, new hardware, new 


teaching methods and techniques all 
being used with live children In a live 
environment." 


According to the research department 


of the National Education Awn., the 
nation's largest teacher group, almost 
$90 billion was spent on education In 
the 1972-73 school year and nearly half 
of that went far things other than sala- 
ries. 


Fischer contends that the pepole who 


decide where all that money is spent 
need a place where the products of all 
the manufacturers in the education 
market can be seen side by side and 
compared — textbook against textbook, 
projector against 
projector, 
desk 


against desk. 


So EFC, with banks and real estate 


interests handling the financing, is put- 
ting up a 34-story building on Michigan 
Avenue to house exhibits, classrooms 
where new materials and techniques 
will be demonstrated 
and meeting 


rooms where visiting educators can 
gather for workshops and seminars. 


Pending completion of that building 


in 1975, EFC has been operating since 
March 1972 on six floors of a building 
down the street from its future home. 


It is a low-key, intellectualized count- 


erpart of an auto show, what Fischer 
calls "a place where you can 'browse at 
your leisure in a non-circus atmosphere 
with no pressure from a salesman or 
huckster." 


So far the center has been attracting 


about 2,000 visitors a month, only a 
fourth of what Fischer would like to 
have. He admits that EFC is losing 
money now and is likely to keep doing 
so for a while. But he still radiates op- 
timism, publicly at least. 


One reason for the optimism is that 


the center has gained acceptance in 
some Influential areas. 


Marguerite Bloch, former elementary 


school principal and EFC's educational 
director, has persuaded the Chicago 
public school system and the Chicago 
archdiocese parochial schools to send 
pupils to the center's model "environ- 
ments" (or classrooms). DePaul Uni- 
versity is running a class for children 
with learning disabilities at the center. 
And a number of educational materials' 
manufacturers have established infor- 
mation "modules" at EFC. 


(Mrs. Bloch says that all the new 


products used in the center's classes are 
screened and that several manufac- 
turers who wanted their materials used 
have been rejected. "We call the shots," 
she says. "If a manufacturer says, 'We 
don't like what you're doing with our 
product.' that's iust too bad. ) 


Some people nave reservations, how- 


ever. 


John Field, vice president for promo- 


tion of the Encyclopedia Britannica 
Education Corp., says: "We're a little 
cool on the idea. We have a large sales 
staff that is prepared to get out and do 
demonstrations and workshops for our 
new products. And I wonder how cer- 
tain it is that the people who move 
through the center will be the ones who 
make decisions on buying for the 
schools." 


Dr. Paul Salmon, executive secretary 


of the American Association of School 
Administrators, adds: "The question 
Is whether the manufacturers will have 
enough reason to keep their materials 
there when the number of people who 
can came to look at it is limited. I was a

school district superintendent in Cali- 
fornia and I doubt if I would have sent 
anyone all the way to Chicago for some- 
thing like this. If you're interested in 
buying school furniture, for instance, 
you can go around to schools in your 
geographic area and see what is avail- 
able that way." 


And Austin McCaffrey, vice presi- 


dent of the Association of American 
Publishers, Inc., says: "The idea is 
really too new, too young, too in- 
novative to determine what success it 


will have, especially at a time when 
Interest in education seems .in some re- 
spect to be lagging and it is unclear 
what will happen in the area of school 
finance. 


Fischer responds to such criticism by 


arguing that there an enough school 
personnel even in the Midwest to make 
EFC financially worthwhile for manu- 
facturers, that schools now find it diffi- 
cult to arrange for individual demon- 
strations of products and that teachers 
— who would be most likely to visit the 
center in large numbers (as tourists in 
Chicago if nothing else) — have new 
power in determining how educational 
funds will be spent.

pal would say, 'Here, Miss Jones: this is 
the math series you'll teach this year.'

Insect spraying program 
a requirement during fall 


Even though the garden plants may 


start to wane as fall approaches, not so 
the insects. They will be feeding active- 
ly right up until heavy frost. More Im- 
portant, these pests are making provi- 
sions to perpetuate themselves so they 
can ravage gardens again next year. 


According to the scientists at Geigy 


Chemical Corporation, insects 
will 


over-winter in various stages of growth 
and in many unsuspecting places. 


Some pests will "hibernate" in the 


bark of trees and shrubs. Others will 
find protection among dead twigs or 
among leaves and other trash. Still oth- 
ers will survive the winter in the egg 
stage so they can hatch the moment 
conditions are right next spring. 


A late summer and fall insect spray 


program, therefore, can serve two pur- 
poses. First, it will keep the garden in 
good 
condition, 
especially those 


late-blooming plants. Secondly, it -will 
eliminate many insects before they can 
go into their over-wintering stage. 


A liquid spray that will control many 


different kinds of insects is best for the 
trees and shrubs. In addition to spray- 
ing the leaves and end twigs, the trunks 
and main branches of trees and shrubs 
should also receive a thorough satura- 
tion in the fall. 


It is also wise at that time to treat 


soil around the base of plants. Some 
insects will just drop to the ground in 
fall and bury themselves in the soil near 
the plants. These last sprayings can 
eliminate them before they burrow too 
deeply. 


In and among the blades of grass is 


another favorite winter haunt for in- 
sects. Even though the lawn may be 
lush and green — and apparently free 
from bugs — it should also be treated in 
the fall. 


Spring starts in the fall, not only for 


the many plants that are set in the 
ground, but also for controlling the in- 
sects which are also watting for the next 
growing season.

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At Techney, 111., the Devine Word is still heard 


by Linda Hunch 


In the early 1900's, a small band ot 


Catholic print* and brothers journeyed 
from their native Germany to settle on 
a farm near Chicago's north shore. 


Their task was a modest one — to 


minister to the German speaking popu- 
lation and to begin a boys' technical 
school. 


At the years passed, the school grad- 


ually evolved into a seminary — the 
first in the United States to train 
priests and brothers for foreign mis- 
sions. 


From these beginnings emerged the 


Divine Word Seminary — a 1,180 acre 
complex stretched 
along Waukegan 


Road between Northbrook and Glen- 
view. 


For more than 60 yean, the seminary 


served as a training ground for boys 
and young men with visions of becom- 
ing missionaries to far away countries. 


The complex was Isolated from the 


surrounding area both physically and 
socially. Theology students had little 
need to venture outside a community 
which boasted its own farmers, garden- 
ers, tailors, millers, candlestick makers 
•nd bee keepers. 


But today the grounds are largely 


vacant with elderly priests and brothers 
haunting buildings once filled with 
young seminarians. Faced with the need 
of running "as professional school as 
possible," the order now sends its stu- 
dents to accredited colleges. 


Remnants of the past are visible 


throughout the grounds — an aban- 
doned football field, farm land lying fal- 
low and empty buildings. Most of the 
seminary's Yesidents are retired brothers 
•nd priests.. 


The older men can be found in odd 


corners of the grounds, tucked away at 
random throughout the long, dark ech- 
oing hallways and flat, expansive fields. 
Many carry on the same duties they 
had before retiring. 


Brother Conrad Schmltt. a stolidly 


built man in denim overalls and rum- 
pled work shirt, works daily in the sem- 
inary farm. He entered the seminary 
marly 60 years ago. 


At one time, Brother Conrad was one 


of nmny brothers who ran the farm. 
Now laymen do most of the work. 


In other parts of the seminary, a 


handful of elderly men work at other 
tasks — bookbinding, tailoring and gar- 
dening. Their generation of Divine 
Word missionaries saw the opening of 
Catholic missions in countries as diverse 
as New Guinea, Japan, Brazil and 
Ghana. 


Their contemporaries often met sud- 


den death in far off places — like a 
young priest who was killed by hostile 
natives In a New Guinea valley. 


Others faced violet resistance in their 


efforts to set up missions — as did a 
group of first generation Germans who 
established the first black seminary in 
Bay St. Louis, Miss, in 1920. 


Descendants 
of these early mis- 


sionaries can still be found in outposts 
throughout the world. 


Brother Jacob Heeb, 35, is a mis- 


sionary in Ghana. He was inspired to 
join the order by nuns in his grade 
school and by tales of visiting mis- 
sionaries. 


In his six years of work. Brother 


Heeb has helped to build a high school 
and junior college. He finds his work 
rewarding although -not as exotic is he 
had envisioned. 


"Everything I expected about the 


country is quite a bit different," he 
said. "I always saw Africa as wild ani- 
mals and half-dressed natives. It's not 
true at all." 


Brother Heeb has had few conflicts in 


his dealings with the Africans. 
' 


"All Africans as I know them have 


always believed in some kind of su- 
preme being. There is no such thing in 
Africa as an atheist." he said. 


Brother Heeb entered the seminary 


as a high school freshman. He was one 
of the last group of men to be nurtured 
and trained within the confines of the 
grounds. 


Rev. Ernest Keilen, 68, also spent his 


high school and college years at the 
Divine Word Seminary. He has spent 
most of the past 28 years in the 
Philippines training Filipinos for mis- 
sion work. 


"I chose to go to the Philippines be- 


cause there was a crying need for priests 
and missionaries in that area. There 
still is a need." he said. 


Father Keilen went to the Philippines 


shortly before the outbreak of World 
War ft. He spent his early yean there 
in a Japanese vivilian concentration 
camp. 


Father Keilen speaks of his yean as a 


Japanese captive matter-of-factly. 


"It was all the things you'd expect of 


a concentration camp — overcrowding, 
lack of food — things that need not be 
elaborated." he said. 


The concentration camp was liber- 


ated in 1946 by American paratroopers. 
Father Keilen spent several months re- 
cuperating in the United States before 
returning to the islands. 


The middle-aged priest has lived 


through the years of Filipino indepen- 
dence, rebellions and martial law. 


He watches the political affairs with 


interest but his main concern is the mis- 
sion. 


"One of the things we've tried to do 


is be sensitive to people," Rev. John 
McHenry, director of the Divine Word 
News Service, said. "Doing not what 
we want but what is best for the 
people." 


The gospel doesn'.t have an intrinsic 


meaning until it becomes a third world 
gospel," he added. "We won't feel 
we've succeeded until the natives adapt 
the gospel to their culture." 


The ultimate goal of the missionaries 


is to work themselves "out of a job" by 
training native clergy. They have been 
successful in many of their countries. 


"We have been filled with self scrut- 


iny about our work," Father McHenry 
said. "We ask ourselves why are we still 
going out in this day and age." 


Yet the Divine Word missionaries 


feel there is a need for their work. As 
overseas missions are turned over to lo- 
cal clergy, the society is looking to the 
rural south and urban ghettoes of the 
United States. 


Father McHenry speaks nostalgically 


of the days when students filled the 
campus and men like Brother Schmitt 
were the rule not the exception. Yet he 
realizes the seminary canno. live in the 
past. 


"We've given up the old idea that we 


could train everybody for everything," 
he said. "In the past it was easier for 


our students to become detached from 
the rest of the world. There's less in- 
breeding now." 


Today's seminarians live in apart- 


ments near the Univenity of Chicago. 
Their lifestyle is "closer to any other 
kid in the Hyde Park area." according 
to Father McHenry. 


Brother Heeb and Father Keilen 


view changes at the seminary as "facing 
reality." 


"You have to face reality wherever 


you go. To be moaning and sobbing 
over such a tiling is like weeping over 
spilled milk," Father Keilen said 


Today the seminary sponsors pro- 


grams for surrounding communities in- 
cluding marriage encounter groups and 
day camp for inner city and suburban 


children. Society novitiates spend their 
time in the inner city neighborhoods of 
Chicago. 


"Sometimes we have difficulty in re- 


membering our committment is over- 
seas." Father McHenry said. 


While the seminary seems to be a 


relic of the past, society administrators 
are making plans for creation of an in- 
ternational mission center on the site. 


"It's curious but people around here 


are anxious to have us do something. 
It's like parents anxious to marry off a 
child but the child's not in a hurry to 
get married," Father McHenry said. 


"We've always been slow at moving 


in or out of things." he added. "Five 
years is a reasonable period of time for 
us to make anv decision."

Reduce winter trouble 
with pre-season tune-up 


Doe* the thought of wrestling with a 


•tailed engine thi» winter give you 
chill*? The American Automobile Amu- 
elation tay» you can avoid this nvanunnl 
Mwle by putting Into practice a few 
basic guidelines for getting your car un- 
der way imoothly. 


Well before winter arrives. AA urges 


every car owner to take hi» car in for a 
complete tune-up and inspection. Espe- 
cially important i* a check of the car's 
electrical system. 


Batteries should 
be checked 


frequently. At 32 degrees, cranking 
power is about 40 per cent less than 
when the temperature is at 80 degrees; 
and at iero. about 60 per cent less. 


During extended periods of cold 


weather, starting the car and running 
the engine at leait every Other day at 
sufficient RPlVTi to charge the battery 
la Rood insurance against battery fail- 
ure. If this la done In a garage, be sure 
to open the Karaite doors wide enough 
to protect against the threat of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 


Do Install mow tlrea well before the 


first snowfall, and have chains ready In 
case of a severe tnowstorm. 


Once the inspection has been com- 


pleted, and that first cold morning has 
arrived, here la AAA'a advice on how to 
get your online started with a min- 
imum of trouble: 


Make sure the shift (elector or gear 


shift ia In neutral. If the car has a man- 
ual shift, depress the clutch while start- 
inn. 
. 


Avoid, a "battery strain" by making 


certain all electrical accessories (radio, 
lights, heater) are turned off before us- 
blithe starter. 


Depress the gas pedal alTthe wi 


down to the floor once, then hold it 
halfway down as the starter is engaged. 
Do not pump the gas pedal, because 
this can result In flooding. 


Turn the Ignition key to "start," but 


don't hold the key in the start position 
for more than ten seconds at a time. 
Continuous grinding of the starter can 
damage the battery, and even drain a 
fully charged one. 


Depress the gas pedal slightly to keep 


the engine running If the engine starts 
and then dies a number of times. 


If the engine becomes flooded, de- 


press the gas pedal to the floor and hold 
It there- while engaging the starter. 
Keep your foot on the pedal until the 
engine starts again. Then release it 
slowly. Remember, do not pump the 


snowstorm shouldn't present too great a 
problem if you follow these tips:. 


Start with an "easy" foot on'the ac*: 


celerator and slip the clutch in second' 


gear on cant with standard shift.. Don't 
spin the wheels. You'll find that trac- 
tion is greatest just before the wheels 
spin. 


If the wheels should spin, try rocking 


the car forward and backward. If 
you've dug yourself into a pocket, use 
sand or traction mats to get out. Keep 


the front wheels pointed straight ahead 
when possible.' 


Once the car is under way, keep go- 


ing. 


Finally. AAA would like to put to 


rest one myth about traction: Lowering 
tire pressure does not increase traction. 
And it can result in a loss of control.

Wide World of Arledge

There is something very mysterious about all those ABC 


sports presentations that keep popping up with more fre- 
quency these days. It's that something extra that sets ABC 
Sports above the rest when it comes to their presentation. 
that brings in a big share of TV's advertising dol lar. 


BUT JUST WHAT is that "something extra** that seems 


tp draw sports fans in droves to 
theirTVscts? 


Is it the sports program selec- 


tion that is offered week in and 
week out by the youngest of the 
three major networks? It could 
very well be. since ABC has had 
more than its share of success in 
the past with its selection of 
sports specials. 


LEADING THE PACK in this 


category is ABC's sports standby. 
"Wide World of Sports." This Saturday afternoon series has 
attracted seven Emmy Awards and is now enjoying its 13th 
year on the air. Joining "Wide World** in the ABC Sports 
winners circle the past few years have been such programs 
us "American Sportsman/* "The Professional Bowlers 
Tour.4* "NCAA Football,** "NFL Monday Night Football." 
and coverage of numerous professional and amateur golf 
tournaments. 


These programs, combined with the outstanding cov- 


erage offered by ABC during the 1972 Summer Olympic 
Games in Munich (over 65 hours of prime-time television 
time), huve helped provide ABC Sports with an excellent 
reputation, but then this is really an area that any one of the 
major nets could be singled out for. 


THE SAME PRETTY much holds true for the personnel 


oT ABC's sports team. They are some of the best in the bust* 
ness. Yet. there is still that "something extra** that sets ABC 
Sports ahead of the rest. 


The secret of ABC's success in the Held of spom broad- 


casting rests on the shoulders of one man. a man who is of- 
ten heard of on ABC. but rarely seen. His name is Roone 
Arledg-. 


ARLEDGE IS PRESIDENT of ABC Sports, and the tre- 


mendous growth of sports on television began when he 
joined ABC in I960. Shortly after his arrival. Arledge 
created "Wide World.*' which by the way, will be pre- 
micring a "second edition" this January —to air on Sunday 
afternoons. A Hedge's "Wide World** could be considered 
the longest-running series on television, if you consider the 
fact that the series has never had a summer replacement in 
those 13 years, and has rerun an entire show only once. 


When "Wide World*' was first put on the air, it was a 


gamble for ABC. The show was really an innovation in tele- 
vision.

THIS WORD INNOVATION, however, seems to be 


synonymous with Roone Arledge. It was Arledge who saw 
the need for more creative production in sports coverage.

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200,000 families would qualify 
6-county voluntary housing plan readied 


by KAREN BLECIIA 


A plan urging distribution of low and 


moderate-Income housing throughout tho 
Chicago area will be disclosed Monday 
by (ho Regional Housing Conlllian. 


The voluntary housing plan Is the re- 


sult of nearly two years of effort by sub- 
urban mayors and housing officials look- 
Ing for an alternative to court-ordered 
distribution of low and moderate-Income 
housing In the suburbs. 


Cook, McHcnry, Lake, Will. Kane and 


DuPaga counties arc Included In the 
plan. The coalition has been working 
with tho Leadership Council for Metro- 
politan Open Communities and the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion. 


The group, which Includes a 12-mcm- 


bcr mayor steering committee, has re- 
fused to release details of the plan until a 
Monday afternoon press conference. Tho 
Herald, however, has learned 
from 


sources tho following: 


• The plan Is expected to urge con- 


struction of a certain number of low and 
moderate-Income housing units through- 
out the Chicago metropolitan area.

• The six-county area will be divided 


Into II geographic sectors and a percen- 
tage of the recommended number of 
housing units will be allocated on a vol- 
untary basis to each sector, according to 
Jack Pahl, NIPC commissioner who 
formed the coalition. 


• Cook County has been divided Into 


six sectors and the other five counties 
each represent one sector. In Cook Coun- 
ty, Chicago Is a single sector and the sub- 
urban area has been divided geogra- 


phically, so that the Northwest suburbs 
also form one sector.

Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg, Stream- 
wood and Wheeling. 


• No sites will be designated in the 


plan, Pahl said. 


• A municipality's resources will be 


taken Into account, Pahl said, but It is 
not known exactly what factors will be 
used to determine distribution. Other vol- 
untary low and moderate-Income housing 
plans in the country have used land 
availability, capacity of local school sys- 
tems to absorb more students, number of 
low and moderate-income housing units 
already existing, availability of jobs and 
travel distance to jobs as factories. 


• An estimated 200,000 families in the 


six-county area would qualify for low and 
moderate-income housing, according to 
Henry Zuba, a coalition coordinator. At a 
meeting of the League of Women Voters 
earlier this month, Zuba said 3,000 fami- 
lies and 3,500 elderly would qualify for 
housing under the plan In the Northwest 
sector alone. Eight hundred new low and 
moderate-income units are needed each 
year In the Northwest suburbs, he said. 
He defined low-income as $6,000 a year 
for a family of four and moderate In- 


come as $9,000 for a four-member fami- 
ly.• Zuba said the coalition plans to be- 
gin a massive educational program 
throughout various communities after 
the plarrls announced. 


THE PLAN IS voluntary, tut the coali- 


tion hopes communities will cooperate. 
"We are not telling anybody what to do," 
Pahl said. "We're depending on local 
leadership and local responsibility to an- 
swer a regional need," Pahl Is former 
Elk Grove Village Mayor. 


Telchert said he would not consider the 


plan a final one. "I consider it a proposal 
that requires some dialogue In Individual 
communities," he said. "I think it will be 
well received as 'a working tool by the 
majorities of the communities. I believe 
that the public basically should be leery 
and reticent about any plan in which 
they haven't had an active part." 


The coalition is going ahead with Its 


efforts despite the refusal Sept. .10 of a 
federal judge to order construction of 
low-Income housing In the suburbs. 


The American Civil Liberties Union 


had asked in its suit against the Chicago 


Housing Authority that suburbs be forced 
to build low-Income housing equal to two 
per cent of existing housing units. If they 
refused, under the ACLU proposal, the 
CHA would have been authorized to build 
low-Income units in the suburbs equal to 
four per cent of existing units. 
". 


BUT US. DISTRICT Court Judge 


Richard Austin limited his order to CHA 
construction In white Chicago neighbor- 
hoods and would not go along with the 
ACLU effort to expand the case to the 
suburbs. 


"Another suit can always be filed," 


Pahl said after the Austin decision, re- 
flecting the belief of coalition officials 
that suburban communities are better off 
planning low-Income housing on their 
own than under the pressure of a court 
order. 


Telchers said the coalition hopes, to 


avoid fighting among communities within 
sectors over where the housing would be 
built. "These percentages are not magic 
numbers," he said. "But we have to have 
something to work with. I have reason to 
believe the figures that arc put out will

High building costs blamed 
Financial woes for 3 junior highs? 


Financing of $1.8 million for additions 


to Dlst. 21 's three Junior high schools 
may be a problem due to high building 
costs. 


Bids for the construction of the addi- 


tions to accommodate new vocational 
programs were opened this week. Six 
base bids were received, ranging from 
the high bid of $2,052,963 from the Egyp- 
tian Construction Co. to the low bid of 
$1,830,839 from Walson Construction Co. 


Administrators say the projected costs 


arc more than funds currently available. 
The district had hoped to begin construc- 
tion of the additions next month, com-

plctlng the work In time for the 1974-73 
school year, but that timetable Is not 
definite. 


"They (the bids) are higher than we're 


prepared for," said Dlst. 21 Supt. Ken- 
neth GUI. "The first thing we'll do Is see 
what, If anything, can be trimmed out."

Student in Chile—fate unknown

The fato of a Des Plaines resident who 


hod been a student In Chile when the mil- 
itary took control of the country brought 
conflicting reports from the U.S. State 
Department yesterday. 


A spokesman for the State Depart- 


ment's Chilean Task Force said the U.S. 
embassy in Santiago Is trying to clarify 
the "status and welfare" of Frank R. Te- 
ruggl Jr., 23 of Des Plaines. 


The parents of Teruggl told The 


Herald that they had last heard from 
their son on Sept. 17. The young man's 
father said he was told by a Chicago 
newspaper that his son was still being 
held In Santiago. The family resides at 
731 S. Third Avc., DCS Plaines. 


INQUIRIES MADE to the offices nf 


U.S. Senators Charles Percy and Adlol 
Stevenson provided little new Informa- 
tion on the situation. 


The State Department official laid that 


up until yesterday morning, the U.S. be- 
lieved that eight Americans released 
Wednesday by the military junta now 
•controlling the country, were the only 
U.S. citizens being held.

The government, however, has with- 


drawn that statement because of the In- 
formation concerning Teruggl and anoth- 
er man from New Yori. 


Teruggi's father, Frank, said his son 


had been a student In Chile for about'two 
years and that he had planned to return 
to this country later this month. 


TERUGGI HAD been studying econom- 


ics at the University of Chile. A graduate 
of Notre.Dame High School In Niles, he 
had also studied electrical engineering at 


the California Institute of Technology. 


"Frank called on Sept. 16 and 17 and 


told us that he was safe and that he 
thought that he could leave the country 
through Argentina," the father said. 


"I guess he had some trouble, but we 


really do not know anything definite at 
this time," he added. 


THE YOUNG MAN'S father said he 


did not know if his son had been Involved 
In any political activities while In Chile. 


"All I know Is that he is a student 


there. He may have taken part In other 
activities, but I do not know," the father 
explained. 


The father said that after he had not 
heard from his son for more than a 
week, he began to make Inquiries to gov- 
ernment offices and to local congress- 
men and senators. 


"I am a concerned parent and I really 


would like to know the whereabouts of 
my son," Teruggl said. 


The State Department spokesman said 


communication through the new military 
leaders in Chile has not been the best 
and that there had been many conflicting 
reports from Santiago.

Builder to ask annexation 
for big townhouse plan 


Developer Bernard Arkules plans to 


ask Buffalo Grove to annex 86 acres of 
the Link Farm In Lake County and allow 
construction of more than 800 town- 
houses. 


The announcement was made Wednes- 


day night before the plan csmmlssion. It 
Is the second major development In Lake 
County Buffalo Grove to be announced In 
the past week. 


Earlier, Centex Homes Corp. said It 


wiU seek annexation of the 86-acre Hank 
Farm, also in Lake County, for construe- 
t i o n of 940 townhouses and con- 
dominiums. 


THE HANK FARM Is located between 


the Soo Line Railroad tracks and Mil. 
waukee Avenue, north of Chevy Chase 
Country Club. The Link Farm Is north of 
Busch Road and east of HI. Rte. 83. The 
village master plan proposes village ex- 
pansion to both areas. 


The Honk Farm development plan Is 


consistent with the master plan which 
calls for multi-family housing. However, 
the plan for the Link Farm is not con- 
sistent with the land use proposed In the 
master plan. 


The master plan proposes single-family 


home development for the Link Farm. 
The zoning the developer now has under 
Lake County jurisdiction is for agricultur- 
al use. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said yes- 


terday he was under the impression the 
developer planned to build single-family 
homes on the Link Farm. "When I talked 
to the developer two weeks ago he told 
me he would be bringing in a single-fam- 
ily development," he said. 


When asked if he objected to the pro- 


posed townhouses, Larson said, "All I 
can say is the land has been designated' 
for single-family homes on our master 
plan. Any change from that would have 
to be a village board decision." 


A SPOKESMAN for Arkules said 


Wednesday night he plans to make a pre- 
sentation of the project to the plan com- 
mission In about two weeks. 


Larson said the village will be able:to 


handle both proposed projects, which 
could bring more than 4,000 new resi- 
dents to the village. He said by the time 
the developers were to get approval for 
the projects the village will have added 
staff employes to provide needed ser- 
vices to the residents. >

This enables a 
person lo call Chicago and several subur- 
ban municipalities without racking up 
additional unit charges. The deluxe ser- 
vice plan Is "super call-pak unlimited" 
which allows persons to moke an unlimit- 
ed number of phone calls to an area ex- 
tending north to the Wisconsin state line, 
south to Pcotonc, west of Oswcgo and 
cast lo the Indiana state line. 


Once the area to bo Included In the 


service plan has been determined, the 
question of how many calls will bo mode 
outUdo thu toll free area arises. Calls 
dialed outside the toll free calling area 
are charged as units and vary according 
to distance. Persons with the local or 
metropolitan service plan arc charged 
six units for the first four minutes on a 
call to Chicago and additional unit for 
each additional minute. Hence, a seven- 
minute call from Rolling Meadows to 
Chicago would be charged as nine units.

State promises to pay its bills quicker 


Illinois merchants who do business 


with the state can expect to get paid 
much quicker in a few months through a 
new accounting procedure. 


Tho prediction of quicker payment was 


made yesterday by Illinois Comptroller 
George Llndbcrg. Llndberg, who took 
over the newly created post at the begin- 
ning of 1973, said the program Is among 
several new accounting procedures being 
put into effect in the state. 


"Right now the typical merchant who 


docs business with the state has to wait 
between 32 and 108 days to be paid. Un- 
der the new system, we hope to pay ev- 
eryone within 30 days," Llndberg said. 


HE SAID THE new system has como 


about because of a desire by the state to 
keep closer tabs of their expenses and 
because the Internal Revenue Service is 
beginning to more closely scrutinize 
state accounts. 


Llndbcrg said It might not be possible 


to pay all bills within 30 days because 
some state agencies require more com- 
prehensive Inspections than others. 


"We are projecting a 30-day average, 


LINDBEHG, WHO drafted the current 


, state ethics legislation, said his office 
will provide a strong new accounting 
procedure. 


"In the past the state has had a type 


topsy-type growth In regard to new pro- 
grams and we hope to make things more 
orderly," Lindberg said. 


He explained the main goal of the new 


comptroller's office Is to make state 
spending practices more understandable 
to the average citizen. 


"If we can accomplish this the pro- 


gram will be successful," he noted. 


Outdoor track concerts OK 


A 1068 precedent apparently would al- 


low Arlington Park Race Track officials 
to routinely schedule outdoor concerts. 


The annexation agreement between Ar- 


lington Heights and Arlington Park obli- 
gates the village to approve activities 
that were established uses of the track 
property prior to annexation on Oct. 20, 
1060. 


A precedent for outdoor concerts was 


set on June 19, 1968, when Herb Alpert 
and his Tijuana Brass ployed a one-night 
stand before a crowd of 14,000. 


Despite their apparent right to hold 


concerts, track officials up to now have 
booked live musical entertainment on 
only certain ocassions. 


But a stereo high fidelity show opening 


today at the track Includes a three-day 
line up of folk, folk-rock and classical 
music shows, sponsored by Pacific Stcr- 


TIIE FREE CONCERTS will be ampli- 


fied from an outdoor stage set up In front 
of the race track grandstand. 


Tho decision lo approve the weekend of 


concerts was made by the village admin- 
istration without village board con- 
sultation. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh said yesterday that, while he had 
no personal objections to this weekend's 
concerts, he did not know what basis had 
been used In deciding that a special use 
permit was not needed. 


"We have to follow the rules in the an- 


nexation agreement and I nm assuming 
the village administration used those 
rules as guidelines in making Its deci- 
sion." Walsh said. 


IN THE PAST the village board has 


required public hearings and special use 
permits for such track events as the 1971 
motorcycle race, snowmobile rentals at 
the Arlington Park Towers Hotel and the 
Future of America Fair which Included 
nightly entertainment shows. 


"We could create such obstacles as 


to make It very difficult for the race 
track to operate," Walsh said, adding 
that he thought the village had to be rea- 
sonable in its requirements for special 
use permits. 


He called the questions of a special 


permit for concerts connected with a 
stereo equipment trade show "one of 
those funny ones that probably could 
have buen decided either way."

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200,000 families would qualify 
6-county voluntary housing plan readied 


by KAREN BLECHA 


A plan urging distribution of low and 


moderate-Income housing throughout the 
Chicago area will be disclosed Monday 
by the Regional Housing Coalition. 


The voluntary housing plan Is the re- 


sult of nearly two years of effort by sub- 
urban mayors and housing officials look- 
Ing for an alternative to court-ordered 
distribution of low and moderate-Income 
housing In the suburbs. 


Cook, Mcllenry, Lake, Will, Kane and 


DuPagc counties arc Included In the 
plan. The coalition has been working 
with the Leadership Council for Metro- 
politan Open Communities and the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion. 


The group, which Includes a 12-mom- 


her mayor steering committee, has re- 
fused to release details of the plan until a 
Monday afternoon press conference. The 
Herald, however, has learned from 
sources the following: 


• The plan Is expected to urge con- 


struction of a certain number of low and 
moderate-Income housing units through- 
out the Chicago metropolitan area.

• The six-county area will be divided 


Into 11 geographic sectors and a percen- 
tage of the recommended number of 
housing units will be allocated on a vol- 
untary basis to each sector, according to 
Jack Pah!, NIPC commissioner who 
formed the coalition. 


• C'jok County has been divided into 


six sectors and the other five counties 
each represent one sector. In Cook Coun- 
ty, Chicago Is a single sector and the sub- 
urban area has been divided geogra- 


phically, so that the Northwest suburbs 
also form one sector.

• No sites will be designated in the 


plan, Pahl said. 


• A municipality's resources will be 


taken Into account, Pahl said, but it is 
not known exactly what factors will be 
used to determine distribution. Other vol- 
untary low and moderate-Income housing 
plans in the country have used land 
availability, capacity of local school sys- 
tems to absorb more students, number of 
low and moderate-Income housing units 
already existing, availability of jobs and 
travel distance to jobs as factories. 


• An estimated 200,000 families in the 


six-county area would qualify for low and 
moderate-Income housing, according to 
Henry Zuba, a coalition coordinator. At a 
meeting of the League of Women Voters 
earlier this month, Zuba said 3,000 fami- 
lies and 3,500 elderly would qualify for 
housing under the plan in the Northwest 
sector alone. Eight hundred new low and 
moderate-Income units are needed each 
year in the Northwest suburbs, he said. 
He defined low-income as $6,000 a year 
for a family of four and moderate in- 


come as $9,000 for a four-member fami- 
ly-• Zuba said the coalition plans to be- 
gin a massive educational 
program 


throughout various communities after 
the plan is announced. 


THE PLAN IS voluntary, but the coali- 


tion hopes communities will cooperate. 
"We are not telling anybody what to do," 
Pahl said. "We're depending on local 
leadership and local responsibility to an- 
swer a regional need," Pahl is former 
Elk Grove Village Mayor. 


Telchert said he would not consider the 


plan a final one. "I consider It a proposal 
that requires some dialogue In individual 
communities," he said. "I think it will be 
well received as a working tool by the 
majorities of the communities. I believe 
that the public basically should be leery 
and reticent about any plan In which 
they haven't had an active part." 


The coalition is going ahead with Its 


' efforts despite the refusal Sept. 10 of a 


federal judge to order construction of 
low-income housing in the suburbs. 


The American Civil Liberties Union 


had asked in Its suit against the Chicago 


Housing Authority that suburbs be forced 
to build low-Income housing equal to two 
per cent of existing housing units. If they 
refused, under the ACLU proposal, the 
CHA would have been authorized to build 
low-Income units In the suburbs equal to 
four per cent of existing units. 


BUT U.S. DISTRICT Court Judge 


Richard Austin limited his order to CHA 
construction in white Chicago neighbor- 
hoods and would not go along with the 
ACLU effort to expand the case to the 
suburbs. 


"Another suit can always be filed," 


Pahl said after the Austin decision, re- 
flecting the belief of coalition officials 
that suburban communities are better off 
planning low-Income housing on their 
own than under the pressure of a court 
order. 


Telchers said the coalition hopes to 


avoid fighting among communities within 
sectors over where the housing would be 
built. "These percentages are not magic 
numbers," he said. "But we have to have 
something to work with. I have reason to 
believe the figures that are put out will

Whereabouts of local youth 
caught in Chile unknown

The fate of a DCS Plaines resident who 


had been a student In Chile when Ihc mil- 
itary took control of the country brought 
conflicting reports from the U.S. State 
Department yesterday. 


A spokesman for the State Depart- 


ment's Chilean Task Force said the U.S. 
embassy In Santiago is trying to clarify 
Ihc "status and welfare" of Frank R. To- 
ruRRl Jr., 23 of DCS Plaines. 


The parents of Tcruggl told The 


Herald that they had last heard from 
their son on Sept. 17. The young man's 
father said he was told by a Chicago 
newspaper that his son was still being 
held In Santiago. The family resides at 
731 S. Third Avc., DCS Plaines. 


INQUIRIES MADE to the offices of 


U.S. Senators Charles Percy and Adlal 
Stevenson provided little new Informa- 
tion on the situation. 


The State Department official said that 


up until yesterday morning, the U.S. be- 
lieved that eight Americans released 
Wednesday by the military junta now 
controlling the country, were the only 
U.S. citizens being held.

The government, however, has with- 


drawn that statement because of the In- 
formation concerning Tcruggl and anoth- 
er man from New Yori. 


Tcruggi's father, Frank, said his son 


had been a student In Chile for about two 
years and that he had planned to return 
to this country later this month. 


TERUGGI HAD been studying econom- 


ics at the University of Chile. A graduate 
of Notre Dame High School In Nllcs, he 
had also studied electrical engineering at 


the California Institute of Technology. 


"Frank* called on Sept. 16 and 17 and 


told us that he was safe and that he 
thought that he could leave the country 
through Argentina," the father said. 


"I guess he had some trouble, but we 


really do not know anything definite at 
this time," he added. 


THE YOUNG MAN'S father said he 


did not know If his son had been Involved 
In 'any political activities while In Chile. 


"All I know is that he is a student 


there. He may have taken part In other 
activities, but I do not know," the father 
explained. 


The father said that after he had not 
heard from his son for more than a 
week, he began to make Inquiries to gov- 
ernment offices and to local congress- 
men and senators. 


"I am a concerned parent and I really 


would like to know the whereabouts of 
my son," Teruggi said. 


The State Department spokesman said 


communication through the new military 
leaders in Chile has not been the best 
and that there had been many conflicting 
reports from Santiago.

The key to establishing a paramedic 


program In DCS Plaines lies with deter- 
mining that a need for It exists, accord- 
ing to Mayor Herbert Behrel. 


"If we're going to go into it," he said, 


"we have to be sure that we need it. We 
have ambulance service from three fire 
stations that can reach any part of town 
with reasonable speed and can have a 
patient to a hospital In a few minutes." 


Behrel said city health officials told 


him several months ago the practicality 
of the program was questionable with the 
city's closeness to Lutheran General and 
Holy Family Hospitals. 


"With hospitals only a few minutes 


away," said city Health .Director Mrs. 
Jean Branding, "It makes more sense to 
get them to the hospital unless the victim 
is trapped somehow." 


"The paramedic program is excellent 


where it's practical and feasible to have 
It," she said. 


"I'M AGAINST spending money on it 


unless someone shows me there is a need 
for It," the mayor said. "We have had 
many letters commending our fire de- 
partment for the existing ambulance ser- 
vice." 


To Behrel the way to demonstrate the 


paramedic program is "worthwhile" Is 


through what he calls a "thorough 
study." 


One study of the program is currently 


under way in the Des Plaines Fire De- 
partment, according to Chief Frank 
Haag. "We're trying to get information 


together on paramedics but we don't 
know how it looks right now," he said. 


Currently, 24 Des Plaines firefighters 


are certified Emergency Medical Tech- 
nicians (EMT) and would need only to

IF THE CITY can .obtain blood donors 


equaling one per cent of the city's pop- 
ulation, the blood needs of all residents 
will be covered. 


In the first six months of the program, 


which began last April, the city needed 
to obtain 1.152 units of blood. So far 
DCS Plaines has received 1,075 units. 


Mrs. Wall said persons who live in un- 


incorporated areas near Des Plaines are 
not covered by the blood program un- 
less they make a donation. 


"This is a mistake that some people 


have who live outside the city limits," 
she said.

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State promises to pay its bills quicker 


Illinois merchants who do business 


with the state can expect to get. paid 
much quicker in a few months through a 
new accounting procedure. 


The prediction of quicker payment was 


made yesterday-by .Illinois Comptroller 
George Llndberg. Lindberg, who .took 
over the newly created post at the begin- 
ning of 1973, said the program Is among 
several new accounting procedures being 
put into effect in the state. 


"Right now the typical merchant who 


does business with the state has to wait 
between 32 and 108 days to be paid. Un- 
der the new system, we nope to pay ev- 
eryone within 30 days," Lindberg said. 


HE SAID THE new system has come 


about because of a desire by the state to 
keep closer tabs of their expenses and 
because the Internal Revenue Service is 
beginning to more closely scrutinize 
state accounts. 


Lindberg said it might not be possible 


to pay all bills within 30 days because 
some state agencies require more com- 
prehensive inspections than others. 


"We are projecting a 30-day average, 


but in some areas such as road work in- 
spections take longer and so will the bill- 
ing procedures," he said. 


GEORGE LINDBERG 


THE FORMER state representative 


from Crystal Lake outlined his new sys- 
tem to. members of the Des Plaines 
Chamber of Commerce. He said the new 
state position is aimed at reorganizing a 
number of the state's accounting and 
bookkeeping procedures. 


He said the state comptroller is respon- 


sible for keeping all state accounts in 
proper balance. Presently Lindberg signs 
paychecks for 74,000 state employes, dis- 
burses state income tax refunds and oth- 
er accounting matters. 


"I spend about $27 million every day of 


the year and this is a totally new system 
for this state. 


LINDBERG, WHO drafted the current 


state ethics legislation, said his office 
will provide a strong new accounting 
procedure. 


"In the past the state has had a type 


topsy-type growth in regard to new pro- 
grams and we hope to make things more 
orderly," Lindberg said. 


He explained the main goal of the new 


comptroller's office Is to moke state 
spending practices more understandable 
to the average citizen. 


"If we can accomplish this the pro- 


gram will be successful," he noted. 


Prospect parks growth 'impractical'? 


by MARCIA KRAMER 


The Mount Prospect Park District is 


rapidly reaching a point where further 
expansion would be both impractical and 
impossible, according to Park Director 
Thomas Cooper. 


The park district's most recent refer- 


endum, in 1969, was the most ambitious 
of its five appeals to the taxpayers over 
the past 18 years, and in all likelihood, 
will be the district's last major park Im- 
provement undertaking. 


With the near exhaustion.of the $1.4 


million provided by taxpayers in the 1969 
referendum — just $24,258 remains — the 
park district boasts 19 developed parks 
featuring everything from swimming 
pools (four) to tennis courts (eight, with 
four more under construction) and ice 
skating rinks (one, with another due to 
open this winter). 


NOT ONLY does the district have just 


about everything it needs, says Cooper, 
but the district couldn't really expand 
any more even if it wanted to. 


"We're kind of boxed in now," he said. 


"There's no more open land. We're going 


to have to utilize the land we have" — 
some 300 acres. 


Besides that, he noted, "The commu- 


nity is getting older. We don't have the 
younger kids anymore." 


Cooper envisions future park district 


development to be largely in terms of 
modernizing what it already has, up- 
dating equipment to last longer. 


Also, he said, the district could make 


its facilities available for longer hours by 
Installing lights at the various parks. 


THE $24,000 left over from the last ref- 


erendum probably will be used for play 
equipment and trees in Clearwater Park 
on the western edge of the village, "how- 
ever far we can stretch it," said Cooper. 


By far, most of the referendum money 


— some $1.3 million of the $1.4 million 
total — was spent on obtaining land: 
Lions Park, where the park district is 
headquartered, $589,738; Kopp Park, 
$327,998; 
Friendship Park, 
$253,418; 


Clearwater Park, $109,604; and smaller 
neighborhood parks, $78,501. 


The park district bad attempted to ob- 


tain the abandoned Central School from 


Mount Prospect School Dlst. 57 for a 
gymnasium, but couldn't agree on terms. 
Later, Cooper said ruefully, the school 
district sold the building to a trust fund 
for about the same amount the park dis-. 
trict had offered. 


ANOTHER $100,000 of the referen- 


dum funds was used on facilities, stock-! 
ing the various parks with playground; 
equipment. Some construction is still un- 
der way — four more tennis courts are 
being built at Clearwater Park, and 
plans are in the works for two ball fields, 
there too. 


Looking back on the somewhat hectic 


4H years since the referendum, Cooper 
said he felt the park district has "done a- 
lot more than we had intended." "We' 
said we were going to put in tennis, 
courts at Friendship/1 he said as ex- 
ample, "but then we lit them too." 


What would the park district have done; 


if its 1969 appeal to taxpayers, which was- 
passed by a scant 54 votes, hadn't been! 
approved? "It's hard to tell," said Coop-! 
er. "We worked so hard to pass the' 
thing, we didn't give any thought to what 
we would do if it failed."

Conference members are 
Arlington Heights, Harrington, Buffalo 
Grove, Des Plalnes, Elk Grove Village, 
Hanover Park, Hoffman Estates, Mount 
Prospect, Nlles, Palatine, Park Ridge, 


Zoning for office use asked 
for Centex Corporation site

Approximately 20 people attended last 


night's Plan Commission hearing to pro- 
test a request by Robert Fleming to re- 
zone tho site of the Centex Corporation 
office at Arlington Heights Road and 
Oakwood Drive. 


As of late last night, the residents had 


not had an opportunity to speak at the 
public hearing. Fleming and his attorney 
had presented testimony supporting their 
request for tho rczonlng. 


The commission was not expected to 


reach a recommendation last night. Any 
recommendation would have to be sub- 
mitted to the village board of trustees for 
final action. 


Fleming Is asking for the site to be 


rczoned to a classification of 0-T, office- 
transitional, from the present zoning as a 
residential area. 


The Centex office building was con- 


structed In 1037 as a temporary structure 
for the company. Fleming said he would 
use the building, with no expansions, as 
a silo for his real estate and Insurance 
business. 


THE 20 PEOPLE, residents from the 


area, contend Centex Is required to de- 
molish the building when it no longer 
needs the facilities, under a 1957 agree- 
ment with the village. 


They are also contending Fleming 


may, under the 0-T zoning, resell the 
property for development as a com- 
mercial business. 


Fleming denied any other planned use 


for the structure, except to conduct his 
real estate business, now operated In the 
Park *N' Shop Center. 


The building is located on two lots at 


the intersection. When questioned by the 
commission, Fleming said If the area 
was developed as residential property, 
two homes worth at least $60,000 each 
would have to be built to gel a good re- 
turn on the Investment. He said, how- 
ever, since the lots adjoin a bowling al- 
ley, he doubted such expensive homes 
would be marketable. 


He called the building now on the site, 


a 1-1,000 square-foot, one-story structure, 
a "natural barrier" between the residen- 
tial homes and the shopping center and 
Arlington Heights Road.

Detective Richard Rusch is a one-man 


police department for a community of 
2,300. The community — Elk Grove High 
School. 


Rusch is the police counselor at the 


school. 


Dlst. 214 began having a full-time offi- 


cer at the high schools In the mid-1960s. 
At the time, vandalism, truancy and oth- 
er juvenile crimes were on the Increase. 
The district also felt that students were 
not aware of what the laws were and 
their obligations and rights under the 
law. 


This month, Rusch begins his second 


year on the job. As his title "police coun- 
selor" Implies, he has a dual job at the 
school. 


He is a policeman and has arrested 


juvenile violators. He is a counselor and 
has tried to help youths before they get 
into trouble. 


"Sometimes you find yourself splitting 


that 'police counselor' title, but you have 
to incorporate both in this job," said 
Rusch. 


A TYPICAL DAY for Rusch begins at 


7:30 a.m. when he arrives at the school 


and informally patrols the parking lot. 
Getting to school one half-hour before 
classes start gives him an opportunity to 
talk to some of the students. He also di- 
rects traffic and watches for possible Il- 
legal acts such as the selling of drugs. 


During the lunch periods and again af- 


ter school, he is back out in the parking 
lot. 


The rest of a typical day could only be 


described as "hectic," according to 
Rusch. 


He has a small office in the school and 


kids are constantly in and out of the of- 
fice. Sometimes they are there volun- 


tarily; they have a problem and are 
looking for help. 


Other times, the students are there in- 


voluntarily; they are in some land of 
trouble, serious enough for police to be 
involved. 


The ones looking for help get as much 


as Rusch can give. He does some coun- 
seling on his own; In other cases be re- 
fers the student to the school counselors 
or the Community Service program.

THE PROBLEMS range from poor 


grades hi school to possible pregnancy to 
drug use.

Herald that they had last heard from 
their son on Sept. 17. The young man's 
father said he was told by a Chicago 
newspaper that his son was still being 
held in Santiago. The family resides at 
731 S. Third Ave., Des Plalnes. 


INQUIRIES MADE to the offices of 


U.S. Senators Charles Percy and Adlai 
Stevenson provided little new informa- 
tion on the situation. 


The State Department official said that 


up until yesterday morning, the U.S. be- 
lieved that eight Americans released 
Wednesday by the military junta now 
controlling the country, were the only 
U.S. citizens being held.

had been a student in Chile for about two 
years and that he had planned to return 
to this country later this month. 


TERUGGI HAD been studying econom- 


ics at the University of Chile. A graduate 
of Notre Dame High School In Niles, he 
had also studied electrical engineering at 


the California Institute of Technology. 


"Frank called on Sept. 16 and 17 and 


told us that he was safe and that he 
thought that he could leave the country 
through Argentina," the father said. 


"I guess he had some trouble, but we 


really do not know anything definite at 
this time," he added. 


THE YOUNG MAN'S father said he 


did not know if his son had been involved 
in any political activities while in Chile. 


• "All I know Is that he is a student 
there. He may have taken part in other 
activities, but I do not know," the father 
explained. 


The father said that after he had not 


heard from his son for more than a 
week, he began to make Inquiries to gov- 
ernment offices and to local congress- 
men and senators. 


"I am a concerned parent and I really 


would like to know the whereabouts of 
my son," Teruggi said. 


The State Department spokesman said 


communication through the new military 
leaders in Chile has not been the best 
and that there had been many conflicting 
reports from Santiago.

When the kids are not coming to him, 


Rusch goes to them. "I've found my big- 
gest success comes from rapping with 
(he kids. I spend as much time as I can 
In the halls or parking lot talking to 
them," he said. 


Last year, Rusch played basketball 


and football with the students and helped 
coach the varsity basketball team in an 
effort to get closer to the students. 


During the school year, Rusch is often 


a guest lecturer In classes and serves as 
an Information source for teachers with 
questions on the law. 


THE LECTURES cover a wide scope 


of legal topics Including, the policeman's 
role in the community, legal rights of a 
student, search and seizure laws and 
drug abuse. 


Last year, the police department gave 


a scries of legal seminars for the stu- 
dents.

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State promises to pay its bills quickei 


Illinois merchants who do business beginning to more closely scrutinize paychecks for 74,000 state employe 


with the state can expect to get paid state accounts. 
burses state income tax refunds an 


Illinois merchants who do business 


with the state can expect to get paid 
much quicker in a few months through a 
new accounting procedure. 


The prediction of quicker payment was 


made yesterday by Illinois Comptroller 
George Llndberg. Lindberg, who took 
over the newly created post at the begin- 
ning of 1973, said the program Is among 
several new accounting procedures being 
put Into effect in the state. 


"Right now the typical merchant who 


does business with the state has to wait 
between 32 and 108 days to be paid. Un- 
der the new system, we hope to pay ev- 
eryone within 30 days," Lindberg said. 


HE SAID THE new system has come 


about because of •» desire by the state to 
keep closer tabs of their expenses and 
because the Internal Revenue Service is 


beginning to more closely scrutinize 
state accounts. 


Lindberg said it might not be possible 


to pay all bills within 30 days because 
some state agencies require more com- 
prehensive inspections than others. 


"We are projecting a 30-day average, 


but in some areas such as road work In- 
spections take longer and so will the bill- 
Ing procedures," he said. 


THE FORMER state representative 


from Crystal Lake outlined his new sys- 
tem to members of the Des Plaines 
Chamber of Commerce. He said the new 
state position is aimed at reorganizing a 
number of the state's accounting and 
bookkeeping procedures. 


He said the state comptroller is respon- 


sible for keeping all state accounts in 
proper balance. Presently Lindberg signs 


paychecks for 74,000 state employes, dis- 
burses state income tax refunds and ot& 
er accounting matters. 


"I spend about $27 million every day of 


the year and this is a totally new systeift 
for this state. 
| 


LINDBERG, WHO drafted the current 


state ethics legislation, said his office 
will provide a strong new accounting 
procedure. 
: 


"In the past the state has had a type 


topsy-type growth in regard to new pro- 
grams and we hope to make things more 
orderly," Lindberg said. 


He explained the main goal of the new 


comptroller's office Is to make state 
spending practices more understandable 
to the average citizen.

"If we can accomplish this the pro- 


gram will be successful," he noted.

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200,000 families would qualify 
6-county voluntary housing plan readied

A plan urging distribution of low and 


moderate-Income housing throughout the 
Chicago area will be disclosed Monday 
by the Regional Housing Coalition. 


The voluntary housing plan Is the re- 


sult of nearly two years of effort by sub- 
urban mayors and housing officials look- 
ing for an alternative to court-ordered 
distribution of low and moderate-Income 
housing In the suburbs. 


Cook, McHcnry, Lake, Will, Kane and 


DuPago counties are Included In the 
plan. The coalition has been working 
with the Leadership Council for Metro- 
poll ton Open Communities and 
the 


Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion. 


The group, which Includes a 12-mem- 


ber mayor steering committee, has re- 
fused to release details of the plan until a 
Monday afternoon press conference. The 
Herald, however, has learned 
from 


sources the following: 


• The plan is expected to urge con- 


struction of a certain number of low and 
moderate-Income housing units through- 
out the Chicago metropolitan area.

• The six-county area will be divided 


Into 11 geographic sectors and a percen- 
tage of the recommended number of 
housing units will be allocated on a vol- 
untary basis to each sector, according to 
Jack Pahl, NIPC commissioner who 
formed the coalition. 


• Ojok County has been divided Into 


six sectors and the other five counties 
each represent one sector. In Cook Coun- 
ty, Chicago Is a single sector and the sub- 
urban area has been divided gcogra-

phlcally, so that the Northwest suburbs 
also form one sector.

Northwest Municipal Conference, accor- 
ing to Mount Prospect Mayor Rob- 
ert Teichcrt, a member of the steering 
committee. Conference members are 
Arlington Heights, Harrington, Buffalo 
Grove, DCS Plalnes, Elk Grove Village, 
Hanover Park, Hoffman Estates, Mount 
Prospect, Nlles, Palatine, Park Ridge,

• No sites will be designated In the 


plan, Pahl said. 


• A municipality's resources will be 


taken into account, Pahl said, but It is 
not known exactly what factors will be 
used to determine distribution. Other vol- 
untary low and moderate-income housing 
plans in the country have used land 
availability, capacity of local school sys- 
tems to absorb more students, number of 
low and moderate-Income housing units 
already existing, availability of jobs and 
travel distance to jobs as factories. 


. 
• An estimated 200,000 families in the 


six-county area would qualify for low and 
moderate-income housing, according'to 
Henry Zuba, a coalition coordinator. At a 
meeting of the League of Women Voters 
earlier this month, Zuba said 3,000 fami- 
lies and 3,500 elderly would qualify for 
housing under the plan in the Northwest 
sector alone. Eight hundred new low and 
moderate-income units are needed each 
year In the Northwest suburbs, he said. 
He defined low-Income as $6,000 a year 
for a family of four and moderate In- 


come as $9,000 for a four-member fami- 
ly-• Zuba said the coalition plans to be- 
gin a massive educational 
program 


throughout various communities after 
the plan is'announced. 


THE PLAN IS voluntary, but the coali- 


tion hopes communities will cooperate. 
"We are not telling anybody what to do," 
Pahl said. "We're depending on local 
leadership and local responsibility to an- 
swer a regional need," Pahl is former 
Elk Grove Village Mayor. 


Teichert said he would not consider the 


plan a final one. "I consider It a proposal 
that requires some dialogue In individual 
communities," he said. "I think it will be 
well received 'as a working tool by the 
majorities of the communities. I believe 
that the public basically should be leery 
and reticent about any plan in which 
they haven't'had an active part." • 


The coalition is going ahead with its 


efforts despite the refusal Sept. 10 of a 
federal judge to order construction, of 
low-income housing In the suburbs. 


The American Civil Liberties Union 


had asked'in Its suit against the Chicago 


Housing Authority that suburbs be forced 
to build low-income housing equal to two 
per cent of existing housing units. If they 
refused, under the ACLU proposal, the 
CHA would have been authorized to build 
low-Income units in the suburbs equal to 
four per cent of existing units. 


BUT US. DISTRICT Court Judge 


Richard Austin limited his order to CHA 
construction In white Chicago neighbor- 
hoods and would not go along with the 
ACLU effort to expand the case to the 
suburbs. 


"Another suit can always be filed," 


Pahl said after the Austin decision,* re- 
flecting the belief of coalition officials 
that suburban communities are better off 


' planning low-Income housing on their 


own.than under the pressure of a court 
order. 


• Teichers said the coalition hopes to 
avoid fighting among communities within 
sectors over where the housing would be 
built: "These percentages are not magic 
numbers," he said. "But we have to have 
something to work with. I have reason to 


. believe the figures that are put out will

lanes. 


Tivo sites 
for school 
rejected 


Two possible construction sites In 


Schaumburg Township for High School 
District 2U's ninth high school were re- 
jected by the board of education last 
night. 


The board had been Investigating sites 


In the southwest corner of the district for 
several months, hoping to buy land for a 
ninth high school. The district opened Its 
fifth high school (Hoffman Estates) this 
fall, plans to open a sixth school In 1976, 
and has already purchased land for 
schools seven and eight. 


If student enrollment continues lo In- 


crease as projected, a ninth school may 
be necessary and board members are 
anxious to buy land now to set aside for 
future use. 


ONE SITE WAS rejected by the board 


last night because It will be In the air 
pattern of Schaumburg Airport when 
that facility is expanded. The district 
spent $12,400 for soil borings on another 
site owned by Francis Fltzlmmons on 
Rhodcnburg Road. Tests showed the land 
was too marshy to support a multi-story 
Khool building and was dropped from 
consideration by the board. 


Board Pres. Robert Creek said that 


most of the land is "not usable In any 
form und this Is not a school site." 
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Engineers for the project were making 


final measurements yesterday before 
heavy construction equipment moves In 
early next week. 


Traffic coming from both directions on 


Palatine Road will be directed onto the 
southern Frontage Road during construc- 
tion, which will last at least until the end 
of February. Engclhardt Inc. of Munde- 
lein has 100 working days to complete 
the $1 million project. 


When finished, Palatine Road will be 


four lanes wide with left turn lanes onto 
Winston and Williams drives. Stop lights 
will be Installed at the Palatine-Winston 
Intersection. 


The two-lane section of Palatine Road 


between Winston and Williams drives Is 
the only stretch of the road less than four 
lanes wide between Hicks Road in Pala- 
tine and Waukegan Road In Northfield. 


Construction costs arc being split be- 


tween the Illinois state and federal gov- 
ernments. 


The Palatine-Winston intersection has 


been a troublesome bottleneck and the 
site of numerous accidents and ticups be- 
cause of the lane reduction and four-way 
stop signs.

Howie fate discussed behind closed doors

Officials In Hoffman Estates have gone 


back behind closed doors to consider the 
fate of the proposed Westbury devel- 
opment, 'after 10 full sessions in the pub- 
lic arena. 


Westbury Is a plan to construct 4,472 


bousing units in styles ranging from a- 
partmcnts over stores to single-family 
homes. The project would take shape 
along both sides of Palatine road between 
the Winston Knolls subdivision In Hoff- 
man Estates and the Village of In- 
verness. 


THE PROPOSAL has not been pleas- 


Ing to its potential neighbors. Opposition 
was heavy at the 10 hearings before the 
Hoffman Estates plan commission and 
zoning board of appeals, meeting as a 
joint panel. The panel recommended ap- 
proval, but attached 54 demands to Its 
recommendations. 


The affirmative vote, plus the 54 condi- 


tions, were presented to the Hoffman Es- 
tates Village Board Monday. On sugges- 
tion of Mayor Virginia Hayter, the board 
took no action and held no discussion on 
the plan Monday. They accepted the pan- 
el's 
offering 
without comment, but 


agreed to meet Wednesday night. 


The Wednesday session was billed as a 


discussion of the conditions, a chance to 


ask questions concerning them, so that 
the board would understand each detail 
before bringing the matter to a vote. 


W H E N THE 
BOARD convened 


Wednesday the members decided It was 
to be an executive, or closed door, meet- 
Ing to negotiate with the proposed buil- 
der, Meridian Housing Corp. The nego- 
tiations continued Thursday morning and 
afternoon. 


The village began negotiations with 


Meridian a year ago, almost to the day. 
The first meeting was Oct. 3, 1972. Until 
the joint panel began hearings Sept. 10, 
there was a news blackout on the Issue 
— everything was private. 


Lawsuits threaten the village with a 


11.5 million judgment, which if awarded, 
could cost Hoffman Estates property 
owners an estimated $20 per year per 
home for the next 20 years. 


There Is little doubt that judgment will 


be awarded If the village and Meridian 
do not compromise to reach agreement 
on Meridian's plans for the land, and the 
village's standards for development. But 
failure to reach that compromise really 
would not protect the village from Meri- 
dian's plnn, or even a less satisfactory 
one. 


THE TALE OF how Hoffman Estates 


got Into this fix dates back to the 1960s. 
The Westbury land Is more familiar to 


Hoffman Estates residents as Howie-In- 
The-Hllls, a development proposed and 
approved in the '60s as a single family 
home project. 


The land then was owned by the in- 


famous City Savings Association of Chi- 
cago, a shelter of C. Oran Menslk and 
dummy companies that won loans from 
the savings institution he owned and nev- 
er paid back. 


Menslk's shenanigans drove City Sav- 


ings into bankruptcy, and it was placed 
In a federal court-supervised receiv- 
ership charged with recovering as much 
as possible of the $28 million unsuspect- 
ing saver had deposited in the associa- 
tion's accounts. 


Among those owed money was the 


Teamsters Union Pension Fund, which 
had loaned Menslk's companies money 
supposedly to finance Installation of pub- 
lic improvements, —streets, sewers, gut- 
ters and the like. 


Although City Savings had the Team- 


ster's money for improvements, It also' 
obtained court approval to sell special 
assessment bonds to finance public Im- 
provements and allegedly had the help of 
Hoffman Estates in getting that legal 
OK. 


And while the association was obtain- 


ing funds for this work, the work already 
had been done by Menslk's firms. The 
improvements were in the ground. 


The teamsters, the persons and firms 


that bought those bonds want their mon- 
ey back. And because the village alleged- 
ly cooperated In obtaining the funds, they 
have gone to the village for repayment. 
These are the suits the village faces. 


Under the federal receivership, Merl- 


•dian's purchase price Is to be used to 
help repay City Savings debtors. The $5.6 
million Meridian is paying likely will go 
to depositors, after legal fees and other 
receivership expenses are deducted. 


MERIDIAN HAS agreed to repay the 


Teamsters and bondholders. It also has 
agreed to pay Chicago Bridge and Iron 
the cost of a well that company installed 
on the then Howie land, but for which It 
never was paid. 


In return, Meridian wants zoning for 


nine housing units to the acre, plus com- 
mercial areas. 


The conditions set by the village's joint 


panel to grant that zoning are expensive. 
They would increase the minimum lot 
size for the proposed single family homes 
by 1,750 square feet, meaning either the 
number of homes or the space devoted to 
some other type development must be re- 
duced. 


Other changes would add to the cost 


too. Increased retention areas, 10 per 
cent tplnlmum of the gross space do- 
nated for public recreation use, road im- 
provements and timetables for their con- 


struction and other demands would not 
be cheap. Many of the recommendations 
from the panel were technicalities, but 
some were highly significant from a 
profit view. 


ONE ESTIMATE indicates Meridian 


would have to spend another $3 millioirto 
comply with all recommendations. 
1 - 


And that is exactly what is being ^dis- 


cussed now behind those closed doors. : 


If Meridian and the village can 


agree, their compromise will be revealed 
If they cannot, Meridian still may go 
back to the federal courts and ask for a 
ruling directing the village to grant the 
zoning, minus the conditions. Failing 
that, Meridian could back out com- 
pletely, not purchase the land and not 
develop it. But the village would lose the 
court suits. And evenutally some other 
developer would come up with a plan, 
perhaps with higher densities and fewer 
amenities. 


As it now stands, the outcome of the 


negotiations is due Monday, but the vil- 
lage is seeking an eight day extension. 
.Thus the public will know either Monday 
night or one week later if the bearings 
that produced, the 54 recommendations 
were worth the 10 days they took or if 
they were simply appeasements by a vil- 
lage backed into • corner and trying to 
save face.

Machines make reading more fun

Machinery Is putting some pizazz into 


reading for first, second and third grade 
youngsters in Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dlst. 15 schools.. 


No more will some teachers be flash- 


ing cards in front of their classes, hoping 
someone will recognize the words. Proj- 
ectors are flashing words onto a screen, 
and best of all — the students get to 
work the equipment themselves. 


No more will some teachers carefully 


repeat vowel sounds to teach spelling. 
Cartoon characters are pronouncing the 
words loud and clear through head- 
phones. 


Games are teaching spelling, pronoun- 


elation — in fact, "for every phonetics 
skill, there Is a-game," said Pat Panfil, 
one of the reading lab directors at Pad- 
dock School, 225 W. Washington. 


A SECOND program started at Lincoln 


School, 1021 Rldgewood Ln., this fall. 
; 


The reading labs, at a cost of $3,500, 


contain tape recorders, fllmstrlp proj- 
ectors, record players and reading ma- 
chines that flash words or paragraphs on 
a wall, plus of course, games. 


Many of the first, second and third 


graders who use the Paddock lab feel 
they are learning, while having a good 
time. "It's fun and it's Interesting and 
you learn a lot of things," said third gra- 
der Bob Dldomcnlco, after his second 
session in the lab. 


If the two programs actually help chil- 


dren read better, labs will be appearing 
in all 16 elementary schools in the dis- 
trict, said Paul Jung, director of person- 
nel and informational services. 


JUNG ESTIMATES that a decision will 


be made after the program has been in 
operation for two years. If the program 
Is approved, it will be started in other 
elementary schools as money is avail- 
able, Miss Panfil said. 


If the program is not successful, it will 


be reevaluated and revised. Miss Panfil 
said she doubts it will be dropped alto- 
gether — $3,500 per lab is a lot of money 
to throw away, even If part of It did 
come from the federal government. 


Much of the evaluation will have to be 


subjective, Miss Panfil said. The class- 
room teachers will decide whether the 
program has Improved reading skills 
from their observations of the students. 


"We would hope to find some Improve- 


ment in the Iowa scores," Miss Panfil 
added. Iowa tests are used annually 
throughout the district to evaluate a stu- 
dent's educational progress. 


"So far, they (students) seem to enjoy 


the reading program a great deal," said 
Miss Panfil. "I hope It stays that way." 


THE CHILDREN work seml-lndepen- 


dently. An average of four or five gather 


around each piece of equipment or read- 
ing exercise and work at their own 
speeds. Assignments are made by the 
classroom teacher to supplement the 
classroom reading program. 


The most popular piece of equipment 


features a cartoon fllmstrlp called 
"Learning with Laughter." Candy Muel- 
ler admitted she likes the filmstrips as 
much as television, but really preferred 
to be outside, playing with her friends. 


The cartoon characters explain vowel 


sounds in a carefully contrived but amus- 
ing series of action. One character "sAt

Closed-door negotiations

'We'll pay bills quicker' 


Illinois merchants who do business 


with tho state can expect to get .paid 
much quicker in a few months through a 
new accounting procedure. 


The prediction of quicker payment was 


made yesterday by Illinois Comptroller 
George Lindberg. Llndberg, who took 
over the newly created post at the begin- 
ning of 1973, said the program is among 
several new accounting procedures being 
put into effect in the state. 


"Right now the typical merchant who 


does business with the state has to wait 
between 32 and 108 days to be paid. Un: 
dor the new system, we hope to pay ev- 
eryone within 30 days," Llndberg said.

HE SAID THE new system has come 


about because of a desire by the state to 
keep closer tabs of their expenses and 
because the Internal Revenue Service is 
beginning to more closely scrutinize 
state accounts. 


Llndberg said it might not be possible 


to pay all bills within 30 days because 
some state agencies require more com- 
prehensive inspections than others.

The fnto of a Des Plalnes resident who 


had been a student In Chile when the mil- 
itary took control of the country brought 
conflicting reports from the U.S. State 
Department yesterday.

the "status and welfare" of Frank R. To- 
ruggi Jr., 23 of DCS Plaincs. 


The parents of Teruggl told The 


Herald that they had last heard from 
their son on Sept. 17. The young man's 
father said he was told by a Chicago 
newspaper that his son was still being 
held In Santiago. The family resides at 
731 S. Third Avc., DCS Plaincs. 


INQUIRIES MADE to the olflccs of 


U.S. Senators Charles Percy and Adlai 
Stevenson provided little new Informa- 
tion on the situation. 


The State Department official said that 


up until yesterday morning, the U.S. be. 
llcvcd that eight Americans released 
Wednesday by the military junta now 
controlling the country, were the only 
U.S. citizens being held.

The voluntary housing plan is the re- 


sult of nearly two years of effort by sub- 
urban mayors and housing officials look- 
Ing for an alternative to court-ordered 
distribution of low and moderate-income 
housing In the suburbs. 


Cook. McHenry, Lake. Will, Kane and 


DuPagc counties are Included in the 
plan. The coalition has been working 
with the Leadership Council for Metro- 
politan Open Communities and the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion. 


The group, which Includes a 12-mem- 


bcr mayor steering committee, has re- 
fused to release details of the plan until a 
Monday afternoon press conference. The

Her eyes were stiut as tight as her small fingers holding the 


hand full of loamy soil. Randy Post was feeling earth. 


"It's squce/y, rough and smooth too. And when I stop 


squeezing it gets fluffy," said the second grader. 


Poking her finger into the soil, she brought it up to her face 


and sniffed. 


"It smells nice, like things arc growing. But, the earth is 


quiet. So, my sense of hearing can't tell me anything about 
It," she declared, and threw the dirt on the ground. 


Patting the mossy spot she had disturbed, Randy then ran 


to join her John Muir School classmates as they learned 
about rocks and soil in Schaumburg Township School Dist. 
54's unique outdoor classroom, the 13 acre Frost Nature Cen- 
ter in Schaumburg. 


BITS OF MOSS, leaf and earth still stuck to her knees as 


Randy and her friend Debbie Katz whispered about the 
"mushrnts" (sic) home they had found by the pond. "If you 
are real quiet sometimes you can surprise animals in the 
woods," Randy said. 


John Ruck and Danny Price found a hole in a wet spot and 


loudly Insisted it was a snake hole. "I hope the snake's not 
home. I'm not afraid, but my mother wouldn't like it if I 
brought one home," said John. 


Jim Johnson, District 54 environmental education special- 


ist, got a few grins from the children when he asked them to 
use their senses again to decide who lived in tTie hole. "You 
mean you can smell a snake? Yecc! I don't want to smell or 
even feet one," squealed one girl. 


Johnson and the children gathered over tl.i opening and 


listened quietly while a boy dropped a small pebble into the 
hole. "The sound of water tells us that can't be a snake hole, 
so what else could it be?" he asked. 


John bragged he'd known all along it was a crayfish hole, 


"I Just wanted to scare the girls," he confided. 


Johnson took the children to the wooded area and asked 


them to feel the woods. "It's cool, and you can hear the 
birds," said Stacy Tarltas. With her eyes shut tight she said

JOHNSON SAID Frost center is being used by alt the dis-

Marian Clifford was taking a handful of nuts back to school.

"We're depending on local 
leadership and local responsibility to an- 
swer a regional need," Pahl Is former 
Elk Grove Village Mayor. 


Teichert said he would not consider the 


plan a final one. "I consider it a proposal 
that requires some dialogue in individual 
communities," he said. "I think it will be 
well received as a working tool by the 
majorities of the communities.

BUT U.S. DISTRICT Court Judge 


Richard Austin limited his order to CHA 
construction in white Chicago neighbor- 
hoods and would not go along with the 
ACLU effort to expand the case to the 
suburbs. 


"Another suit can always be filed." 


Pahl said after the Austin decision, re- 
flecting the belief of coalition officials 
that suburban communities ore better off 
planning low-income housing on their 
own than under the pressure of a court 
order. 


Telenors said the coalition hopes to

Officials In Hoffman Estates have gone 


back behind closed doors to consider the 
fa to of the proposed \Vcstbury devel- 
opment, after 10 full sessions In the pub- 
lie arena. 


Westbury Is a plan to construct 4,472 


housing units In styles ranging from a- 
partments over stores to single-family 
homes. The project would take shape 
along both sides of Palatine road between 
the Winston Knolls subdivision In Hoff- 
man Estates and the Village of In- 
verness. 


TUB PROPOSAL has not been pleas- 


Ing to Its potential neighbors. Opposition 
was heavy at the 10 hearings before the 
Hoffman Estates plan commission and 
zoning board of appeals, meeting as a 
joint panel. The panel recommended ap- 
proval, but attached 54 demands to Its 
recommendations. 


The affirmative vote, plus the 54 condi- 


tions, wore presented to the Hoffman Es- 
tates Village Board Monday. On sugges- 
tion of Mayor Virginia Haylcr, the board 
took no action and held no discussion on 


the plan Monday. They accepted the pan- 
el's offering 
without comment, but 


agreed to meet Wednesday night. 


The Wednesday session was billed as a 


discussion of the conditions, a chance to 
ask questions concerning them, so that 
the board would understand each detail 
before bringing the matter to a vote. 


W H E N THE BOARD convened 


Wednesday the members decided it was 
to be on executive, or closed door, meet- 
Ing to negotiate with the proposed buil- 
der, Meridian Housing Corp. The nego- 
tiations continued Thursday morning and 
afternoon. 


The village began negotiations with 


Meridian a year ago, almost to the day. 
The first meeting was Oct. 3, 1972. Until 
the joint panel began hearings Sept. 10, 
there was a news blackout on the Issue 
— everything was private. 


Lawsuits threaten the village with a 


$1.5 million Judgment, which If awarded, 
coufd cost Hoffman Estates property 
owners an estimated $20 per year per 
home for the next 20 years. 


There Is little doubt that judgment will 


be awarded if the village and Meridian 


do not compromise to reach agreement 
on Meridian's plans for the land, and the 
village's standards for development. But 
failure to reach that compromise really 
would not protect the village from Meri- 
dian's plan, or even a less satisfactory 
one. 


THE TALE OF how Hoffman Estates 


got into this fix dates back to the 1960s. 
The Westbury land Is more familiar to 
Hoffman Estates residents as Howie-In- 
The-Hllls, a development proposed and 
approved in the '60s as a single family 
home project. 


The land then was owned by the In- 


famous City Savings Association of Chi- 
cago, a shelter of C. Oran Menslk and 
dummy companies that won loans from 
the savings Institution he owned and nev- 
er paid back. 


Menslk's shenanigans drove City Sav- 


ings into bankruptcy, and it was placed 
In a federal court-supervised receiv- 
ership charged with recovering as much 
as possible of the $28 million unsuspect- 
ing saver had deposited In the associa- 
tion's accounts. 


Among those owed money was the 


Teamsters Union Pension Fund, which 
had loaned Menslk's companies money 
supposedly to finance installation of pub- 
lic Improvements, —streets, sewers, gut- 
ters and the like. 


Although City Savings had the Team- 


ster's money for Improvements, It also 
obtained court approval to sell special 
assessment bonds to finance public im- 
provements and allegedly had the help of 
Hoffman Estates In getting that legal 
OK. 


And while the association was obtain- 


ing funds for this work, the work already 
had been done by Menslk's firms. The 
Improvements were In the ground. 


The teamsters, the persons and firms 


that bought .those bonds want their mon-, 
ey back. Anil because the village alleged- 
ly cooperated in obtaining the funds, they 
have gone to the village for repayment. 
These are the suits the village faces. 


Under the federal receivership, Meri- 


dian's purchase price is to be used to 
help repay City Savings debtors. The $5.6 
million Meridian is paying likely will go 
to depositors, after legal fees and other 
receivership expenses are deducted. 


MERIDIAN HAS agreed to repay the 


Teamsters and bondholders. It also has 
agreed to pay Chicago Bridge and Iron 
the cost of a well that company Installed 
on the then Howie land, but for which It 
never was paid. 


In return, Meridian wants zoning for 


nine housing units to the acre, plus com- 
mercial areas. 


The'condltions set by the village's joint 


panel to grant that zoning are expensive. 
They would Increase the minimum lot 
size for the proposed single family homes 
by 1,750 square feet, meaning either the 
number of homes or the space devoted to 
some other type development must be re- 
duced. 


Other changes would add to the cost 


too. Increased retention areas, 10 per 
cent minimum of the gross space do- 
nated for public recreation use, road im- 
provements and timetables for their con- 
struction and other demands would not 
be cheap. Many of the recommendations 
from the panel were technicalities, but 
some were highly significant from a 
profit view.

Outdoor track concerts OK

A 1968 precedent apparently would al- 


low Arlington Park Race Track officials 
to routinely schedule outdoor concerts. 


The annexation agreement between Ar- 


lington Heights and Arlington Park obli- 
gates the village to approve activities 
that were established uses of the track 
property prior to annexation on Oct. 20, 
t%9. 


A precedent for outdoor concerts was 


set on June 10, 1068, when Herb Alpert 
and his Tijuana Brass played a one-night 
stand before a crowd of 14,000. 


Despite their apparent right to hold 


concerts, track officials up to now have 
booked live musical entertainment on 
only certain ocasslons. 


But a stereo high fidelity show opening 


today at the track includes a three-day 
line up of folk, folk-rock and classical 
music shows, sponsored by Pacific Ster- 
eo. 


THE FREE CONCERTS will be ampli- 


fied from an outdoor stage set up In front 
of the race track grandstand. 


The decision to approve the weekend of 


concerts was mode by the village admin- 
istration without village board con- 
sultation. 


Arlington Heights Village Prea. Jack 


Walsh said yesterday that, while he had 
no personal objections to this weekend's 
concerts, he did not know what basis had 
been used in deciding that a special use 
permit was not needed. 


"We have to follow the rules In the an- 


nexation agreement and I am assuming 
the village administration used those 
rules as guidelines In making its deci- 
sion," Walsh said. 


IN THE PAST the village board has 


required public hearings and special use 
permits for such track events as the 1971 
motorcycle race, snowmobile rentals at 
the Arlington Park Towers Hotel and the 
Future of America Fair which included 
nightly entertainment shows. 


"We could create such obstacles as 


to make It very difficult for the race 
track to operate," Walsh said, adding 
that he thought the village had to be rea- 
sonable In its requirements1 for special 
use permits. 


He called the questions of a special 


permit for concerts connected with a 
stereo equipment trade show "one* of 
those funny ones that probably could 
have been decided either <vay." 


At the time the special use permit for 


the Future of America Fair was ap- 
proved last November, the trustees 
asked for assurances that there would 
not be any "hard rock" groups per- 
forming in connection with the 10-day 
event. 


NONE OF THE groups scheduled this 


weekend are known as "hard rock" 
band. However they arc expected to be 
well amplified. 


"The only possible objection could be 


some noise fallout. But I doubt the extent 
of Ihnt and given the hours (of the con- 
certs), I don't think it would cause much 
of a problem," Walsh said. 


Concerts are scheduled for 2 p.m. and 


7 p.m., beginning Friday evening and 
continuing through Sunday. Hcadllners 
Include the Nitty Gritty Dirt Band, Paul 
Butterfieid, Bonnie Koloc, Jose Fcllciano 
and Freddie King.

Housing Authority that suburbs be forced 
to build low-Income housing equal to two 
per cent of existing housing units.

Approval for 2 
more Dana Point 
buildings sought 


Developers of the Dana Point apart- 


ment complex went before the Arlington 
Heights Plan Commission this week with 
plans to build two more buildings on the 
site.

on Central Road. Commissioners said 
Central Road is already carrying a haz- 
ardous volume of traffic. An additional 
driveway on the street would only-in- 
crease the problem, they said. 


One possible solution to be explored Is 


moving one of the development's drive- 
ways to exit onto Arthur Avenue. The 
commissioners requested the possibility 
of establishing a traffic light at Arthur 
Avenue and Central Road be studied. 


The commission also requested Pekin 


Corp. prepare a tax impact study. The 
study would anticipate the effect of the 
new apartments on schools in the area.

Science class only appears to be chaotic

"It's getting to be like alphabet soup," 


sighed a science teacher as she looks 
across her room full of junior high stu- 
dents. 


At one table, a student disagrees on a 


theory while some of his classmates wait 
Impatiently to argue. 


It's a meeting of the minds at another 


table where four students quietly discuss 
a new lesson and write down their obser- 
vations neatly In lab books. 


And still at another table, children set 


up an experiment with test tubes and 
bottles of chemicals. 


Some students arc on chapter three In 


their textbooks and some are on chapters 
four and five. But what appears to be a 
room of chaos la actually a room of chil- 
dren getting Involved in'a new way of 
learning science - by working at their 
own pace. 


GONE ARE THE DAYS of students 


squinting to see what demonstrations the 
teacher is doing at the front of the class. 
Gone are the nights of memorizing defini- 
tions that seem to have no real mean- 
Ings. The traditional method of teaching 
and learning science in Arlington Heights 
School Dist. 25 is dead. 


"We started looking for a new program 


eight years ago," said Frank Dzikonski, 
science consultant for the district and 
teacher at South Junior High School. 
"There were no junior high lab pro- 
grams. The text was designed for teach- 
ers to do the demonstrations." 


The years of shipping for a suitable 


science curriculum for junior high stu- 
dents ended with a program that allowed 
students to work at their own pace by 
following the self-explanatory text 


WITH THE NEW program, the teacher 


becomes much more an advisor than in- 


structor, guiding the children whenever 
they need more explanation or special 
help. 


When a child learns a new lesson the 


studies are reinforced with hundreds of 
experiments 
and 
self-evaluation 
ex- 


ercises suggested in the books. They are 
done by the student, without elaborate 
science equipment. With more of this 
type of activity, the student could actual- 
ly see what is to be learned. 


"You can be lecturing and a student 


would be looking right at you and he can 
be thinking of a football game," said Dzi- 
konski. "With this you can't camouflage 
non-participation." 


IN MRS. PAT NUTTALL'S eighth 


grade science class, there is a low hum 
of noise generated by. several dozen stu- 
dents. On the table there are boxes and 
sacks of leaves, shells and rocks. Anoth- 
er teacher, Tom "Mr. K" Krzeczowskl, 


helps students along with their projects. 


"At first it was hard to motivate the 


student to do the work," said Mrs. Nut- 
tall who had taught this program the 
year before but with just one grade. This 
year, all sixth, seventh and eighth gra- 
ders are taking part In the program. 


"This year they're getting involved 


and we're getting them to think about 
the lab activities. They've forgotten how 
to compete." 


If it takes a student a little longer to 


understand a concept or to set up an ex- 
periment, he doesn't have to worry about 
keeping up with the rest. Teachers will 
give a test when all students finish a 
chapter. Of course if a student is too far 
behind,, he will be given special help to 
catch up. 


"The good part of this program Is that 


we're meeting the individual student's 
need, not that of someone else's," said 
Mrs. Nuttall. 


HOW FAR DOES a mealworm crawl in 


30 seconds? That's a lesson in learning 
the basics of metric system. What's dif- 
ferent about two peas? That's a lesson 
In observation. 


The "Age of Asparagus" is an ex- 


periment on the effects chemicals have 
on plant life. And-students made their 
own batteries out of blotters and salt so- 
lutions for a lesson on "influence." 


"It makes science a tot more fun," 


said Kelly Sainsbury; an eighth grader at 
South School. "Last year it was so bor- 
ing." 


By the time a student goes through all 


three grades, he would have learned 
some biology, ecology, astronomy, ocean 
ograpby, weather, phycls and chem- 
istry. 
;: 


"We treat them as if they were al- 


ready dedicated scientists," said Mrs. 
Nuttall. 
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Mu Bell says you inuy be overpaying

able to residents are outlined In the call- 
guide in the front of telephone direc- 
tories. If this information isn't clear, Illi- 
nois Bell has several service representa- 
tives trained In helping homeowners pick 
the service plan best designed to meet 
their individual needs. Additional bro- 
chures explaining the various service 
plans are also available from Illinois 
Bell. 


The metropolitan service plan which 


costs less than a dollar more than the 
local plan Is usually recommended by Il- 
linois Bell service representatives be- 
cause It more than doubles the area 
which can be called toll free, said Mrs. 
Lambldies. 


IN ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, home- 


owners who may pay an additional 60 
cents for the metropolitan service plan 
are able to call 18 additional telephone 
exchanges toll free. Paying on additional 
00 cents for the metropolitan service plan 
In Elk Grove Village enables home- 
owners to dial 28 additional exchanges. 


For the person who calls Chicago 


frequently "call-pak unlimited" is avail- 
able at a cost of J22.50. Tills enables a 
person to coll Chicago and several subur-

additional unit charges. The deluxe ser- 
vice plan Is "super call-pak unlimited" 
which allows persons to make an unlimit- 
ed number of phone calls to un area ex- 
tending north to the Wisconsin state line, 
south to Peotone, west of Oswego and 
east to the Indiana state line. 


Once the area to be included in the 


service plan has been determined, the 
question of how many calls will be made 
outlsde the toll free area arises. Calls 
dialed outside the toll free calling area 
are charged as units and vary according 
to distance. Persons with the local or 
metropolitan service plan are charged 
six units for the first four minutes on a 
call to Chicago and additional unit for 
each additional minute. Hence, a seven- 
minute call from Rolling Meadows to 
Chicago would be charged as nine units. 


The charge for units varies with the 


different 
service plans. The initial 


charge is 5tt cents per unit but under 
some plans as many as the first 240 units 
are free, the next 50 units are charged at 
a rate of SYt cents each and'all addition- 
al units are 44i cents each. The unit 
charge for areas outside the toll free 
calling area is listed in the call guide. 


Since everyone's calling habits are dif- 


ferent there is no one best plan. Illinois 
Bell representatives 
suggest persons 


keep track of the number of units they 
arc using over a few months before 
changing their service plan. There is no 
charge to change a residential service 
plan.

Court testimony revealed 
the couple had been having an argument 
when the shooting occurred.

Student in Chile—fate unknown

The fata of a DCS Plaincs resident who 


had been a student In Chile when the mil- 
itary took control of the country brought 
conflicting reports from the U.S. State 
Department yesterday. 


A spokesman for the State Depart- 


ment's Chilean Task Force said the U.S. 
embassy In Santiago is trying to clarify 
the "status and welfare" of Frank R. Tc- 
ruggi Jr., 23 of DCS Plaincs. 


The parents of TeruRgl 
told The 


Herald that they had last heard from 
their son on Sept. 17. The young man's 
father said he was told by a Chicago 
newspaper that his son was still being 
held In Santiago. The family resides at 
731 S. Third Avc., DCS Plaincs. 


INQUIRIES MADE to the offices of 


U.S. Senators Charles Percy and Adlal 
Stevenson provided little new Informa- 
tion on the situation. 


The State Department official said that 


up until yesterday morning, the U.S. be- 
llcvcd that eight Americans released 
Wednesday by the military junta now 
controlling the country, were the only 
U.S. citizens being held.

The government, however, has with- 


drawn that statement because of the In- 
formation concerning Teruggi and anoth- 
er man from New Yorl. 


Teruggi's father, Frank, said his son 


had been a student in Chile for about two 
years and that he had planned to return 
to this country later this month. 


TERUGGI HAD been studying econom- 


ics at the University of Chile. A graduate 
of Notre Dame High School in Nllcs, he 
had also studied electrical engineering at 


the California Institute of Technology. 


"Frank called on Sept. 16 and 17 and 


told us that he was safe and that he 
thought that he could leave the country 
through Argentina," the father said. 


"I guess he had some trouble, but we 


really do not know anything definite at 
this time," he added. 


THE YOUNG MAN'S father said he 


did not know If his son had been Involved 
in any political activities while in Chile. 


"All I know is that he Is a student 


there. He may have taken part In other 
activities, but I do not know," the father 
explained. 


The father said that after he had not 


heard from his son for more than a 
week, he began to make inquiries to gov- 
ernment offices and to local congress- 
men and senators. 


"I am a concerned parent and'I really 


would like to know the whereabouts of 
my son," Teruggi said. 


The State Department spokesman said
